Yohe Diamonds in Pawn. 

Strong disappeared on Tuesday afternoon 
last after a luncheon given at Delmonico’s 
to his companion of two years’ wandering 
over the face of the earth. Now that he has 
gone, it is alleged he had been supporting 
himself and Miss Yohe for the last few 
months on the proceeds of visits to pawn- 
shops with May Yohe's diamonds. 

Emanuel Friend, counsel for Miss Yohe, 
declares positively that he has already dis- 
covered the whertabouts of $100,000 worth of 
Miss Yohe’s jewelry, which has been pledged 
by Strong. The total amount secured on 
this, he says, was $10,000. 

Until Monday rning it will be impossible 
to tell Just how much of the jewelry Strong 
did convert intoymoney through the medium 
of the pawnshops, as the safe deposit vault 
in which the property of the young woman 
had been put by Strong cannot be opened until 
then. 

Threatened to Kill Himself. 

Whether Strong took the jewelry or not 
it is a fact that before making up his mind 
to disappear he wrote her a note, which 
he sent by special messenger, telling Miss 
Yohe that he had done so and that he had 
made up his mind to go and kill himself. 


mother, who was at the time with her 
daughter, Mrs. Albert Shattuck, at the lat- 
ter’s summer home in Lenox, Mass. 

In this letter Strong told his mother he 
was sick of life, that he had existed as 
long as he could on the proceeds of Miss 
Yohe’s diamonds, and that he was going 
to commit suicide. 

_Mr. Friend is authority for the statement 
that Strong inclosed in the letter to his 
mother the key to the safe deposit vault 
where he kept Miss Yohe’s jewelry and also 
inclosed a large number of pawn tickets. 

Mrs. Strong and the Shattucks are still 
at Lenox, but they will return on Monday 
and Mrs. Strong will then turn over the 
key, said to be in her possession, to Mr. 
Friend. Until he gets this key Friend says 
he cannot get into the safe deposit vault. 


Detectives Hunt: for Strong. 

It is hinted by some that Strong has gone 
with another woman. A private detective 
agency has been retained to try and find 
him, but it is not believed any criminal ac- 
tion is contemplated against him. The de- 
tectives are said to have been retained joint- 
ly by Mr. Shattuck, acting for Mrs. Strong, 
and by Lawyer Friend, acting for Miss Yohe. 
Their instructions are to find the young man, 
and, once they find him, corner him and keep 
him until his family can catch up with him. 
When that moment comes the Strong family 
will decide what the next move will be. 


May Yohe Feels Hurt. 

Miss Yohe refrained today from making 
any charges or saying any unkind things 
about Strong. She left all that to her law- 
yer. Attired in a wondrous kimono of soft 
silk, and surrounded by the collections of 
queer looking dogs, birds, and other things 
that she brought back from Japan with her 
two months ago, she sat on thé porch of her | 
cottage at Hastings all day looking up and 
down the road as though expecting Strong 
to come around the curve in a dog cart at 
any moment. 

Miss Yoh.'s mother said Miss Yohe was 
heart broken and in danger of total collapse. 
Miss Yohe herself said she felt bad and also 
much hurt, but that she was not heart brok- 
en and did not propose to be, at any rate 
not until she had positive information that 
Strong had quit her for good. Miss Yohe 
has always been a philosophical sort of per- 


son. 
Many Stories of Disappearance. 

A multitude of stories were told today of 
how Strong disappeared. Miss Yohe told 
one, Mrs. Yohe told another, and Lawyer 
Friend told others. In all important matters 
the sturies of Miss Yohe and Mr. Friend fal- 
ly. It is the story told here, with the views 
of some of the couple’s neighbors at Hast- 
ings thrown in. 

When the pair arrived here on April 28 
last on the Kaiserin Maria, booked as **Herr’’ 
Strong and ‘‘Frau’’ Strong. They spent a few 
days with friends in this city and then went 
to Hastings. 
Mrs. Yohe, the actress’ mother, hag a pretty 
little house there, and the contents of Miss 
Yohe’s twenty-seven trunks and bags turned 
it into a typical Japanese home. There the 
couple decided to live in all the privacy they 
could get until the months between them 
and possible marriage should pass away. 
On the steamer’ Mies Yohe had a way of 
calling Strong Putty’’ and “ Dearie ”’ tn 
public which he did not always seem to like. 
However, they were an affectionate couple. 
Lived Together Under Contract. 
Strong himself told at that time about the 
contract they had entered into. The neigh- 
bors say that this living by contract began 
to wear on Strong after awhile, and it was 
noticed that he no longer spent the evening 
on the porch with Miss Yohe. Instead he 
was somewhere down in the wicked city 
taking a shy at life by arc light. 
Down in town rumors that Strong and an- 
other young woman had been seen much’ 
together got around, but these rumors did 
not get up to Hastings, and today Miss 
Yohe poh-poohed the idea that another wom- 
an had “ cut her out ” and stolen her captain 
from her.

PROPS AND POLICE FIGHT 


MOB OF SOLDIERS NOW RULES IN 
LEAVENWORTH, KAS. 


One Dying aud Four Others Injured 
Seriously—Attack on House to Se- 
‘eure a Negro Who Had Stabbed a. 
Comrade Leads to Clash with the 
Civil Authorities—Building Is Fired 
and Battle Follows—Entire City is 
Terrorized by the Rioting. 


Leavenworth, Kas., July 20, 2a. m.—{Spe- 
cial.J—A mob composed of a thousand sol- 
diers from Fort Leavenworth has possession | 
of the streets, and for hours has kept up al- 
most continuous fighting with the police. 

Four soldiers have been seriously clubbed 
and a fifth is dying with a broken neck. 

The rioting began last night when the 
soldiers surrounded a resort on Main street 
and partly demolished ‘it. This was done in 
revenge for the fatal stabbing of a member 
of Company F, Sixth cavalry, by a negro 
{mn the place. Nothing but the walls and 
roof of the building were left standing. A 
fight with the police followed. ’ 


Police Armed with Shotguns. 

The police, armed with shotguns, were 
called out in force and charged the soldiers, 
who were unarmed, with leveled weapons. 
After two hours’ fighting the soldiers were 
temporarily dispersed. 

Later the soldiers gathered in force and 
marched through the streets. At 11:35 the 
mob set fire to the ruins of the house they 
had previously wrecked. Coal oil was poured 
on and a match applied, The blaze was 
extinguished before the building was much 
damaged. 

One Soldier May Die. 

Policeman Joseph Wager struck a soldier. 
in the back of the head at 1 o’clock this 
morning. He is still unconscious. It is be- 
lieved his neck is broken. Great excitement 
prevails and the citizens have not dared to 
go to bed. The down town streets are now 
swarming with soldiers. 

Loucks, over whom the trouble began, is 
a barber in the Sixth infantry, and today 
he received his pay. John Graham, a negro, 
evidently knew of this, for he waylaid 
Loucks near the Missouri Pacific depet and 
demanded his money. Upon Loucks’ re- 
fusal Graham drew a knife and slashed 
Loucks across the abdomen, inflicting a pos- 
sibly fatal wound. Loucks is now in the 
post hospital. Graham fied after the cut- 
ting, but was arrested and taken to Kansas 
City to prevent a lynching. 


WILL MOVE “cE” STRUCTURE 
WITHOUT LOOSENING BOLT. 


Aurora, Elgin and Chicago Road to At- 
tempt Unusual Engineering Task— 
Will Require Four Weeks. 


A difficult bit of engineering will be ac- 
complished when the new Aprora;: Pigtn and 
Chicago electric line moves four blocks of. 
{its ele Vated cture twenty feet without 
removing a bo The structure to be moved 
ts the tnclime which connects with the Gar- 
field park sectton of the Metropolitan “ L.”’ 
It begins at Forty-eighth and ends at Fifty- 
second avenue. i 

Until recently a right of way could not 
be secured which would allow of a straight 
incline. Now, however, the land has been 
secured and the structure will be straight- 
ened. 

It is believed that it will take four weeks 
to finish the work,after which, the officials of 
the line say, the train service will begin reg- 
ularly. The cars will be sixty feet long and 
will carry mail and freight to the city. They 
will connect with the Metropolitan at Forty- 
eighth avenue and will run around the down- 
town locp. A third rail will be used simi- 
lar to that used by all the elevated roads. 
Officials of the line say that people or ani- 
mals who come in contact with the rail will 
not be injured. 

Residents of the towns through which the 
line passes, however, are trying to force the 
company to use a trolley instead of the third 
rail. They point to the fact that subways 
are being built at all crossings. This, they 
say, is the way in which the road is trying 
to deceive the people. 


LINER ST. LOUIS IS OVERDUE; 
RUMOR OF COLLISION AT SEA. 


Big Steamer Fails to Arrive in New 
York on Time—Many Well Known 
Passengers Aboard. 


New York, July 20, 3 a. m.—[Special.]— 
The American liner St. Louis, which usually 
gets here on Saturday from Southampton 
and Cherbourg, had not been reported early 
| this (Sunday) morning. The Umbria, from 
Liverpool and Queenstown, generally several 
hours astern of the Yankee ship, arrived 
at quarantine at 8 o’clock last night. It 
did not fall in with the St. Louis. 

Among the American liner’s passengers 
are Rear Admiral John C. Watson, Com- 
mander Cowles of the navy, President Roose- 
velt’s sister, Mrs Cowles; Mis# Helen Roose- 
velt, a cousin of the President; and Richard 
Croker Jr. 

A statement never corroborated was ca- 
bled from London last Wednesday that a 
vessel arriving at Queenstown on Tuesday 
had reported that the St. Louis had been 
disabled in collision at sea. 

The St. Louis carries 180 first cabin, 160 
second cabin, and 400 steerage passengers. 


ENGLAND IGNORES CZAR’S PLAN 


London Takes No Interest in Anti- 
- Trust Conference—Russia Fears 
Germany, Not America. 


LONDON, July 19—Russia’s project for 
an international anti-trust conference con- 
tinues to repose in the commercial depart- 
ment of the foreign office. The proposi- 
tion has excited no great interest here be- 
cause it is generally held to be rather in- 
eredible that the varying interests of Euro- 
pean countries could permit of their get- 
ting together with the object of controlling 
production. 

Serge Detatischeff, financial agent of Rus- 
sia, said today with reference to the in- 
terest of the United States in the project: 

“We have no fears of your American | 
trusts. They do not affect Russia in any 
degree whatever. hat we do fear are the 
great German manufacturing trusts. 
** So far as our country alone is concerned, 
this movement is mainly directed against 
German trusts, but all countries interested 
broadly in finding means for protecting com- 
merce against artificial depression, if sig- 
natories of the Brussels sugar convention, 
have agreed to be represented at the pro- 
posed conference. There is no doubt the 
United States will also be invited to par-

Five Bookmakers Who Say 


Deposit Boxes Charge 
| Robbery. 


MYSTERY TO THE POLICE. 


| Officers of Masohic Temple Com- 


pany Deny Possibility of 
Theft and Hint at 
Fraud. | 


Five Washington park bookmakers lost 
$35,000 yesterday—but not on the races. 
Some one beat-them, but who and how are 
mysteries now being investigated by the 
Masonic Temple Safety Deposit company 
and by the police. 

When the police first took hold of the case 
they were told that “‘ when they were needed 
they would be sent for."" The management 
of the deposit company also told the losing 
bookmakers to “ say nothing and everything 
would be investigated and made right.”’ 

George Rose and J. N. Murphy, two of the 
heaviest losers, conferred last night and de- 
cided that the police investigation should be 
renewed. Rose is a Californian and a heavy 
stockholder in the Western National Bank 
of California. At midnight they laid a com- 
@iaint before Lieut. McWeeney and the 
police investigation was begun anew. 


Money Placed in Vaults. 

The money lost had been placed in boxes in 
the deposit vaults Friday evening by the 
eashiers of the bookmakers. When the 
boxes were opened yesterday morning it had 

ppeared. No locks had been forced and 
the boxes must have been opened with keys. 

The management of the deposit company 
declares that it is “ up to the bookmakers ”’ 
to explain how it was taken out. The bookies 
place the responsibility on the attendants in 
the vaults. 

The losing bookmakers, and the amounts 
they claim to have lost, are as follows: 
Edward Sturgeon ee 2,004 
Harry Laudemann 5,000

Many Depositors Anxious. 


As one result of the report that money had 
been lost in the vaults depositors in largé 
numbers flocked into the basement of the 
Masonic .temple to investigate the contents 
of their boxes. Many bookmakers were 
among the number. Persons who had money 
in the day vaults and who arrived after 
they had been closed were disconsolate when 
they found they could not secure access to 
thelr savings. 

“T’a give a quarfér if I could see what's 
my.box,”’.said one fearing depositor. 

“You could not get in now if you gave 
&@ million,” answered the attendant. 


Company Questions the Loss. 

All during the day the company officials 
did nothing but deny that the boxes could 
have been opened except by some person 
holding the keys and authorized to hold 
them. 

Friends of the losing men declare that 
there is but’ one way in which to explain 
the disappearance of the money. They as- 
sert that some one secured duplicates of 
the keys supposed to be in the possession 
of the depositors alone, and also of the 
master key, which ts kept by the attendants. 

By officials of the company it is ques- 
tioned if the money said to have been lost 
ever was. deposited in the boxes. 

After the races on Friday the bookmakers, 
as is their-custom, took their money to the 
vaults, arriving at 6:30 p.m. Murphy sent 
his cash by his cashier, J. B. Norvell, and 
Rose by his cashier, M. Raphael. Sturgeon 
took his own money down. John Lyle car- 
ried Laudemann’s and “ Doc” Rainey car- 
ried his own. 


Say Money Was Deposited. 

The bookmakers accompanied the guard 
to their boxes in turn. The guard has the 
master key which throws back one of the 
six tumblers in the lock. The key held by 
the depositor throws back thé other five. 
Neither key individually is sufficient to open 
the boxes. 

Friday night the guards who had the mas- 
ter keys were Frank Thompson, C. R. Crum, 
and Cornelius Mahoney. The boxes were 
opened. The bookmakers declare that they 
deposited their money in them and locked 
them. The depositor can lock his box with 
his own key, but cannot unlock it. 


Finds His Money Gone. 

Norvell was the first to make his appear- 
ance yesterday morning. Charles Reade, one 
of the guards, went with him to the vault, 
which the cashier opened, and took his box to 
one of the desks. Almost as soon as he was 
seated he jumped up and went to the office. 

“I've been robbed,” he exclaimed, “ the 
money is gone.”’ 

While the attendants were examining the 
box, Reade had gone with Sturgeon to an- 
other vault and had assisted him in opening 
his box. Sturgeon drew it out quickly be- 
fore the guard could get away. 

“ The money's gone,”’ he exclaimed, throw- 
ing up his hands. 

Reade looked into the box and saw it was 
empty. By that time there were a number 
of bookmakers in the office and there was a 
general scramble to get a look in the vaults. 
— other disappearances were then discov- 
ered. 


Disagree on Chance of Theft. 


The possibility of any other person than 
the depositor reaching the boxes !s a matter 
of dispute between the bookmakers and the 
officials of the company.

We guarantee that no one but the authorized 
keyholders shall gain access to the boxes, 
and that is all. We do know that no one but 
the bookmakers had access to the boxes last 
night. It is impossible for any attendant 
to opén them. The records show that no one 
made application to get at these boxes after 
the bookmakers locked them up. We have

ART SCHEME FOR STREERS 


SYSTEMATIC WORK TO BEAUTIFY 
SOUTH SIDE TERRITORY. 


District Bounded by the Midway, Fifty- 
fifth Street, Jackson and Washing- 
ton Parks Will Be Made Attractive 
by Uniformity in Culture of Trees 
and Shrubbery—Improvement Asso- 
clation Undertakes the Work and 
James Jenson Will Be in Charge. 


Plans have been made to beautify on an 
extensive scale the district of the south 
eide bounded by the Midway, . Fifty-fifth 
street, Jackson and Washington parks. This 
will be done under the auspices of the South 
Park Improvement association, and both 
the park board and the University of Chi- 
cago will be asked to aid. 

The scheme is to improve one street at a 
time, making its trees uniform both in kind 
and age, wherever possible, and to use fancy 
shrubs on all vacant lots. It is expected that 
this will have the effect of making the dis- 
trict look like a vast park, which will blend 
into the driveways and lawns of Jackson 
and Washington parks. 

The University of Chicago, which stands 
near the center of the district to be im- 
proved, will be asked so to alter its present 
scheme of planting that it will conform with 
the general scheme. This it is expected it 
will do, as many of the professors and trus- 
tees of the institution are members of the 
association. 


Expense Will Be Slight. 


The trees that will be used in the scheme 
will be elms, honey locust, catalpa, and the 
allanthus.. All of these will grow in the 
light sandy soil of the district and are not too 
expensive to imperil the success of the proj- 
ect. The shrubs which will be used to screen 
all the vacant lots and unsightly spots will 
be either sumech, sand. cherries, June ber- 
ries, or dwarf willows. \ 

It is expected that cost of maintenance will 
be practically nothing, for the trees and 
shrubs selected are of the varieties not in- 
jured to any extent by insects. All the prop- 
erty owners will be asked to share in the cost 
and annual expense, and where there is a 
lack of public interest the general association 
will step in and bear the burden. 

The association, which was formed some 
months ago, has been busy during the spring 
making its plans, consulting landscape gar- 
deners, and arousing the property owners 
to a realization of what can béGone. Pam- 
phiets have been issued and circulars sent 
out regarding the scheme and the response 
has been so hearty that the officers have de- 
cided to go ahead. 


Park Gardener in Charge. 


The movement will be formally inaugurated 
next Saturday night at a meeting of the 
association to be held in the residence of its 
president, Francis W. Parker, 5141 Kimbark 
avenue. The active work will be in charge 
of James Jenson, former superintendent of 
Humboldt park. 

* Such a movement depends for its success 
on the interest of those who undertake it, 
and in our case all who have been approached 
have readily entered into the general cause,”’ 
said Mr. Jenson. ‘‘ The uniformity obtained 
by the similarity of trees and shrubs will be 
exceptionally effective, and the district will 
look more like a park than a residence section 
of the city. We look to see other associations 
take up the idea and make the city, espe- 
cially in the boulevard districts, a beauty 
spot worth living In. When one considers 
the slight cost, it is strange the scheme was 
not put on foot before.”

To the winner goes the gold medal of the 
United States Golf association; while the 
Glen View club will have the Havemeyer 
trophy on exhibition for the next twelve 
months. The silver medal for the runner up 
goes to E. M. Byers and the bronze medals 
to Frank Reinhart of Baltusrol and Dr. D, 
M. Fredericks of Oil City. 

Honors between the east and west are now 
even, each having won the championship 
four times. In addition to being the young. 
est player to capture the championship, 
James is the second American. born player 
to hold the honor and strictly a Chicago pro- 
duction. . 

The winning of the championship by the 
Glen View boy was a fitting reward to the 
energy and determination of the club itseif 
in going after the championship tourna- 
ment and getting it.

CLANGING OF A BELL.

Fearing That Statue of Madonna del 
Carmine « About to Be Removed 
from ea ay in Melrose Park, Angry 
Crowd Surrounds Building—Police 
Quell Excitement by Promising 
Property Will Not Be Taken Away— 
Dispute Over Priest the Cause. 


The ringing of a bell in the church of the 
Madonna della Carmela nearly precipitated 
a riot in Melrose Park. Scores of Italians 
armed with broomsticks, hatchets, and pis- 
tols invaded the little edifice in response to 
the call, their object being to prevent the 
possible removal of the statue of the Ma- 
donna del Carmine and the church furnish- 
ings. 

A sharp thunder storm, followed by a 
heavy rainfall, aided the efforts wf Marshal 
R. J. Dailey in driving away the crowd and 
keeping it from attacking Mrs. Emanuele 
Stefano, who, accompanied by a truckman 
and assistant, had gone tothe church to re- 
move the furniture. 

The marsha! promised, that nothing should 
be removed for the present, and Mfs. Stefano 
and her party escaped through a rear door. 
A special policeman then was placed in 
charge pending a decision as to the rightful 


ownership of the property, which is expected 
tomorrow. 


Disagrdée Over Assigning of Priest. 


According to: the story related by Marshal 
Dailey, Mrs. Stefano, who lives at 416 South 
Clark street, formerly was a resident of 
Melrose Park. The lot on which the church 
Stands is in her name. Nine years ago the 
church was erected, and the statue, a mas- 
terpiece of Raffaele della Campa, imported 
and installed. Last year, when the remnant 
of debt was removyd, the congregation 
asked for a priest. Through some disagree- 
ment none was assigned. 


Thursday afternoon Mrs. Stefano, accom- |_ 


panied by her sister, Mrs. Emilia Leone, who 
is president the Society of Monte Carmelo. 
procured a truckman, it is said, to remove 
the church property. It was the appearance 
of the truck and the alarm started by the 
ringing of the bell that aroused the Italians 
who belong to the congregation. 


Planned for Celebration. 


In speaking of the incident, Mrs. Stefano 
said she and her sister went to Melrose Park 
to rent tract of land for the annual cele- 
bration the society of Monte Carmelo, 
which is to be held next Sunday. 

“We entered the church to spend a few 
moments in prayer,’ said she. ‘ Suddenly 
the bell began to ring and a great crowd of 
villagers rushed toward thechurch. Fearing 
we wou!d be assailed, we escaped through a 
rear door.” 


Church View of Trouble. 


Father Thomas Moreschini of the Church 
of the Assumption said the controversy was 
caused by the refusal of the ecclesiastical 
authorities to send a priest to officiate at the 
annual celebration of the Society of Monte 
Carmelo. Committees called on Chancellor 
Barry several times with the request to ap- 
point a priest who would be willing to allow 
them an inside view into the financial af- 
fairs of the property which they were giv- 
ing to the church. But this was refused. 

‘Tf the members of the society give their 
property to the church and enter it in the 
name of the Catholic bishop of Chicago,”’ 
said Chancellor Barry yesterday, ‘*‘ they will 
have a priest at their celebration next Sun- 
day. Last year the same agreement was 
made. A deed was given us by Mrs. Stefano 
and a priest was sent, but later it was dis- 
covered that the deed was illegal.

ALPINE VICTIM LIST LONG. 


Statistics in Vienna Show That 275 Per- 
sons Have Lost Their Lives 
in Ten Years. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


VIENNA, July 19.—Statistics which are 
published of the fatal accidents in the Alps 
for the last ten years show 4a total of 275. 
Thirty-seven per cent of these were in the 
central Alps, including Switzerland, and 13 
per cent in the western Alps, and nearly 50 
per cent—namely: 133, in the eastern Alps. 
Of the 301 deaths which resulted from the 
275 fatal accidents, 19 were Germans or 
Austrians, 46 Swiss, 23 Italians, 18 English- 
men, 15 Frenchmen, and 7 of other nationali- 
ties. Seven of those killed were women, 73 
were guides, and 14 porters.

LINER HELPLESS AT SEA 


BELGENLAND DRIFTS FOUR DAYS 
BEFORE AID COMES. 


Big Steamer with 203 Passengers on 
Board Breaks Shaft in North At- 
lantic and Floats at Mercy of Waves 
Until Picked Up by the Scholar and 
Towed Into Halifax—Travelers Be- 
have Well in Danger and No Panic 
Occurs. | 


Halifax, N. S8S., July 19.—[Special.]—After 
drifting helpless in the north Atlantic for 
four days the American line steamer Bel- 
genland, from Philadelphia for Queenstown, 
was picked up by the Harrison line steamer 
Scholar, which towed the disabled steamer 
into this port today. 

The Belgenland broke its shaft on July 9 
in latitude 40.57 north, longitude 51.07 west. 
Four days later, in response to signals of 
distress, it was picked up by the Scholar, 
which was on its way from Galveston to 
Liverpool. 

Today, just as news of the anxiety felt 
at Queenstown for the safety of the Beigen- 
land was received here, the two steamers 
were sighted and several hours later they 
came to anchor in this harbor. 


Little Fear Among Passengers. 


The Belgenland has on board 129 first class 
and seventy-four second Ciass passengers, 

d all were reported well. The accident 
caused little excitement. There has beena 
mutual exchange of compliments between 
officers and passengers—on the part of the 
former that those on board bore themselves 
so calmly in peril, and on the part of the 
latter that the officers by their coolness and 
judgment brought their vessel safely through 
the experience. 


Many Tourists on Board. 


Among the passengers was a party of Art 
Students’ league members from Buffalo, N. 
Y., bound on a three-months’ trip to Europe 
and a party of tourists traveling under ar- 
rangements made by Thomas Cook & Son. 

On receipt of news of the accident the firm 
arranged to have thd Vaderland call at 
Halifax and sail with the tourists for 
Southampton. 


“Captain Tells of Accident. 

Capt. Hill of the Belgenland said he sailed 
from Philadelphiaon July 5. With favorable 
weather a good trip was in prospect, and on 
the morning of July 9 the vessel was in lati- 
tude 40.57 longitude 51.07, near the Western 
islands, when the shaft broke. The fracture 
was in the intermediate section. 

Examination showed that the vessel's hu!! 


repairs by placing shut bands over the shaft 
and the machinery was started. In half an 
hour the bands broke and the steamer was 
again helpless. Further efforts to make re- 
pairs were fruitless, and for the next four 
days the steamer lay drifting, whileconstant 
watch was maintained for a vessel. 

During this trying period, the officers say, 
the passengers behaved in an admirable 
manner. No rough weather was en- 
countered. Twice a distant craft was seen 
and signals were made, but apparently they 
were not seen, for no help came.

NEW PREMIER’S FIRST SPEECH. 


British Prime Minister Pays Tribute to 
Salisbury and Replies to For- 
eign . Critics. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, July 19.—Premier Balfour this 
afternoon made his first public speech in 
London since his appointment as prime 
minister. He began by paying a tribute to 
his predecessor, the Marquis of Salisbury, 
who, he said, had left the helm when the 
war in south Africa had closed. 

The government, he said, had been partly 
surprised and partly indignant at the views 
of continental nations on the English people 
and troops. He believed that the critics, 
when they considered the subject in cold 
bleod, would see that there were some things 
to be said that were not wholly unfavorable 
to the British. 

Thowee who accused the English of wanton- 
ly attacking a free, self-governing people 
would see what British ideas of liberty, col- 
onization, self-government, and purity of ad- 
ministration could do to amalgamate the 
races and make south Africa what the Eng- 
lish people had made many portions of the 
world. 

Mr. Balfour went on to say that the rela- 
tions of the mother country and the colonies 
were never comparable to those which exist- 
ed at the present time, thanks to the per- 
sonality and policy of the colonial secretary, 
Mr. Chamberlain, 

Mr. Balfour them spoke of the govern- 
ment’s program on domestic affairs, such 
as the education questions and the transfer- 
ence of the London water supply to public 
control. In conclusion Mr. Balfour said the 
Marquis of Salisbury had left the govern- 
ment, but his policy would be carried on. 


SEISMIC SHOCKS WORLDWIDE. 


Every Continent Except Australia Has 
Had Earthquakes or Volcanic Trou- 
bles Since Last January. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 19.—The wave of seismic 
disturbances, which has traveled around the 
world this year, was felt at Bandar Abbas, 
at the eastern end of the Persian gulf, on 
July 9, when there was a severe earthquake, 
which lasted from three to four minutes. Al] 
the chief buildings suffered. The shock con- 
tinued until July 10 and apparently proceeded 
from Kishn, whence loud noises are stil] 
audible at Bandar Abbas. 

Each of the five continents except Australia 
have this year suffered fnom earthquakes, 
volcanic eruptions accompanying them in 
five places. The following is the list: 

January—Nova Scotia, Croatia, Mexico, 
Lisbon. 

February—Russia, Schemacha. 

March—Turkey, Italy, Tchangerian, 
Lucca, respectively. 

April—Guatemala, Iceland. 

May—Martinique [volcanic], St. Vincent, 
Spain, France {south Bordeaux], Washing- 
ton [Mount Redoubt, volcanic], Croatia, Mex- 
ico, San Francisco, Florida, France [the 
Creusot district], the Cape peninsula, and 
Greece. 

June—Italy, Russia, and Chile, in Vellitri, 
Baku, and Chaco, respectively [the two last 
volcanic], Cheshire, St. Vincent, Sicily, In- 
dia, Himalayas; and in July, Turkey and

OPPOSE A NBW CAMPANILE 


ARTISTS IN VENICE OBJECT TO 
TOWER’S RESTORATION. 


Now Pointed Out That the Famous 
Structure Was So Tall It Dwarfed 


Everything Else, That It Made ™. 


Mark’s Cathedral Look Small, and 
That It Did Not Add to the Beatity 
of the Square—New Tower Would 
Not Be Sacred. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


VENICE, July 19.—The Campanile of St. 
Mark’s may not, after all, be rebuilt. Side 
by side with the movement for rebuilding 
the campanile the minority is putting for- 
ward the desirability of seriously consid- 
ering whether or not this is advisable. 

While no one would have suggested lay- 
ing sacrilegious hands on the famous old 
tower, which seemed to thousands the em- 
bodiment of Venice, now that it is wrecked 
utterly beyond question of repair, some of 
the keenest lovers of Venice point out that 
there is one great drawback to the position 
ef the campanile. It dwarfed everything 
else and made St. Mark’s cathedral seen 
small and was not really of any advantage 
to the beauty of the square. 


Want Artists to Judge. 


It is urged, accordingly, that no action 
should be taken towards the rebuilding of 
the campanile until the tall heap of ruins, 
which is fifty feet high, has been removed 
and then viewing the square from an artistic 
standpoint. 

It is also suggested that the new tower 
would not be sacred, as was the old one, and 
if the Italians persist in the attempt again to 
make Venice a leading seaport the new 
campanile and St. Mark’s itself may be sac- 
rificed to dredging. 

Meanwhile the wonder increases at the 
miraculous way in which St. Mark’s cathe- 
dral escaped. Standing in an open space at 
the corner of the church one sees how the 
torrent of broken masses of masonry, mar- 
ble, bronze, and iron were hurled down from 
‘the central pyramid of the ruins and stopped 
short exactly at the corner of the church. 


Cathedral’s Narrow Escape. 


The great white marble crown, with its his- 
toric bells, had been hurled toward the south- 
western buttress of St. Mark’s. but striking 
on a rock on the new porphyry column 
called the Pietra Della Banda, the shock was 

broken, and the stream of masonry, parting 
asunder, ran on each side of it, leaving the 
church unharmed. 

This porphyry, called the “Stone of Edicts,”’ 
which wads about a yard and a half high 
and the same in diameter, and built a half 
yard deep into the pavement, was uprooted 
and cast three yards away. Its place was 
taken by a huge block of marble coping of 
the wall of the Bell Loggia. which was ar- 
rested exactly four inches from the corner- 
stone of the column of St. Mark’s. 


TROOPS HOME FROM MANILA.

BURY EARL AS A CHILD. 


SER VICES OVER SON OF DUKE OF 
NORFOLK HELD AT ARUNDEL. 


Unhappy Nobleman Who Died at Age 
ef 23 Without Ever Recognizing 
Any One but His Father Is Laid Away 
on Famous Estate—Workmen Carry 
Casket and Children Act as Escort 
—Earldom Is Peculiar One in Many 


Respects. 
.

LONDON, July 19.—The funeral! services 
of the earl of Arundel and Surrey, the imbe- 
cile and only son of the duke of Norfolk, was 
attended by all the Catholic nobility and 
was of the most remarkable character. 

All of the music was chosen for a spirit of 
gladness, and the prayers for the dead were 
omitted. The entire service was the same 
as that used for those who die in infancy 
and innocence, although he was 23 years oid. 
Throughout the life of the earl his father 
was the only relative he was ever able to 


recognize. 

The entine town of Arundel was closed 
for the business day, and the people fol- 
lowed the procession through the streets to 
Fatzlan chapel, where the coffin was.laid 
on a catafalque. Sixteen workmen on the 
duke’s estate carried the body, and the may- 
or and aldermen and all the children, the 
latter in white dresses and white veils, fol- 
lowed. 

‘The earldom of Arundel is singular in the 
British peerage, inasmuch as it goes with 
the owner of Arundel castle, and if the duke 
of Norfolk sold the castle the title would go 
to the purchaser. Although it Ils the most 
ancient in England, it becomes extinct, 
and for the present generation is merged in 
the duke of Norfolk's other titles. 

The heir to the dukedom is the duke’s 
brother, Edmund, who assumed the sur- 
mame of Talbot when he became the heir to 
the vast Talbot estates. When he succeeds 
to the dukedom of Norfolk he will be the 
richest peer in England, not excepting the 
duke ef Westminster. Lord Edmund Tal- 
bot has several children, and this will insure 
a continuance of the succession tothe title. 


AMERICAN SQUEEZE IN COTTON. 


English Mill Owners fave Narrow Es- 
cape from Operations of a New 
York Syndicate. 


LONDON, July 19.—Despite persistent de- 
nials from New York, it is confidently assert- 
ed by a man who is well qualified to speak 
on the subject that a serious attempt was 
made to squeeze the English cotton markets 
by certain speculators. 

It was partially due to the assistance of an 
Anglo-American company, who months ago 
obtained large options, that English spinners 
were enabled to keep up their mills and pre- 
vent the absolute success of the scheme. The 
present opinion of operators in Great Britain, 
however, is that to recommence greater sell- 
ing would be extremely dangerous. Theman 
referred to said: 

‘In my judgment English spinners should 
only operate for the present to such an ex- 
tent as to keep their mills working. If they 
endeavor to do more they will find themselves 
in a tight place with the American opera- 


tors.’’ 


NEW BUSSES FOR LONDON. 


American Syndicate Said to Have Plans 
Improved Automobile Serv- 
ice in Europe.

LONDON, July 19.—Preparations are far 
advanced by which a strong American syn- 
dicate will give London and Paris an ade- 
quote horse and automobile service. 

Some weeks ago Judge Franklin Stone 
surveyed the field of the proposed opera- 
tions and acting upon his report several 
prominent American road traction authori- 
ties will arrive here early in August to ar- 
range for the installation of busses weigh- 
ing a ton less than the present ones. 

They will have cushion tires, bicycle 
wheels, and ball bearings on the hub and 
will accommodate the same number of pas- 
sengers as the present vehicles. but the 
speed will be much greater. Advertising 
signs will not be allowed. The automobile 
lines will use Edison’s new batteries, one 
on each hub. The lines will start running 
next January.

CITIZENS ARE IN PANIC. 


United States Steamer Ranger 
Under Fire from Guns of 
Both Forces.

PANAMA, July 19.—A naval battle was 


fought today between the insurgent gunboats 
Padilla and Darien, and the government gun- 
boats Chucuito and Calpet.

The sea fight began at 10 o'clock and con- 
tinued until 2 o’clock this afternoon: At that 
hour the Darien was seen in tow of the Padil-

* The fight took place between the islands of 


Flamonco and Ottique. It was witnessed by 
the United States special service -steamer 
Ranger. 

Panic Rules in Panama. 


The sound of the long continued cannonad< 
ing threw the people of this city intoa panic. 
An insurgent attack is dreaded and the 
troops have been sent to the intrenchments. 

The government gunboat Boyaca hastily 
completed repairs and put to sea late in the 
afternoon. The insurgent gunboats have 
disappeared, and their course was followed 
by the Ranger, for some reason not under- 
stood here. 

It is believed that the government gun- 
boats have resumed the attack on the insur- 
gent vessels. 


Another Battle on Land. 


At Agua Dulce the government troops at- 
tacked the insurgent army, commanded by 
Gen. Herrera. The result of the fighting 
has not been learned. If Gen. Herrera is 
victorious an immediate attack on Panama 
is feared. 

Whatever the result of the battle at Agua 
Dulce shall be to Gen. Herrera’s army, Gen. 
Salazar, the governor of Panama, said to- 
day the revolutionary forces will suffer ter- 
ribly, and an attack by them upon Panama 
will be rendered impossible, even if they are 
not defeated. Gen. Salazar has blind con- 
fidence in his troops. 

Consul General Gudger says that Ameri- 
can interests at Panama had not been ma-« 
terially interfered with. He says, however, 
that American interests were suffering in 
the province of Chiriqui. and that cables’ 
have been sent to Washington in regard 
to the situation in that district. 


ARMY PAYS CUBA $1,613,808... 


American Representatives Turn Over to 
Cuban Officials Much Larger Sum 
than Was Expected. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


HAVANA, July 19.—The auditor’s depart- 
ment of the military government certified 
over today to the proper officers of the repub< 
lic the sum of $1,613,808, being the amount 
on hand on the island-on May 20, when the 


intervening government transfered the con-. 


trol of affairs to Cuba. 

At the close of business on May 19 there 
remained in the hands of the treasurer of 
Cuba $635,170. There also remained in the 
hands of different disbursing officers 
throughout the island $978.638, making a 
total unexpended balance in the hands of 
the treasurer and the disbursing officers of 
$1,613.808. As the disbursing officers were 
directed to pay all matured obligations up 
to May 19, it is presumed they did so. 

For this reason the above balance may fair- 
ly be considered to represent funds avail- 
able for future expenditure under the re- 
public. While it is considered that some 
matured obligations are still due and unpaid, 
the amounts are “considered to be small. 

When the island was turned over to the 
officials of the Cuban republic it was stated 
that the balance in the hands of the Amer- 
ican officials was $689,000. .The fact that the 
real balance turned out to be so much larger 
is said possibly to be due to the fact that 
some of the disbursing officers carried heavy 
current balances. According to a statement 
in the Gazette yesterday. the balance in the 
treasury on June 30 was $745.371. The re- 
ceipts for the morith of June were $1,331,641 
and the disbursements $1,216,578.

Financier Arrives in City and, 


- Discusses Organization 
of Workmen. 


CALES LEADERS SELFISH. 


Says All Employes Should Treat 
Directly with Their Em- 
ployers. 


» 


‘Leavittig Wall street for a look at his Chi- 
cago home, John W. Gates bua sc into Chica- 
go early yesterday morning on the Penn- 
syivania’s twenty hour fiyer. He brought 
ideas with him. He lunched at the Chicago 
club with James J. Hill, who had accompa- 
nied him from New York, spent the after- 
noon at the Washington park racetrack, and 
in the evening sat on the porch of his Michi- 
gan avenue home, smoked a long cigar, and 
denounced labor unions as the laboring 
man’s milistone. 

“'The combination of labor has become an 
abuse of the principles of personal liberty,” 
said Mr. Gates. ‘‘ Labor unions have been 
denuded of the motives that underlie their 
organization and make them commendable. 
From associations of labor for labor’s good 
they have come to be political machines to 
accomplish the ambitions of walking dele- 
gates and business agents. I am radically 
opposed to them. 

“Labor unions are obnoxious to the em- 
ployers of great numbers of working men 
simply because they find themselves being 
Yictated to by the selfishness of walking 
delegates instead of the wishes of a ma- 
jority of the men. The leaders are influenced 
‘by politics, and they crucify the interests of 
their followers on the cross of political am- 
bition. The leaders do not represent the 
men. This was demonstrated in your last 
strike here in Chicago. They are inspired, 
in the majority of cases, by purely selfish 
motives. ) 


Delegates Mere Parasites. 

' * Of course there are exceptions, but these 
are growing fewer every day. As a whole 
the walking delegates are merely parasites 
subsisting on the labor unions. Organiza- 
tion of labor is a good thing, but not as it is 
mow organized. When men want to be heard 
they should come together, gelect some of 
their own number, méen who are working 
at the bench at their sides, and then put 
their claims before their employer. - 

“The wage question could be satisfac- 
torily settled if the men directly interested 
came in every instance before their own em- 
ployers. Settlements should be local and in- 
dependent. Individual cases should be treat- 
ed individually. It is nonsense for 4 man 
elected by a host of men to attempt to effect 
a settlement for a small body of men when he 
is not directly interested. 


Men Should Treat Directly. 

* The man to go to the employer is the man 
whose bread and butter are dependent on 
that employer and not a man whose bread 
is received from his fellow laborers. If a 
man is severely hurt the doctor treats the 
injury to that man and does not go around 
doctoring several hundred others. Labor 
unions in England-have beermthe ruination of 
English labor. 

“I have a great deal of sympathy with 
the laboring man and realize that in a num- 
ber of instances they are underpaid. 

“ Expense of living has increased and the 
wage scale should increase proportionately. 
Meat is the staple diet of the laboring man, 
The price of meat has advanced and the 
men who seal meat should advance wages at 
least so that their employés can buy their 
bwn producta 

* It is a mistake to say that it is more ex- 
pensive to live in the United States than in 
any other country. Rents are higher, but 
lttie else is. A laboring man in most cases 
receiving the pay that he does in this country 
vught to be able to gave ; 

“ The present strike of the anthracite coal 
miners is @ great error. The men wil) gain 
nothing. Mitchell was right when he tried 
to prevent it. This hard, coal strike has 
tickled the railroad men. They have man- 
aged to dispose of hundreds of thousands of 
tons of coal that has been in one stock piles 
They are selling out their old 
stuff. . 

**One big coal owner and railroad man 
told me the other day in New York that the 
strike had enabled him to dispose of anthra- 
cite coal mined thirty years ago. They 
turned a hose on it, polished it up some, and 
made it look liké new. They are making 
money out of the strike, which is simply 
washing out their yards of the accumulation 
of years. If the tieup continues another six 
months they will be cleaned up in fine style. 


Unions Ought to Be Dissolved. 

“Every union in the country ought to be 
dissolved. When this is done labor wili be 
far better off. This will be accomplished by 
prosperity, which will remove the cause of 
organization by an increase of the wages 
beyond the scale. This will be brought 
about by the combination of capital. 

“Combines benefit labor. Corporations 
are employing more labor than was ever 
employed in this country before As inter- 
ests enlarge the demand for labor will pro- 
portionately increase. And by the combi- 
nation of capital the various trades and fac- 
tories are able to increase their output by 
overcoming competition through their abil- 
ity to manufacture more cheaply on a large 

* scale tham on a small scale. 

“The ship subsidy bill will be a tre- 
mendous boon to labor, for if American 
manufacturers are able to ship their output 
into foreign countries in American ships the 
rate will necessarily be cheapened, and 
they will be able to enter the foreign mar- 
kets at an advantage. 

“ Better shipping facilities by water js 
= this, country most seriously lacks to- 

ay. - 

“ If I had to make a hurried trip to Europe 
it would not matter much whatéship I sailed 
on, But I if am going to send a shipment 
of wire nails, or steel rails, or implements

CHAIRMAN IS IN EUROPE. 


Hopkins and Sullivan Said to 
Have Abandoned Hill 
for Olney. 


Plane for the democratic national congres- 
sional campaign are hanging in suspense 
pending the return from Europe of Ben T.

During his absence the plgns and policies of 
the campaign committee, of which he is 
chairman, have developed well along, but 
‘the committee must remain quiescent until 
he returns and takes up the reins of manage- 
ment. The anxiety of his lieutenants is 
whetted by the activity of the republicans, 
who have become cognizant of the latest 
scheme of the democrats to strengthen their 
party in the lower house of the next congress. 

It is no longer any political secret that the 
democrats are planning to secure the nomi- 
nations for congress of Bourke Cockran of 
New York, ex-governor Horace Boles of 
Iowa, and ex-governor John Lind of Minne- 
gota. This trio of big sound money demo- 
crate heads the list of strong candidates 
which the campaign committee has chosen. 


Want Strong Men in House. 

“We want a few forceful men in the 
house,” said one of Mr. Cable’s assistants 
yesterday,‘ who can make trouble and pave 
the way for a sweeping democratic victory 
in 1904. It is not likely that congress will 
attempt anything in the way of affirmative 
legislation next winter, The republicans are 
too much divided and will do nothing more 
than pass appropriations.

NEW TRIBUTE 10 FEEHAN 


TALK OF PLACING HIS STATUE 
IN CATHEDRA. 


‘Marble Is the Property of the Arch- 
bishop’s Sister and Is in her School, 
but a More Public Site May Be 
Chosen—Was a Feature of the Pa- 
rochial School Exhibit at the 
Weorld’s Fair—Description of the 
Work. 


Considerable speculation is being indulged 
in in Roman Catholic circles as to what ac- 
tion will be taken on the suggestion made by 
Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia that the 
marble statue of the late Archbishop Feehan, 
which marked the archdiocesan school ex- 
hibit at the world’s fair, be given some 
prominent public position in this city as a 
memorial to the dead prelate. The plan to 
have the statue placed in the entrance of the 
cathedral of the Holy Name, with which the 
archbishop was identified for twenty-two 
years, had been suggested. The marble is 
now the property of the archbishop’s sister, 
Mother Mary Catherine, of St. Patrick's 
academy, Oakley and Park avenues, and oc- 
cupies a place in the main corridor of the 
institution. 

Whatever disposition is made of it, it is said 
Mother Mary Catherine must take the 
initiative, or at least sanction in advance 
any plan proposed. The nun’s acquain- 
tances, however, believe that she would agree 
to any proper plan for having it placed in a 
more public posftion. 


Does Not Look for Objection. 

“I do not think Mother Catherine would 
interpose any objections to any proper plan 
for the further honor of her brother, whom 
she loved devotedly,” said a churchman yes- 
terday. ‘It is true that she thinks a great 
deal of the statue because of the perfection 
with which the archbishop's features are re- 
produced as well as because of its artistic 
execution, and would grieve at any injury 
to it. In its present seclusion, however, it 
is seen by few persons, and could it be placed 
in some proper place and guarded from pos- 
sible injury I believe she would consent to its 
removal.’”’ 

It is said, however, by those who know 
that Archbishop Ryan's suggestion was not 
based on any prior conference with the nun, 
or any one else. The suggestion was not 
made for a purpose, but merely as a spon- 
taneous tribute to his friend. Archbishop 
Ryan admired the statue when he saw it at 
the exposition and to a confidant he said 
perhaps facetiously:

Statue of Heroic Size. 
The statue, which is a heroic figure in Car- 


rara marble, was presented to the exhibit 
by the priests of the archdiocese, and was 


the central figure of the diocesan exhibit, 
which was distinct from the general Catholic 
school exhibit. The figure of the archbishop 
is seven feet two inches high and stands 
on 4 nearly six feet high. At the 
close of the world’s fair the parochial school 
board, which had the disposition of the work, 
was besieged by many requests for the statue. 
The board voted, however, to give it to the 
academy as the most fitting place. It was 
too tall for the school corridor, and a portion 


of the pedestal had to be removed. That can 


be replaced, however. 

At the left side of the pedestal Is the figure 
of a boy bending over a book, and at the 
right is the figure of a young girl looking 
up. On the front of the shaft are the words: 
“The Protector of Our Schools.”” On the 
shields at the base are the names of the 
schools of the archdiocese, and the base is

TERM PLAN.

Believes Adoption of Scheme Giving 
Teachers Gratuitous Training at 
Normal Institution Opens Way for 
Further Progress of Instructors— 
Declares It Is Forward Step in Line 
with Merit Test and Reward System 
Adopted by. Board of Education. 


The institution of a summer school for 
teachers at the Normal school by the board 
of education is a plan advocated by Supt. 
E. G. Cooley, who returned yesterday from 
a two weeks’ leave of absence. The plan is 
a further step along the ideas incorporated 
in the system providing a merit test and re- 
ward for teachers, which was adopted by the 
board since the superintendent left the city. 

Mr. Cooley expressed himself as pleased 
at the concurrence of the board in his plan, 
and believes that it is the initiative toward 
the inauguration of a new era in the public 
schools of the city. 

“ The board of education, since the institu- 
tion of the free normal school, has given 
prospective teachers preparatory training, 
up to the point at which they are able two 
secure teachers’ certificates,’’ said Supt. 
Cooley. “It now proposes to extend this 
gratuitous training and give teachers a 
chance to make further progress. Having 
furnished the means of making such progress 
in the adoption of the normal scheol extension 
plan, and offered an incentive to take advan- 
tage of it by incread#e of salary, it will beina 
position to demand of the teachers that they 
progress if they wish to remain in the 
schools, 


Era of Improvement Inaugurated. 
“Under the plan recently adopted, the 
education of teachers is provided for only 
in an extension of the normal work by the 
creation of normal school centers through- 
out the city, at which the teachers may at- 
tend evenings and Saturdays. The natural 
end will be the continuance of the normal 
school throughout the summer as a training 
echool for the members of the teaching staff. 
The gratuitous education of its own teach- 
ers will be the inauguration by the board of 
education of an era of improvement in class- 
room work that will be of incalculable value 
to the schools of this city. 
“Too many of our teachers now are satis- 
fied to secure a position and seek no further 
al education. While they continue to 
do work that is not too poor, they remain in 
the schools as a detriment to progress. On 
the other hand, there are many who spend 
their own money to secure the advantage of 
summer schools at other institutions. 


Board Wants Growing Teachers. 


“What we want are growing teachers, 
and the board is on the right road to get 
them. The latter class ought In justice to 
themselves, as well as for the benefit of the 
schools, be given free the education whic 
they bring back to their school work. The 
former class ought to be compelled to take 
advantage of the opportunities the board 
will offer. 

“Our present school system gives educa- 
tion to pupils in the schools. For a small 
outlay the board may give to the teachers 
training which they will bring back to the 
school system.” 

District Supt. Melaney of the New York 
gechools is in the city inspecting the work 
ef vacation schools and social settlements. 

Supt. Cooley will remain in the city the 
greater part of the summer. While away 
he visited the convention of the National 
Educational association at Minneapolis and 
spent a week at his boyhood home at Straw- 
berry Point, Ia., the home of his father.

FLOODS RAGE IN 
ILLINOIS RIVERS 


Streams Swelled by Heavy 
Rains Inundate Villages 
and Ruin Crops. 


MANY ARE NOW HOMELESS 


Damage in Missouri and Iowa 
Over $1,000,000 — Missis- 
sippi May Break Levees. 


La Salle, Il., July 19.—[Special.]—A heavy 
downpour of rain fell in this region inces- 
santly for thirty-six hours. Asa result the 
Illinois and Vermilion rivers and tribu- 
tariee have sent a flood down the valley 
that has ruined many of the bottom land 
farmere and caused losses to the country 
between here and Ottawa aggregating 
more than $100,000, 

The roadways entering La Salle and Peru 
from the south are all submerged. Many 
bridges have been wrecked or washed away, 
preventing all egress to the cities from 
the south. The rural mail carriers along 


their duties for forty-eight hours. Tele- 
phone and telegraph lines have been dam- 
aged to, such an extent that all communi- 
cation wi south side farmers bas beey 
shut off. 


Strausburg Is Washed Away. 

Strausburg, a hamlet on the Vermilion 
river just east of here, has been almost en- 
tirely washed away. The Vermilion river is 
now a raging torrent. During the night the 
flood came upon the villagers and they were 
forced to flee, many of them in their night 
clothes, to the hills. Their homes and per- 
sonal belongings were left to the mercy of the 
flood. 


Four resid were torn from their foun- 
dations and swept down theriver to the Rock 
bridge, where they were dashed to pieces, 
Seventy families are left practically penni- 
legs and homeless. 


: Utica Is Under Water. 

Utica, a village of 600 inhabitants, five 
miles east of here, is entirely under water. 
The Illinois river and canal, one mile apart 
ordinarily, now form one body of water. 
The cellars of the stores and residences are 
flooded, and the water is on the average on 
a level with the first floor of the business 
houses. Rafts have been brought into use 
as a means of navigation by the residents. 
In this section train service on the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad has been 
blocked for forty-eight hours. 


Miners Driven from Post. 


At Spring Valley today the 350 miners of 
No. 2 shaft, situated near the river, were 
forced to come out at noon. The water had 
reached the mouth of the shaft and only 
after working desperately for three hours 
did the force of men prevent, the flooding 
of the mine. They are at work tonight 
rescuing the mules and bringing the tools 
and other valuables to a place of safety. 
Thus far the destruction of the mine has been 
prevented. Rain is now falling, and the 
men are in despair. 

Bureau Junction, a village fifteen miles 
west of here, has been crowded with 500 
persons, passengers who could not make 
connection with east or west bound passen- 
ger trains on the Rock Island road since 
Thursday. The hotels and restaurants can- 
not accommodate the influx of visitors. A 
special train was sent here tonight for pro- 
visions to supply the throng until Monday. 


Peru and La Salle Plants Close. 

In La Salle and Peru the lights all over 
the city are out tonight. The council was 
just in on here when the darkness came 
on as a result of the flooding of the La Salle- 
Peru Gas plant. Manager F’.. W. Bedard, at 
the head of a force of fifty men, is engaged 
in protecting the plant from further injury 
by constructing dams around it. 

The indications are that the Illinois Zinc 
works, the Brunner foundry, the La Salle 
Pressed Brick works, the Peru brewery, and 
the Peru Plow and Wheel works, industries 
employing 3,000 men, will be forced to’cease 
operations unless the waters recede tonight. 
At present a flooding of these plants is im- 
minent, which means a loss of time and 
money estimated at $500,000. 


Big Loss Around Morris. 

Morris, Ill., July 19.—[Spectal.]—The rains 
of the last three days have caused the Illinois 
river and its tributaries to flood the lowlands 
south of Morris, and there is every prospect 
of the worst flood in years. The Illinois has 
been bank full ever since the last flood, but 
the rains of the last few days have again 
thrown it over the bottoms, and this morning 
it commenced to rise at the rate of nearly a 
foot an hour. 

Traffic was suspended this afternoon be- 
tween Morris, the county seat, and the most 
thickly populated portion of the county. This 
is the third great flood of the summer, and 
the corn and oat crops are ruined. 


Crops Ruined in Knox County. 


Galesburg, Ill., July 19.—[Special.}—The 
four inches of precipitation since Thursday 
have greatly swollen every stream in Knox 
county and made of Spoon river, which 
flows through the eastern part of the coun- 
ty, and is usually five or six rods wide, a 
torrent from half a mile to a mile wide. 
All the bottom lands are flooded, corn and 
fences being covered and small grain swept 
away. The oats and wheat in the bottom 
lands of the county are a total loss. It will 
be a week before farmers can get into the 
fields. Both the Santa Fé and Burlington 
have suffered from washouts and’ slow or- 
ders have been given trains. ) 


Two Drowned Near Galva. 


Kewanee, Illi, July 19—[{Special.]—Don 
Vanarman and John Stearnes, each 16 years 
old, were drowned in Edwards creek, four 
miles north of Galva. Vanarman fell into 
the flood and Stearnes tried to save him. 


Mississippi Raging at Quincy. 


Quincy, Lil., July 19.—[Special.]—The flood 
in the Mississippi river has become serious 
and great damage has been done. The wa- 
ter has risen at the rate of half an inch én 
hour all day and the riveris now higher than 
it has been for many years. The gauge to- 
night reads sixteen feet above low water 
mark. All the unprotected lowlands are 
submerged and the river is eight miles wide. 
Thousands of acres of corn in the bottom 
lands has been flooded and ruined. The 
levees are safe. The residents of the bottom 
lands have been driven out and are coming 
to Quincy. 

The flood is encroaching on the factories 
located om the river front. The Excelsior 
stove works and the Little metal wheel works 
have been compelled to shut down. 


Washouts in Bureau County. 
Princeton, Ill., July 19.—[Special. ]—A pas- 
senger train on the Peoria branch of the 
Rock Island railroad was derailed near Bu- 
reau today on account of the high water and 
a cattle train is stranded on Bureau creek 
bridge. Many of the Cattle have died. The 
Bureau are the worst ever 

own here and dogens of bri been 
washed out. 

Heavy Loss Along Mississippi. 
Keokuk, Ia., July 19.—[ Special. ]—Flood 
conditions are worse today. The Mississippi 
river is from two to ten miles wide for seven- 
ty-five miles below Keokuk and rising rap- 
idiy. Farmers in the lowlands on the Mis- 
souri side have lost everything but a few 
flelds behind the highest levees. Damage 
is also occurring on the Iltnois side. 

The Lima and Hunt levees opposite Canton 
Mo., which protect many square miles of 
corn in IlMnois, are being constantly pa- 
trolled, and hopes are entertained that they 
may possibly hold. 

Reports today are that the loss to Missouri 
farmers will be over $4,000,000, chiefly to corn 
laid by. 

Green Bay township, this county, is seven 
feet ander water. It contains over 11.000 
acres of crops.

Inquiry at the state

veloped the fact that the man who, after ar- 
rest at Bra, Italy, gave the name of Tonetti 
and at whose quarters were found papers 
showing that he was in correspondence with 
anarchists at Paterson, had been appre- 


made by this government. 

Some weeks ago the secret service, which 
is keeping a close watch on anarchistsin the 
United States, learned that an emissary had 
been sent to Italy*to attempt the life of the 
king. This information was at once trans- 
mitted to the Rome government, and the 
authorities expressed gratification that it 
brought about the arrest of the fanatic. 

Following so closely upon the assassination 
of King Humbert, an attack upon Victor 
Emmanuel might have produced conse- 
quences serious to the friendly relations of 
the two governments. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
United States, of course, to take any action 
in Tonetti’s behalf. The procedure of the 
United States in’ this case has attracted at- 
tention to the policy which is being pursued 
to keep strict watch of all persons of anar- 
chistic tendencies, and should they leave the 
country the police of the point they propose 
visiting will be promptly notified. 

The arrest at Bra clearly establishes that 
anarchists are not sleeping, and the adminis- 
tration believes it furnishes a fresh proof

The learned navigators of the mayor's 
yacht could not find Oyster bay. The Sur- 
prise beat up and down the shore for a time, 
and the skipper finally admitted he had never 
ventured on the waters of the bay. The sound 
was rough. The mayor had no advisers on 
board except the Japanese cook. He suggest- 
ed running into the Seawanhaka Yacht club, 
which the skipper thought was close by the 
president’s house. The launch set the mayor 
down at the club and he got his bearings. 
Then he went on board again and steered 
across the bay to an anchorage not far from 
the Roosevelt landing. 


Partridge Is Not Present. 


The mayor came to Oyster Bay alone. It 
had been reported all ajong that Col. Par- 
tridge, the commissioner of police, was to 
accompany him. A week ago it was told that 
Col, Partridge thought of coming over alone 
to see if the president couldn’t get the Citi- 
zens’ union to let up on him.

On Monday last Strong and Miss Yohe 
came to this city and called on some friends. 
In the afternoon they went to the café Mar- 
tin and dined. 

On Tuesday morning, according to Miss 
Yohe, Strong told her he was coming to 
town and told her she had better come and 
see her doctor. Shg saw her doctor and 
later in the afternoon went to Delmonico’s, 
where she met Strong by appointment. The 
two had luncheon and then Strong told her 
she would have to go back to Hastings 
alone, as he had heard from his mother and 
that his mother was ill. The last she saw of 
nipitg he was driving down Fifth avenue in 
a cab. 


Thinks He Will Come Back. 


“ All I can say is,”’ said Miss Yohe, “ that 
Capt. Strong, my husband, has gone away. 
There is no denying that, and I don’t mind 
admitting that I don’t know where he has 
gone. I will say, though, that I believe he 
will come back again. We were going to 
sail for Japan in September and we may 
yet.” 

Miss Yohe was asked whether Strong was 
her husband. She smiled and said that 
Lawyer Friend had a paper which would 
show whether she was Strong’s wife or not. 
Probably she referred to the contract. 


Lawyer Talks of Jewelry. 


Lawyer Friend said that when Miss Yohe 
and Strong came to this country after their 
long sojourn in Japan, the former had with 
her jewelry valued at $250,000. Among the 
gems were some that belonged to the Hope 
collection. 

“All of this jewelry,” said Mr. Friend, 
“was given to Strong on the arrival of the 
steamer here, with the instruction to put it 
in a safe deposit vault. Strong put the jew- 
elry in a vault, but put it in in the name of 
Putnam Bradiee. Shortly after the jewels 
were put away Miss Yohe expressed a desire 
to see them. Strong took her to the safe de- 
posit vault and showed them toher. She was 
then satisfied that they were all right, and 
never thought of asking Strong for the key. 


Lost Money on Races. 


“‘ Strong has been in a bad way financially 
for some time. He has lost money at the race- 
track, I’m told, and whatever speculation he 
has done has gone heavily against him. He 
has called on me at this office several times 
lately and told me that he was sorely 
pressed for money, and once he hinted that 
life was not worth living for a man in his 
position. He may have meant suicide and 
he may not have meant that.’’ 


Gems Worth $100,000 Pawned. 

Mr. Friend then told in detail of Strong’s 
writing a note to Miss Yohe and also to his 
mother saying he was going away and 
threatening to kill himself. Mr. Friend also 
told of his sending the pawn tickets to his 
mother. Mr. Friend continued: 

“The Strong family put the tickets in my 
hands and I have been to all the pawnbrokers 
who made loans to Strong and have put stops 
on the tickets issued to him. These tickets 
represent jewelry valued at $100,000, and al- 
together. Strong got $10,000 on them. 

“The last article that he pawned was a 
diamond pin of great beauty, which he bor- 
rowed $700 on. He pawned that the day he 
disappeared. Just a week before that he 
had pledged a magnificent pear shaped dia- 
mond and emerald pendant for $2,500. This 
pendant was valued at $45,000. It was given 
to Miss Yohe in London some years ago by 
the maharajah of Cawnpore, and he paid 
$45,000 for it. 

‘“* Strong may have taken more of the jew- 
elry when he went away. We do not know 
where we stand, and will not know until we 
get in the safe. 


May Yohe Will Forgive. 
“Miss Yohe is, of course, greatly agitated 


over what has happened, but she is willing 


to suspend judgment for a time. Strong 
may come back before long, but if he does 
I guess he will be forgiven for pawning the 
jewelry. I am not prepared to say whether 
he will come back or not, but I feel certain 
of one thing, and that is that he will not 
commit suicide. The part that the Pinker- 
tons have been asked to play is simply to find 
Strong. There fs no criminal action con- 
templated at this moment,” 


‘Says Miss Yohe Is Heartbroken. 


Mrs. Yohe takes « view of Strong's dis- 
appearance different from her daughter's. 
In Mr. Friend's office today she said: 

“Capt. Strong has gone away, ani if he 
comes back I'll not forgive him, if my 
daughter does. My poor child is heart- 
broken over this thing. Why, they were 
to have been married soon. I want to say 
that | own this house at Hastings where 
they have lived and not Capt. Strong, but 
if he comes back I will let him live there 

even if I don’t forgive him. Ah, 
young folks will be young folks, and they 


never will pay attention to what the old 
folks tell them. Iam so alarmed about my 
daughter. Why, she has had no sleep for 
three nights now.” 

Strong has been seen once since Miss Yohe 
bade him good-by at Delmonico’s. Wednes- 
day night he went to Mr. Shattuck’s house 
in Washington square and rang the bell for 
some time. Mrs. Lucana, the housekeeper, 
did not answer the bell for some time, as 
the Shattucks are away and she did not 
know who was at the door. When she finally 
did go to the door Strong had gone away. 
A policeman who was in front of the house 
told) her the man at the door was Capt. 
Strong and that he had seemed much excited 
about something.

After a thorough in- 
vestigation Moss convinced himself that he 
had found the family of “‘ Charles HIH.”’ 

There are eight direct heirs to the estate, 
the most prominent of whom isSalem Darius 
Charles, chairmanof the board of street com- 
missioners, Boston. 

Salem Charles head always been an eccen- 
tric character, and no reason has been found 
for his change of name. He is said to have 
made his money in importing cloth while 
residing in Texas before and during the civil 
war. 


CONVICTS EVADE POSSE 
AND FLEE TOWARD CHICAGO. 


Two Colored Men Who Escaped from the 
Penitentiary at Michigan City, Ind., 
Still at Large. 


Laporte, Ind., July 19.—[Special.]—Al- 
though all the available guards at the state 
prison at Michigan City have been tracking 
Ford and Moore, the colored convicts who 
escaped from the prison yesterday morning, 
and have been assisted in the search for the 
prisoners by the officers of all the counties 
in this vicinity, the fugitives are still at lib- 
erty. From all indications the men are on 
their way to Chicago. 

J. M. Kahill, clerk at the Vreeland hotel, 
Michigan City, while driving near Otis, this 
county, last night, @iscovered two colored 
men croesing the road and recognized the 
fugitives from the striped clothing which 
they wore. The moment the convicts ob- 
served the carriage they vaulted a fence, 
ran across a field, and disappeared. 

Mr. Kahill made haste to inform th 
prison officials and a posse was at once sent 
to the place, but no further trace of the 
men could be found. A farmer lving near 
Otis also saw the convicts and gave chase 
with a gun. The fact that the men were 
still wearing the prison clothes indicates 
that they have been keeping away from 
habitations, and so have not had a chance 
to exchange the stripes for other clothing. 
The men are large, dark, weight about 175 
pounds each, and are quite easily identified 
from the fact that one has a large growth 
on his neck and the other is cock-eyed.

Spanish Priests in the Philip- 
pines Will Be-Gradually 
Replaced. 


FROM A CATHOLIC: VIEW. 


Priest Tells Why Spanish Fathers 
Are Hated by the Fili- 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—{Special.}— 
The vatican has decided to withdraw the 
friars from the Philippines, Secretary Root’s 
final instructions to Gov. Taft having paved 
the way for such action. This view of the 
situation is confirmed im official circles. 

At the war department the greatest satis- 
faction is expressed over the result of the 
negotiations. There is a strong feeling that 
within a few months the majority of the 
Spanish friars now in.-Manila will be with- 
drawn and a way opened for the rénewal of 
the negotiations for the purchase of the 
church lands. 

It will be some time before the vatican-will 
be able to supply the Philippine government 
with the fhformation cailed for in Secretary 
Root’s final note. Meanwhile the Spanish 
friars will be gradually replaced by other 
priests, and by the time the negotiations 
begin in earnest the friar problem will have 
been solved by the voluntary withdrawal of 
the objectionable representatives of the four 
orders—viz.: the Augustinians, Dominicans, 
Recollect, and the Franciscans. 


Will Please the Filipinos, 


Plaine@ by an official today is that it is 
merely endeavoring to carry out the ex- 
pressed wishes of the Filipinos, who have 
an implacable hatred for the Spanish friars, 
whom they have driven from their parishes 
and forced to take refuge in Manila. These 
friars are unable to return to their parishes 
owing to the hostility against them, unless 
given military protection by the United 
States. It will necessitate an armed inter- 
ference by the United States to reinstate 
them in their parishes, and thia, in the opin- 
fon of the officials in the Philippines, would 
certainly result in another insurrection. 

The lands formerly comtrolled by the friars 
are now tenanted by Filipinos, who were 
compelled to pay tribute to the friars under 
the Spanish government.

NEW ANGLE IN THE FIGHT FOR 
DRAINAGE CANAL POWER. 


Gaylord Syndicate Files an Amended 
Bill in Its Condemnation Suit, and 
as It Will, Not Come! Up for a Hear- 
‘ing Before September the Sanitary 
Trustees Will Have an Opportunity 
to Hasten Joliet Construction—At- 
torney Sure of Success. 


In seeking to undo what is thqught to have 
been a serious blunder in its former pro- 
ceedings to secure the water power rights 
of the drainage canal in Joliet the Gaylord 
syndicate yesterday filed an amended bill 
in its condemnation suit in the Circuit court 
of Will county. 

The first bill was filed over a week ago, at 
which time the representatives of the syn- 
dicate had not approached the sanitary dis- 
trict with an offer for its property. It is said 
by lawyers that before condemnation pro- 
ceedings can be begun some definite offer 
must have been made for the property in 
question. Following the call of Robert Gay- 
lord on the trustees on Friday the amend- 
ment was brought to cover this point.

The amended bill covers over 120 lots and 
the stub ends of streets on the Desplaines 
river.

On the west there is a tract from the river 
bank to the tow path of the Illinois and 
Michigan canal, which is also taken in. 

Mr. Gaylord was in Joliet yesterday and 
paid over $20,000 for land south of the city. 
This makes $40,000 ested by the mys- 
terlous syndicate. 

Further plans will be considered by the 
trustees at a special meeting of the board 
tomorrow. In view of the sudden advent 
of this controversy the board has resolved 
to omit the summer vacation and meetings 
will be held regularly throughout July and 


August. 
Says Board Is Safe. 


‘On account of John P. Wilson, the attorney 
engaged for defending the district’s side of 
the suit, being called out of town it was 
thought advisable to call in additional coun- 
sel, but this has been pronounced unneces- 
sary. Mr. Wilson has assured the trustees 
that their rights in the matter are we!! pro- 
tected and he believes that the drainage 
board’s dam can be completed without inter- 
ference from court. If this be true it wil] put 
an end to the plans of the Gaylord syndicate, 
for the little water power left will not be 
worth developing. 

‘The errors the syndicate has made in its 
proceedings has given the board a chance to 
maintain its rights to the water power with- 
out much fear of adverse court decisions,’’ 
said Trustee Frank X. Cloidt. ‘“‘ The prin- 
cipal blunder was when they filed their suit 
without making an offer for the land as is 
required by law, and this should be enough to 
cause their defeat. I feel sure that the peo- 
ple of Chicago will be abie to profit by the 
development of this water power.’’ 


SEEK RELEASE FROM PRISON. 


Three Convicts Appeal to the Courts to 
Free Them from Their Peniten- 
tiary Sentences. 


Petition for a writ of mandamus for Henry 
Magnus, a prisoner in Joliet penitentiary, 
has been filed in Judge Dunne’s court. The 
case will be heard tomorrow. Magnus was 
sent to prison for forgery and has served 
nearly three years. When he went before the 
board of pardons as an applicant for parole 
he said he never had been in trouble before. 
This was not true, amd the board detected 
the falsehood and sent Magnus back to 
prison. The contention now is that the 
pardon board exceeded its prerogatives in 
exercising quasi-judicial functions. 

Henry Wuerzinger, a convicted bigamist 
serving a term, also will air his grievances 
against the pardon board before Judge Stein 
tomorrow. Wuerzinger appeared before the 
board and was sent back to serve out his 
maximum sentence, which for him meant five 
more years. He contends also that the board 
assumed judicial functions and exceeded its 
powers. 

Frank Farrington, a paroled prisoner, was 
returned to the penitentiary recently on a 
report made by Parole Agent Walter Ayers. 
He has applied for a writ of habeas corpus on 
the ground that the report of the agent was 
not sufficient to bring about his-return. His 
petition will be heard by Judge Brentano 
next Wednesday.

STUDY LIFE IN THE LAKE. 


ZOOLOGY STUDENTS TAKE NOVEL 
TRIP ON TUG. 


Make First Attempt to Acquire Inti- 
mate Knowledge of the Forms of 
Life in the Waters Off Chicago— 
Craft Is Equipped with Dredges and 
Sigsbee Thermometers to Secure 
Temperature at Different Depths— 
Finds Have Yet to Be Classified. 


The first attempt ever made to study the 
animal life of Lake Michigan was made yes- 
terday under the auspices of the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences, with the help of Zo- 
ological students of the University of Chi- 
cago. A tug, specially charterea by the 
academy for the purpose, started from the 
Randolph street pier at 7 o’clock, and after 
calling for the varsity members of the, ex- 
pedition at Jackson park, pulled out into the 
lake till a depth of avout fifty feet was 
reached. All the day was spent in dredging 
for signs of animal life and taking observa-~- 
tions of temperature at vrious depths. 

Cc. C. Adams, who conducted the university 
expedition, said that it must be borne in 
mind that, compared with the seas, any fresh 
water lake is practically deserted so far as 
any animal life to be found init is concerned. 

‘Lake Michigan is no exception to that 
rule,” said he, “and where in a sea we 
would have pulled up nets brim full of liv- 
ing things here we had to dredge for hours 
before getting a jar full.” 

None of the substances found, which con- 
sist of various weeds, shells, and other speci- 
mens of lower animal life, have as yet 
been classified, but, in all, the members of 
the expedition declared the trip was success- 
ful. 

Another interesting phase of the work was 
a series of observations taken with a deep 
sea thermometer, which is a comparatively 
late invention of Capt. Sigsbee of the 
Maine. This thermometer is so constructed 
as to register correctly the temperature of 
water at whatever depth desired and bring 
that register to the surface without change. 
The dredges used are so constructed as to 
scoop over the ground without letting any- 
thing escape and then closing up while they 
are being pulled to the surface. A great 
deal of amusement was created yesterday 
when some living specimen of too large di- 
mension to be handled made away with one 
of the smaller nets. 

Dr. Chamberlain of the university, who is 
also president of the Academy of Sciences, 
said that it was the intention of the academy 
to continue the weekly explorations either on 
the lake or in the country. Last week a trip 
was made to Savanna, Ill., on ihe Mississip- 
pi river, under the direction of W. K. Higg- 
ley, secretary of the academy. 


LONGSHOREMEN’S WORK ENDS. 


Convention Adjourns After Changing 
Name and Re-electing President 
Daniel J. Keefe of Chicago. 


Before adjournment of its eleventh annual 
convention yesterday the International 
Longshoremen's association became, by 
vote of the 200 delegates present, the Inter- 
national Longshoremen, Marine, and Trans- 
port Workers’ association. Daniel J. Keefe 
of Chicago and Henry C. Barter of Detroit 
were reélected unanimously to the positions 
of preseident and secretary-treasurer re 
spectively. As the head members of the 
association’s executive committee they will 
be assisted by nine vice presklents. Fol- 
lowing the election the convention ad- 
journed, to meet next July in Bay City, Mich. 

A joint conference between the freight 
handlers of the great lakes and the man- 
agers of the package freight lines was de- 
clared for, to be held in February, when 
a wage scale will be decided upon for next 
year. The convention voted for extra effort 
to organize this class of marine labor on 
the lakes. 

The convention also declared against al- 
lowing crews of boats and nonunion work- 
men to trim ore and grain cargoes. A 
strong vote was cast favoring compelling 
all wooden boats loading ore at ports where 
longshoremen are organized to employ 
union men and of fining all refusing to do 
this 3% cents a ton at unloading ports. The 
convention empowered President Keefe to 
labor with agents having grain loaded/at 
Chicago and South Chicago to do away with 
the stevedore system. 

Organization of new locals in river and 
interior towns is to be effected during the 
coming year as far as possible, in prepara- 
tion for which work the association’s name 
was changed.

RIGH MINER 18 KILLED 


W. J. EVANS OF ANACONDA, MONT., 
SLAIN BY INVENTOR. 


John McGeary, Who Had Invention He 
Wanted Adopted, Shoots Superin- 
tendent of Machinery Who Refused 
to Apply His Contrivance—Slayer 
Fires Two Shots with Fatal Effect— 
Is Now in Jail—Dead Man Has Son 
in Hospital. 


July 19.—[{Special.)]— 
William J. Evans, superintendent of the 
Amalgamated properties, was shot and 
killed today by John McGeary because he 
would not put McGeary’s invention into the 
Amalgamated concentrators. 

Mr. Evans was one of the most popular 
officers of the company, and his wealth was 
estimated at a million. He was extremely 
democratic in his habits, and McGeary had 
no diffcuty in approaching him with his 
project. McGeary had frequently asked Mr. 
Evans to apply his invention to the concen- 
trators, and was always referred to the 
superintendent of concentrators, who, he 
said, had entire charge of the affairs in that 
department. 

Shoots Evans from Behind. 

Today McGeary would not be put off by 
Mr. Evans and as the latter turned away 
the inventor fired at him from behind. As 
Mr. Evans fell McGeary shot a second time. 

The wounded man was taken to St. Ann's 
hospital, where everything was done to 
save his life without avail. 

The assassin tried to escape, but was 
pursued by John O’ Mara, a carpenter of the 
Washoe plant, who secured a rifle and fired 
at the man twice before he brought him to 
a stand and then held him until the police 


arrived. 
Son Ill in Chicago. 

The dead man’s son, George Evans, is 
now ill at the Presbyterian hospital,; Chi- 
cago. The young man was a victim of a 
bad accident at the Great Falls smelter 
some months ago and the surgeons have 
been endeavoring to save his leg, which 
was badly crushed. Mrs. Hollingshead, a 
daughter of Mr. Evans, is with the son in 
Chicago. 

A special train brought the Evans family 
from Great Falls to this city this after- 
noon, while another special train rushed 
Dr. Murray of Butte, head of the amalga- 
mated physicians, to the local depot. 


SEEKS TO OUST CITY COUNCIL. 


Attorney General Brings Proceedings 
Against Cleveland Aldermen, Al- 
leging Giving Away Franchises. 


Anaconda, Mont., 


Cleveland, O., July 19.—Attorney General 
Sheets began quo warranto proceedings in 
the Circuit court today to oust the Cleveland 
city council and demanding that the mem- 
bers of that body show by what right they 
hold office. Judge Caldwell of the Circuit 
court granted an order restraining the coun- 
cil from granting further franchises or spe- 
cial privileges until the case is heard and de- 
cided. 

Attorney General Sheets holds that inas- 
much as the federal plan of municipal gov- 
ernment has been declared unconstitutional 
by the State Supreme court, the city council 
is an illegal body. ‘ 

Judge W. W. Boynton of this city repre- 
sents the attorney general in the proceedings 
and filed a petition_and application for in- 
junction. The petition says in part: 

‘‘ Defendants recently assumed to grant, 
and have granted, toa natural gas company a 
perpetual franchise in the streets of the city, 
in which the public interests have received 
little consideration, and defendants have 
taken pm iminary steps to the granting of 
street rai.way franchises on eleven different 
routes, extending throughout the city, and 
also have pending before them an ordinance 
in which the telephone company, at present 
operating under a franchise that fixes the 
rates, seeks to have the granting ordinance 
so changed that it may increase the rates. 
And it is given out that existing street rail- 
ways are contemplating applying for exten- 
sions and renewals of.their franchises.’’ 

Notwithstanding the decision of the Su- 
preme court, which declares the act invalid 
under which they operate, the petition con- 
tinues, the councilmen continue to act in 
behalf of the city, not only in ordinary and 
necessary matters, pertaining to the main- 
tenance of the city government, but In grant- 
ing special franchises and privileges, ex- 
tending over long periods of time.

Palmer’ Commission Outlines 
Its Work to Lessen the 
Downtown Risk. 


ADVISORY BOARD TO MEET 


Standard of High Pressure to Be 
 Aseertained for Congested 
District. 


Commissioner of Public Works Blocki yes- 
terday received a communication from H. B. 
Seely, secretary of the Palmer commission 
on high pressure fire protection, in which Is 
outlined the purposes of the commission. The 
communication states that the whole subje¢et 
has been referred to an advisory board sf 
insurance engineers, which will meet next 
Wednesday afternoon for the first time, and 
invites Commissioner Blocki to attend the 
meeting with the other members of the city 
staff, who are Fire Chief Musham, City 
Electrician Ellicott, and City Engineer Erics- 
son. 

The commission also invited engineers W. 
C. Robinson, Albert Bauvelt, 8. H. Lockett,

Jardine to serve on the advisory board, with

The general purpose of the commission, as 
stated by.Secretary Seely, is to ascertain the 
standard of high pressure fire protection

to remove exposure and conflagration 
d, and what requirements of installa- 
tion and maintenance should be complied 
with to thoroughly satisfy insurance inter- 
ests and anticipate future needs. 


Outlines Work of Commission. 

The work to be considered is outlined as 
follows by Secretary Seelys 

“The arrangement of separate mains and 
pumping stations which will suffice without 
intervention of steamers. The devices which 
should be placed in each kind of building in 
connection with the main to prevent its be- 
coming a source of danger to its occupants 
or its neigbors. 

“The utilization of the fire alarm check 
valve to detect fire, accident, and theft of 
water and the details of telephone alarm ar- 
rangements desirable and different classes 
of buildings. The installation, connection, 
and supervision of electrical details to be 
under the control of the city electrical de- 
partment, 

‘* What organization should be provided by 
the city to segure proper compliance with the 
requirements on the part of the property 
owners, proper records of installation, con- 
nection, etc., and proper records of fire losses 
to show responsibility and effectiveness of 
methods, assuming all public and private 
fire protective apparatus to be an engine in 
the hands of the fire department, the same as 
the present steamer. 

“What arrangements should be made to 
enable the fire department to make proper 
inspection of all buildings, keep the ap- 
paratus in working order, and get water on 
the fire at the pressure required without loss 
of time.”’ 


Harvey Agency Acquitted. 

The firm of George M. Harvey & Co. was 
acquitted yesterday by the executive com- 
mittee of the Chicago Underwriters’ asso- 
ciation on the charge of paying a rebate to 
T. J. Lipton & Co. at any time since the first 
day of last November. The original charge 
covered the period prior to that time, but 
afterwards amended charges were filed mak- 
ing the time specific, and then the Harvey 
agency agreed to make the deposit $250. 
Both Mr. Harvey and Mr. Cutter, the mem- 
bers of the firm, were present at yesterday’s 
meeting. The acquittal was unanimous. 


Merchants of Newark May Sell. 


It is likely that the directors of the Mer- 
chants of Newark will succeed in prevalil- 
ing on the stockholders to accept the offer 
of a trust company that proposes to pur- 
chase the stock at 185. The company has 
been losing money and has considered sev- 
eral offers for reinsurance. Several months 
ago it discontinued its western department 
under Rudolph H. Garrigue, manager. It 
reinsured all its western business except 
that in nineteen cities. 


Watch Proceedings Against Hahn. 

Insurance men are watching the proceed- 
ings against William M. Hahn of Mansfield, 
O., former insurance commissioner of Ohio 
and vice president of the defunct Manhattan 
Fire of New York. Mr. Hahn is charged with 
embezzling, the receiver of the commpany 
claiming he paid a personal note of his own 
due the Manhattan with money belonging 
to the company deposited in a bank at Mans- 
field with which he was connected. Requisi- 
tion was made by the New York aythorities 
and granted by the governor of Ohio. In 
the meantime he was arrested by local au- 
thorities in Mansfield and went to jail. Heis 
now out on bail and the New York people are 
endeavoring to get hold of him. He was at 
the head of the general insurance agency of 
Hahn, Beggs & Co. of Columbus, O.

. A contest between rival financial interests 
for the control of the Chicago and Alton rail- 
lroad is impending, according to the current 
gossip in brokerage circles. 

James Hobart Moore, John W. Gates, and 
the other speculators associated with them 
are credited with beginning a campaign to 
gecure control of that property. The motive 
for the midsummer campaign is understood 
to be the alleged unfair treatment of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific by the 
Southern Pacific in traffic arrangements. 

E. H. Harriman and his followers Nave 
control of the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific and use the Alton for an eastern out- 
let for the business of those two roads. 
Should the Moore-Gates crowd secure the 
Alton it would be in a position to dictate 
terms to the Southern Pacific and secure for 
the Rock Island all the desired concessions. 

While there is a disposition among rail- 
road men to make light of the report of a 
‘contest over the property and to credit the 
recent rise in the stock of the road to the 
manipulations of a pool, representatives of 
interests closely allied to the Moores and 
Gates holdings profess to believe the’ buy- 
ing is for purposes of control. 

Reasons for Fighting the Moores.

MAY SUCCEED ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN. _ 


It seems to be settled that at any moment news will reach this country of the 
appointment of Bishop Farley as successor to the late Archbishop Corrigan and head 
of one of the largest jurisdictions in the Roman Catholic church. Bishop Farley has 
been titular bishop of Zeugma for six years, and has been assigned to duty as rector 
parish,and assistant to Archbishop Corrigan of New York. His first 
names are John Murphy and he was bérn in Newton Hamilton, County Armagh, Ireland, 
April 20, 1842. He was educated at St. Marearten’s college, Monaghan; St. John’s college, 
New York; and St. Joseph’s seminary, Troy. He studied four years in the American 
college, Rome, and was ordained to the priesthood in Rome on June 11, 1870. For a 
short time he served as assistant in a parish on Staten island, but in 1872 he was 
appointed private secretary to Archbishop, afterward Cardinal, 
made private chamberlain to Pope Leo in 1884, with the title of monsignor; vicar general 
} of the’archdiocese of New York in 1891, domestic prelate to Pope Leo in 1892, prothono- 
tary apostolic in 1895, and in the last named year was consecrated bishop of Zeugma 
and assigned to New York. Practically all elements having a voice in the selection of 
the new archdiocesan are said on good authority to have agreed in recommending him.

BIG BOOM IN JULY OATS. 


PIT FILLED BY EXCITED CROWD 
AND PRICE GOES TO 65. 


Interest in New Corner Exceeds That 
in Either Wheat or Corn, but Trad- 
ing Ie Light, in Spite of High Mar- 
‘ket—Weather Conditions of Last 
Few Days Against the Crop, and the 
Receipts Are Small Through Inter- 
rupted Shipments. 


Shorts were hungty for new July oats again 
yesterday and forced the pit price up 7™% 
cents over the Friday closing, which was at 
57% cents. Yesterday’s high point was 65 
cents. It was made well along toward the 
close of the session. 

During the entire day the oats pit was 
crowded to overflowing, the interest in the 
new found corner being much more than in 
either wheat or corn. But the volume of 
business transacted was entirely out of pro- 
portion to the high prices established. 


Trade Light in Spite of Price. 

The trade was by no means large, as to 
the number of bushels bought or sold, while 
the quotations established were what might 
be called fancy, especially as compared with 
the May deal, when the short interest was 
about five times greater than it is now in 
the July. 

In that squeeze Patten put the price only 
to 49% cents, and had coming to hima matter 
of 5,000,000 bushels. The present outstand- 
ing short interest is generaliy estimated 
about 1,500,000 bushels, but the natural con- 
ditions are in a good many ways worse than 
then. There is a relatively smaller supply 
and the prospects of it being increased are 
far from good. 

Weather for a few days past has been en- 
tirely against the crop, and it is making re- 
ceipts light through an interrupted move- 
ment, although as far as possible country 
shippers are taking advantage of the pre- 
vailing prices to ship in oats that stand any 
chance of grading contract. 


©  $hipping Demand Small. 

A fortuitous circumstance forthe shorts is 
that eastern shipping demand is on a much 
smaller scale than it was a month or two 
ago. At that time eastern buyers took oats 
liberally for early August shipment. These 
orders are now being canceled and the oats 
resold here, the sellers getting the July price 
for property which cost them around 37@38 
cents a. bushel. 

The principal holders, Mayor Patten of 
Evanston and the commission house of Bart- 
lett, Frazier & Co., peddied out a few oats 
yesterday around the high points, but a con- 
siderable part of the offerings came from 
small longs who had the foresight to buy oats 
a few months ago, when the entire country 
was selling scenery and prospects—which 
it now finds will not fill board of trade con- 


tracts.

LABOR LEADERS SAY PAY'IS TOO 


SMALL, DAY TOO LONG. 


. City Attorney Decides That | Eight Cents/an Hour ‘Said to Be the 


Police Trustees May Ex- 
ercise Discretion. 


BOARD MAY FIX AMOUNT. 


Widows of Policemen of Ten 
Years’ Service Have No 
Imperative Claim. 


Widows of policemen who die after ten 
years’ service have no imperative claim on 
the police pension fund, and if a pension be 
granted them it need not be any larger than 
the pension board elect. | 

City Attorney John E. Owens has given 
this opinion to the trustees of the pension 
fund, who are seeking some method to put 
the fund on a safe basis. He was asked to 
interpret the law, and his opinion shows 
that the dangerous condition of the fund has 
been caused in part by recklessness in grant- 
ing pensions. 

The widow of a policeman who lost his life 
in service must be paid a pension, and the; 
amount must be If the amount her hus-' 
band drew. That & imp@ative. But with 
regard to the widows and children of men 
who have died after ten years’ service, it 
is entirely discretionary with the board to 
grant or not to grant a pension and to fix 
the amount as it may see fit. 


‘Legislature Responsible for Condition. 

There are nearly 250 widows of policemen 
on the pension rolls now, and it is claimed 
that the fund wasin a solvent condition until 
the legislature let down the bars and the pen- 
sion board began putting all widows on the 
rolls. 

Mr. Owens’ opinion gives the trustees the 
opportunity, it is asserted, to restore the 
fund to its old condition, in part at least. 
Last year the deficit was $12,000. It prom- 
ised to increase largely in another year, un- 
less relief was found. The stability and ex- 
istence of the fund which is to provide means 
of maintenance for men who have served 
long in the department and who are needy, 
and for women left dependent by the death 
of their husbands in the performance of duty, 
was threatened. 

Examination of the pension rolls showed 
the cause of this deficit. Men of property, 
who had no need of the money they received 
from the fund, were pensioners. Women 
who had been left estates of considerable 
value at the death of their husbands were 
among its beneficiaries. 


May Stop Indiscriminate Pensions. 

The pension board, if it follow Mr. Owens’ 
opinion, may stop the indiscriminate grant- 
ing of pensions. If the case be actually 
worthy the pension may be granted and the 
amount fixed as the occasion may require 
up to an amount equal to one-half the hus- 
band’s salary. This will give the board 
the right to consider the circumstances of 
the applicant, as. it is asserted the law in- 
tends. It is also intended that the trustees 
should take into consideration the condi- 
tion of the fund and not grant pensions 
when by doing so they endanger its solv- 


ency. 

If this discretion had been exercised in 
the past, it is claimed, the fund would not 
have had to appeal to the city for aid from 
the miscellaneous receipts. 


Opinion of City Attorney. 

The opinion given by City Attorney Owens 
is in full as follows: 

“In compliance with your request that 
I give you my opinion as to the’ power of 
the board under that provision of section 
6 of an act to provide for the setting apart, 
formation, and disbursement of a police 
pension fund in cities, villages, an4 incor- 
porated towns, which is as follows: * When- 
ever any’ member of the police force shall 
die after ten years’ service therein and 
while still in the service of such city, vil- 
lage, or town, as such policeman, leaving 
a widow or child or childrem under the age 
of 16 years, then, upon satisfactory proof 
of such facts made to it said board may or- 
der and direct that such pension as said 
board may deem proper, not exceeding one- 
half the amount of the salary attached to 
the rank which he held at the time of his 
death, shall be paid to such widow, ur, if 
there be no widow, then to such child or 
children until they shall be 16 years of age, 
said pension to cease upon marriage as pro- 
vided above.’ 2 

“And whether under that provision the 
board may fix the amount of one applicant 
at one-half and others of same class at 
different amounts less than one-half, or 
whether they must make all amounts uni- 
form, whether the amount be one-half or 
less, I submit the following: 


Board Has Judicial Discretion. 


“TI am of the opinion that under said pro- 
vision of said section the board is vested 
with a judicial discretion, and is not im- 
peratively commanded to allow a pension to 
the widow or child or children under 16 years 
of age of a member of the police force who 
shall die after ten years’ service therein and 
while in the service of the city. In the ex- 
ercise of such discretion the board may law- 
fully refuse to allow a pension. 

“I am also of opinion that in every case 
in which the board shall decide to allow a 
pension the amount thereof, not exceeding 
one-half the amount of the salary attached 
to the rank which the policeman held at the 
time of his death, is determinable by the 
board in the exercise of such discretion. It 
is not obligatory upon the board:to fix a 
uniform rate or amount of pension for all 
applicants in the same class. To so hold 
would be inconsistent with and subversive 
of the discretionary power with which it js 
vested. Consequently, for its guidance in 
exercising the discretion vested in it to allow 
& pension and to fix the amount of the same, 
the board should take into consideration the 
circumstances of the applicant in each case 
and the exigencies of the fund out of which 


Average Wage of Fifteen Hundred 
Men Who Watch Over the Safety of 
the Public at Railway Crossings— 
Some Declared to Be on Duty Four- 
teen Hours a Day-—Prime Move 
Loses His Position. 


A union is being formed of railway crossing 
flagmen, who, labor leaders say, are paid 
on an average only 8 cents an hour for pro- 
tecting the lives of the public. There are 
1,500 crossing watchmen in this city. Re- 
tired patrolmen, crippled and aged railroad 
men who are incapacitated in other depart- 
ments usually are secured, the roads paying 


McDonald, formerly flagman at the Lombard 
avenue crossing for the Northwestern rail- 
road, was the first to protest against the 
conditions. 


Urges, Union of Crossing Men. 

In a letter to Organizer John Fitzpatrick 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor request- 
ing the organization of the flagmen Mr. Mc- 
Donald said: 

“If you want to do an act by which you 
will be highly honored in this world and 
everlasting)ly* blessed in the next, why, try 
and organize the flagmen or commonly 
called *‘ crossi watchmen.’ There are 
ebout 1,500 of Whem in the city of Chicago 
on the various rafroads. Their average pay 
is 8 cents an hour. They are mostly intelli- 
gent, educated men, who, on account of ac- 
cident, age limit, corpulency, slight defeot 
in hearing or eyesight (under a rigid ex- 
amination of some company doctor), are 
condemned as physically unfit for railroad- 
ing and are compelled to seek employment 
as flagmen, Their condition can be bettered. 
If one of us make the break and start the 
ball rolling we will be ‘ canned ’ and ‘ black- 
listed,’ so please take up the matter and see 
what you can do. 

“Take my case, for example. I am on 
duty from 6:15 a. m. to 8:20 p. m. (contin- 
ually without any relief) daily and get $35 
a month. Is this not an outrage? But I 
have a bad knee, the result of an accident 
while in the train service of the D., 8. 8. and 
N. railway, and I cannot better myself. 


McDonald Says He Was “ greta 

; tzpatrick instructed Flagmian 
to” to the other flagmen with 
whom he came in contact and see what need 
thought of a union. Asa res It, gente a 
says, he was “canned,” as he had prop < 
sied, his discharge being related in the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Fitzpatrick: 

“Tt attempted to carry out the instructions 
given me by you and to ascertain numbers 
who would become interested in the good 
cause, also to explain the necessity of or- 
ganizing to my fellows in the business of 
flagmen and crossing watchmen. The re- 
sult was 1 was discharged for being an 
‘agitator’ by Supt. Braden of the Galena 
division of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway. So, being a cripple and unable to 
do hard physical labor, I am on the * hog’ 
until something else turns up.” 

Mr. Fitzpatrick has been at work for 
several days among the flagmen and as soon 
as he has enough of them pledged to become 
members of the union he intends to call a 
general meeting. 

‘These men certainly are entitled to some- 
thing,”” said he. ‘‘I have made an investi- 
gation and found that McDonald’s story is 
true—that the conditions of which he com- 
plained are conditions under which nearly 
all of the flagmen are working. They have 
responsible duties to perform, the lives of 
many persons often depending upon their 
promptness. Their hours are too long to 
insure watchfulness. They must eat at 
least two meals while on duty. How can 
any man work fourteen hours and give satis- 
factory service, no matter how well he is 
paid? These men get a paltry eight cents 
an hour for their work.”’ 

While the elevation of many railroad cross- 
ings has left many of the men without em- 
ployment there still are hundreds of cross- 
ings where bere» must stand in the 
rain, heat. or cold fo®hours in the perform- 
ance of their duties. 


Interlocking Switchmen in Union. 
Fitzpatrick has completed the organiza- 
tion of the interlocking switchmen, and they 
now are in possession of a charter from the 
American Federation of Labor. These men 
have charge of all the signal towers In the 
city, and in the event of a strike involving 
them, they say, it would practically be im- 

possible for the railroads to replace them. 


GRIEVANCES OF FREIGHT MEN. 


Handlers to Meet Tonight to Consider 
Attitude of the Various 
Railways. 


The installation of the tonnage system In 
the handling of freight by the Northwestern 
and the Rock Island roads will receive the 
attention of the freight handlers tonight at 
their meeting in Brand’s hall, Erie and 
North Clark streets, 

In addition to this President L. J. Curran 
will report that twenty-five men have been 
Ciscriminated against by the railroads and 
left without position. He will ask the union 
to outline some plan to be pursued in bring- 
ing about their reinstatement. 

The announcement of President Curran 
yesterday morning that he was contemplat- 
ing the advisability of issuing the call for 
another strike to compel the roads to take 
back all their old employés caused consid- 
erable comment throughout the city. Secre- 
tary Dan Furman of the truck drivers was 
compelled to inform every one who called 
on him that he knew nothing. During the 
afternoon President Curran called upon Mr. 
Furman and requested him to address the 
meeting tonight. Mr. Furman advised him 
against calling another strike and said if he 
accepted the invitation it must be with the 
understanding that he would oppose any 
radical action by the freight handlers. 
President Curran agreed to this, and Mr. 
Furman will visit the freight men tonight. 

“The roads have broken faith with us in 
@ number of cases,” said President Curran. 
“I have reports indicating that twenty-five 
men hiive been refused their old places. 
These men must go back. We will decide 
tonight what action the union will take.”

PREPARING FOR A STRIKE, 


UNION TRACTION COMPANY SAID 
TO BE HIRING MEN. 


‘Officials of Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employes Claim 
Corporation Is Recruiting in An- 
ticipation of Trouble — Organizer 
Skouland Asks for Reports from 
Various Cities—North and West Side 
Forces Await Mahon’s Approval. 


Officials of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employés are of the opin- 
ion that the Union Traction company is pre- 
paring for a strike. This belief is based on 
reports from Detroit, St. Louis, and other 
points, where representatives of the com- 
pany are said to be recruiting men. 

Organizer George W. Skouland yesterday 
|} sent out requests to every organizer of the 
American Federation of Labor to send re- 
ports of the operations of recruiting agents 
in their territory, so the association will have 
a thoreugh knowledge of conditions. 

“We have information that nearly 8,500 
men have been recruited for the Union Trac- 
tion company,” said Mr. Skouland. ‘“ From 
reports received we have the assurance of 
some of the men that they were hired to 
come to Chicago if their services were re- 
quired. We do not expect that they will be 
needed here, but we intend to find out posi- 
tively how many men the company has in 
readiness to be ordered here.”’ 


Await Orders to Strike. 


The north -and west side car men are 
awaiting the approval of President Mahon, 
or the other national officers of the amal- 
gamated association, before they present 
their schedule to President Roach. Mr. 
Roach has announced repeatedly that the 
Union Traction tompany cannot afford to 
increase the wage scale of its employés. 
The men, on the other hand, assert that 
they should not be held responsible for the 
condition of the company, and intend to ask 
an advance of nearly 33 per cent in the pay. 
Under the agreement existing between the 
company and the amalgamated association 
all grievances of the men, if not adjusted 
by Mr. Roach, shall go to an arbitration 
committee, with the understanding © that 
both sides shall accept the decision of the 
arbiters. 

Some of the men assert that the company 
has failed to keep its part of the agreement, 
as the independent organization started un- 
der Mr. Roach’s guardianship still is in ex- 
istence, notwithstanding the statenient of 
the company officials that it would be killed 
off before it reached the age where it could 
stand alone. Repeated demands of the men, 
and of Mr. Mahon as their representative, 
have proved unavailing. 


Independent Union Still Alive. 


“The independent organization is just as 
active as it was when Mr. Roach made his 
agreement,’’ said Secretary "William Taber 
of local 241, to which nearly all the Union 
Traction employés belong. ‘‘ We have infor- 
mation that men belonging to the independ- 
ent, or so-called ‘ benevolent association,’ 
are prosecuting the work of organization at 
the company’s expense. Unless the company 
grants the demands of the men when they

DROWNING CLOUDS A CAMP 


BOY IS VICTIM OF SWOLLEN DES- 
PLAINES RIVER. 


David Lundgren, 16 Years Old, Attend- 
ing the Methodist Outdoor Meetings 
with His Widowed Mother, Wades 
Into the Stream and Disappears Be- 
low the Surface—Brave Efforts at 
Rescue Unavailing—Body Carried 
Away by Swift Current. 


While attending the campmeeting at Des- 
plaines David Lundgren, 16 years old, was 
drowned in the river there yesterday. The 
boy had gone to the grounds on Friday with 
his widowed mother, Mrs. Augusta L. Lund- 
gren, 22 Grace street, and his death cast 
a shadow over the camp. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock the lad, with Albert 
Anderson, went to the river bank, near the 
camp, and waded into the swollen waters 
of the stream. Anderson could swim, and 
with resolute strokes breasted the current. 
Lundgren, though the senior of his compan- 
ion, could not swim, but waded into the 
stream until the water rose to his shoulders. 


Disappears Beneath Water. 

The river at that point is fully five feet 
deeper than usual. Shouting in jest to his 
companion that he was swimming, Lund- 
gren took another step forward and disap- 
peared beneath the water, having stepped 
into a hole. 

Anderson hastily swam to the spot, and 
when the lad came to the surface he caught 
hold of him and attempted to pull him to 
shore. The current was too strong for the 
efforts of the boy, and the struggles of Lund- 


| gren hampered his movements. 


Feeling himself being borne down by the 
one whom he was attempting to save, and 
helpless against the current of the stream, 
Anderson relaxed his grasp on his:comrade 
and with much effort succeeded in reaching 
the shore. Lundgren, left in mid stream, 
sank from sight. 

Campers Rush to River.

Later he was 
joined by Kline Harris of Desplaines, and 
together they dived again and again into 
the pool and finally gave up the task, con- 
vinced that the swift current had borne the 
body down stream. 

When the accident occurred Mrs. Lund- 
gren was at the cottage, which she had 
rented at the camp grounds, 36 Asbury ave- 


nue. The sad news was carried to her by 
friends. The mother was prostrated by the 
shock.

GHISIS NEAR AY 


BOTH SIDES FIRM IN THE RACE- 
TRACK STRUGGLE. 


Declaration Is Made That Meet Will 
Open Tomorrow as Scheduled, While 
the Antis Assert Their Fight Has 
Just Begun—Attorney Wentworth 
Says the Laws of the Village will 
Be Enforced—Deny That the Illinois 
Central Is Aimed At. 


The Harlem racetrack war is nearing a 
crisis. Racing is*scheduled to begin at the 
track tomorrow, and officials of the organiza- 
tion say there will be no postponement. The 
opposition declares the struggle has just 


un. 
Beg is a fight to the finish. We intend to 
gee, if the law so holds, that the ordinances 
of the village of Harlem are enforced to ihe 
letter.”’ 

This is the declaration made yesterday by 
Attorney D. 8. Wentworth, counsel for the 
South Harlem Propertyowners’ Protective 
association, which has caused the arrest of 
the entire village board of trustees of Harlem 
on the ground that violation of the gambling 
laws has been permitted at the Harlem track. 

President S. J. McCarrell! of the assoctation 
asserts that the arrested officials are seeking 
to hide the real cause of prosecution by their 
claims that the Illinois Central railroad. 
because of its racetrack spur, is the real 
object aimed at in the prosecution. 

“ The real object of this crusade,’’ said Mr. 
McCarrell, “‘ was pointed out in the formal 


petition which was served on the board of. 


trustees on April 26. Formal service was 
made then, too.’’ 


Petition Outlines the Charges. 

The petition which was presented against 
the village board during April outlines the 
charges which are now pending against the 
accused men.. It was then asserted, in part, 
as follows: 

“We petition your honorable body that 
you either refuse to grant any club, society, 
organization, or association a license for the 
purpose of conducting or holding horse 
racing within the village of Harlem, or to 
permit them to do so because of infractions 
in the past upon the laws of the state of 
Illinois and the ordinances of the village of 
Harlem; or, in case that it shall seem meet 
to-your honorable body that such license be 
granted or permission be given, that you use, 
for the purpose of strictly enforcing all the 
laws of the state of Illinois and all the ordi- 
nances of the village of Harlem, and espe- 
cially those that apply to gambling or gam- 
ing within the said village of Harlem, the 
absolute power over the police which is in- 
vested im you by the village ordinances,.”’ 


Says the Law Is Plain. ' 

“We further hold,” said Attorney Went- 
worth, “‘ that the Supreme court has decided 
that ‘ horseracing is a game,’ and that the 
poolselling act of 1887 does not repeal the law 
of the state, which asserts: 

“* * Whoever keeps a common gaming house, 
or in any building, booth, yard, garden, boat, 
or float, by him or his agent used and occu- 


pied, procures or permits any persons to fre- 


quent, or to come together to play for money 
or other valuable thing, at any game, or keeps 
or suffers to be kept any tables or other ap- 
paratus for the purpose of playing at any 
game or sport, for money or any purpose, 
shall, upon conviction, for the first offense be 
fined not more than $100, and for the second 
offense be fined not less than $500, and be 
confined in the county jail not less than six 
months, and for the third offense shall be 
fined not less than $500, and be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary not less than two years, nor 
more than five years.’ ”’ 

“* We intend to see that the aims of this pe- 
tition, as the law directs, are enforced,” said 
Attorney Wentworth. “ The Illinois Central 
and its ruination of property has nothing to 
do with the present crusade.”

Men Who Oppose the Educators 
Declare the Promotion Plan 
Must Prevail. 


The question as to whether civil service 
should “‘ be damned,” or whether civil sery. 
ice shouldn't “ be damned was fought out 
yesterday between representatives of the 
board of education and the civil service com. 
mission. 

The conference had been called by President 
» Ela of the merit board, to remind the edu- 
cators ofthe Supreme court ruling that cer- 
tain employés of the school board come under 
the provisions of the civil service law. 

The civil service commission announced its 
determination to put an end to the long stand- 
ing system prevailing in the schools, by 
which engineers can be jumped from a $109 
position to a $300 one without passing an ex- 
amination. The school representatives 
fought the change strenuously. 


Sharp Argument of Issue. 

_ Everything is working all right with us,” 
said Attorney D. J. McMahon for the board 
of education. 

“But not with us,” Commissioner Powell 
retorted. 

“Things are going on smoothly,” said 
Chief Engineer Waters for the board. 

“ You did not think so when you and Busi- 
ness Manager Guilford came over on the 
case of Mary O'Neill,” replied Mr. Powell, 
“Your attitude has been ‘civil service be 

ed.’ 

Chief Engineer Waters and Business Man- 
ager Guilford, under the existing system, 
have approved the power to transfer engi- 
neers subject to the board of education. 
They contend that all engineers should be 
rated on the same list without regard to pay, 
The merit board declares salary should gov- 
ern the grade and that the grade should b- 
determined by civil service examinations. 

The case of Mrs. Mary O'Neill, a janitre:. 
displaced to make way for a man, but who 
the merit board ordered restored, which has. 
not been done, was the subject of much dis- 
cusison. 

The rule which the merit board has unde 
consideration is as follows: 

That all persons who have been certified from

Defines Stand of Board.) 

“The whole point is this,” said Attorney 
McMahon. “I insist and will insist that 
there is only one grade of engineers. If a 
man is paid a higher salary it is simply be- 
cause his outlay is greater.’’ 

“ Under civil service a man’s grade is in 
accordance with his salary,’’ President Bla 
said. “The examinations should be made 
increasingly severe with the rise of grade 
and pay. From two-thirds to three-fourths 
of the points in examinations are based on 
the candidate’s record for efficiency and 
knowledge of duties, so that the best men 
would come to the front.” 

Mr. Guilford said the school board has not 
kept an efficiency record, such as all other 
city departments keep. 

** Don’t you believe that the exanifnation 
for the engineer for a twelve room build- 
ing should be as severe as for one in a tww- 
ty four room building?” he asked. 

“ Yes,”’ said President Dla. 

“ But when you fill the twenty-four room 
position who is to be chosen to have the 
position?’ 


“Not a Laughing Matter.” 

“Men from the twelve room buildings,” 
Mr. Ela said, laughing. 

“But this is no laughing matter. Let's 
be sensible, if we can’t be anything else,” Mr. 
McMahon replied. 

The school representatives contended that 
the efficiency record system, as kept by the 
merit board, cannot be followed by the school 
authorities. The commissioners responded 
that the system is operated in the pumping 
stations, cribs, and all city departments, and 
governs ten times as many persons secess- 
fully as the board employs for engineers.

May Learn Applicant’s Circumstances. 


“Under section 10 of the act it has ample 
power to inform itself of the applicant's cir- 
cumstances by compelling ‘ witnesses to at- 
tend and testify before it upon all matters 
connected with the operation of the act.’ 
That the circumetances of the applicant 
should be considered necesgarily follows 
from the fact that the board is vested witha 
judicial discretion to allow a pension and to 
fix the amount of it. 

“That it lies entirely within the judicial 

scretion of the board to uliow a pension 

d to fix its amount under said provision of 
section 6 is not only apparent from the lan- 
guage there used but clearly appears from 
_the language of the preceding provision of 
the same section, which imperatively com- 
mands the board to allow a yearly pension 
of a certain sum to the widow or child or 
children of a member of the police force who 
‘shail have lost his life while in the perform- 
ance of his duty, etc. In the one provision 
the language is, ‘ shall order and direct that 
a@ yearly pension equa! to one-half the amount 
of salary attached to the rank which such 
member held on said police force at the time 
of his death shall be paid.’ In the other pro- 
vision the language is, ‘ said board may order 
and direct that such pension as said board 
may deem proper, not exceeding one-half 
the amount of the salary attached to the 
rank which he he'd at the time of his death 
shall be paid.’ 

“ By the first provision an imper 
duty is imposed; by the second tesenenane 
power is vested.”’

BAD MBBTING FOR BOOKS. 


ALL BUT TWO LAYERS OF ODDS 
LOSE AT WASHINGTON PARK. 


L’Hommedieu and “One-Two-Three” 
Martin Are the Only Ones Who Re- 
port a Margin on the Sunny Side of 
the Ledger—Cartwright, 
and Others Report Decisive Losses 
and Give Out the Figures — First 
Week Proves Disastrous, 


There is no question that the bookmakers 
were heartily glad when the last race was 
over yesterday at Washington park. This 
meeting is always regarded as a hard one 
for the layers of odds, and many is the pen- 
ciler who has started in at the south side 
meeting with high hopes and a fair amount 
of cash only to be “‘ on the ground ” long be- 
fore the meeting came to aclose. The meet- 
ing just closed has been no exception to the 
rule, and there have been many withdrawals 
among the smaller bookmakers. 

Among the prominent books there were 
only two wimners on the meeting, according 
to the statement of the bookmakers them- 
selves. These were Steve L’Hommedieu 
and W. Martin, or “‘ One-Two-Three ” Mar- 
tin. as he is known. Martin makes a spe- 
cialty of laying against horses to run one, 
two, three, and in this way invariably 
cleans up a sure but small margin. L’Hom- 
medieu has all along been considered a big 
winner on the meeting, and last night racing 
men and’ other bookmakers refused to ac- 
cept L’Hommedieu's statement of his 
winnings as being but $5,000. They believe 
the noted plunger is ahead far more than 
that amount.

LONG PRICE IN BETTING. 


Lucien Appleby Finishes Second;' 
Wild Pirate Third; 
Getaway Day. 


Flying Torpedo, with the modest impostof 
110 pounds upon his stalwart shoulders, wom 
the Wheeler handicap yesterday afternoon at’ 
Washington park. 

Behind the Ezell & Lazarus horse finished 
the 3 year old Lucien Appleby, and then came 
Wild Pirate as winner of third money. 

Though the Washington park club’s meet- 
ing can hardly be said to have wound upina 
blaze of glory, the elements being too unpro- 
pitious for a gorgeous finish to the usually 


. Sreatest race meeting in the west, yet the 


closing day brought with it one of the most 
spectacular and most bitterly fouglit finishes 
ever seen in the final quarter of any big 
race, such as the Wheeler handicap. 


Track in Wretched Condition. 

The track was in the most miserable con- 
dition for the running of this important. 
fixture, which may be regarded as the great-' 
est handicap event in the middle west, yet a’ 
large and fairly representative fleld went‘ 
to the post, the stratching of Orontas and! 
Inspector Shea being compensated for by 
Sardonic and Odnor being added to the list 
of starters. 

As a second feature for the closing day's 
card there was the Lake View handicap, with. 
$2,000 added, for 2 year olds, at six furlongs. 
With this supplementayy star event to back 
up the great and popular Wheeler handicap 
it was not surprising a large Saturday crowd 
thronged the upper and lower tiers of the 


bleachers, with a fair sprinkling on the muchy 
trodden lawn between the stand and the 
rails. Every one who went out knew the 
track must be in wretched condition, and att 
the same time felt there was more than an 
even chance of the afternoon being wet and 
disagreeable, but the racing spirit in Chi- 
cago is so strong that the crowds were will< 
ing to face these disagreeable features for, 
the sake of seeing these two handicaps run.’ 


Great Struggle in Stretch. ‘ 


The struggle through the stretch between 
Fiying Torpedo and Lucien Appleby repaid\ 
all who ventured to the south side racetrack, | 
despite the disadvantageous circumstances. | 
It was a magnificent finish to a desperately: 
run race, and though Ezell & Lazarus* 4 year’ 
old gelding pulled down first money, the hon-j 
ors of the race really le with the game and 
consistent mud running colt which finished at: 
his throat latch. Not only that, but many: 
good judges of racing believe that if Buchan- 
an had been able to put up a stronger finish’ 
on Hildreth’s colt in the final sixteenth he 
would have been returned a winner. How- 
ever, no blame attaches to Buchanan, as it 
looked like a case of sheer physica) inability 
to do more with the colt at the finish than he 
did. He was all out himself, a furlong from 
home, and he did the best he could. He had 
been sick the day before. It wasa hard race 
for any boy to ride, and as Buchanan was not 
well it was particularly hard on him. He 
gave Lucien Appleby an excellent and well 
judged ride throughout the race and put*up 
the strongest finish he was able to. 


Birkenruth Carefully Instructed. 


At the same time full credit is due the 
younger jockey, Birkenruth, who landed 
Flying Torpedo first past the winning post, 
From the manner in which he rode the race 
it is easy to imagine he rode strictly accord- 
ing to carefully thought out and clear cut 
instructions. Had his horse been beaten 
undoubtedly would have been criticised fo 
making his run too soon, as he started it 
half a mile from home. But when he made 
his move -with the horse he made it so sud- 
denly and with such evident intention that 
it was plain his orders were to rush Flying 
Torpedo to the front when three-quarters of 
a mile had bean covered, then to take him 
right along and keep him in front until the 
wire was reached, racing with any opponent, 
which might have sufficient speed to get up 
and challenge him. . , 

As events turned out, Lucien Appleby was 
the only one of his ten rivals which had suf- 
ficient speed and stamina in that frightful 
going to get anywhere near Flying Torpedo 
after Birkenruth moved to the front, with 
the Hanoyer gelding half a mile from home.

During the run downthe backstretch Odnor, 
began to show signs of the pace, the com~ 
pany being too fast for him, and gradually 
Flying Torpedo and Lucien Appleby drew, 
up on even terms with Aladdin and Wild 
Pirate, Otis still holding his lead and appar~ 
ently going well within himself. Then, at the 
end of the third quarter, it was that Birken- 
ruth made his sudden and unlooked for move 
on Plying Torpedo, whom he set down in 
earnest, with the result that In a dozen strides 
he had flashed out in front and stolen the lead 
of two lengths or more from Otis before J.

ROBERT BONNER OF TODAY 


GREAT HARNESS HORSE INTER- 
ESTS OF C, K. G. BILLINGS. 


What the Chicagoan Has Done to Ad- 
vance the Sport of Amateur Driving 
Entitles Him to Place Next to the 
Famous Reinsman of Former Days 
in Trotting History—Some of the 
Well Known Horses He Owns and 
Drives for Pleasure. 


_. [From the New York Sun.] 

‘when a New York physician one day in 
the '50s told Robert Bonner that he must 
buy a road horse and indulge in driving to 
maintain his constitutional vigor, it is ikely 
then and there was laid the foundation of the 
$3,000,000 Harlem speedway. 

Mr. Bonner’s career with the American 
trotter had a world wide appreciation, and 
because he could drive a trotter, yet keep 
his pew in church, others became enthu- 
siasts. As the years followed one another 
there were so many men of the Robert Bon- 
ner type owning and driving trotters with 
no desire to take to the tracks that tho 
officials of this and other cities could not 
but grant reservations affording the horse- 
men opportunities of testing their skill as 
reinsmen and the merits of their horses. To- 
day probably twenty cities are provided with 
speed ways, 

Probably no man, other than Mr. Bonner, 
has done so much along like lines to ad- 
vance the standard of the tfotter as has the 
Chicago amateur, C. K. G. Billings. Prin- 
cess, 2:30, who raced from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and produced Happy Medium, sire of 
Nancy Hanks, 2:04, enthused C. K. G. Bil- 
lings at an early age; yet, until his father’s 
death, he awned but one or two fast ones. 


Billings’ First Roadster. 


His first was a pacer named Toxie R., with 
a record of 2:10%, and with the handsome 
stallion he swept the. Grand boulevard snow- 
path in winters to cutter and owned in him 
the road king of his day. In 1896 or 1897 
he secured Jennie K., the Phallas mare, with 
whom Jackson Case won three races at one 
meeting at Washington park the season be- 
fore, and drove a public trial ih 2:12%. . 

John Tucker, Mr. Billitigs’ stable superin- 
tendent and first trainer, picked up a gray 
mare at Coldwater, Mich., by Medonias, son 
of Pilot Medium, who had great natural 
speed, paying but $172.50 for her.. Mr. Bil- 
lings named her Minerva, and on the road 
sleighs she could beat Jennie K. One after: 
noon in 1896 Mr. Billings drove Minerva to 
sulky at Washington park a mile in 2:15%, 
Mr. Tucker, behind Jennie K., right at his 
sulky wheel—a worderful mile for a green 
mare and with an amateur driver. 


Secures the Trotter Franker. 


Next season she was sent to George Starr 
at Terre Haute, but a bowed tendon kept 
her from a 2:10 record. Jennie K. did not 
prove entirely satisfactory, and was bred 
to Arthur J. Caton’s Red Heart, 2:19. Mr. 
Billings next secured the now noted matinée 
trotter Franker, record then, at 4, 2:214% on 
a half mile track. Franker was a grand 
road horse, had speed galore, as stout a 
heart as the lion hearted Dexter, and rarely 
was he headed. Jimmy Hague, 2:13%, came 
next, and cost at auction about $2,000, 
Franker cost only about $350 and today has 
a matinée wagon record of 2:12, has trotted 


here in »ublic in 2:114%, and at Memphis last 


fall forced Mabel Onwald to trot in 2:10% to 
defeat him. He has won several bluesat the 
horse shows, so is accepted as a representa- 
tive horse, every way considered. 

In 1898 Mr. Billings purchased the Baron 
Wilkes pacer Bumps, 2:04%, for something 
like $3,000, and with Bumps came the great 
reputation Mr. Billings enjoys as an owner 
and amateur reinsman. He drove him miles 
out west in 2:06%, 2:0544, 2:054%, and then W. 
L. Snow gave him the then world’s wagon 
record, 2:03%, lowering Joe Patchen’s a sec- 


ond. 
Bumps Sweeps Speedway. 
Bumps came to the speedway in the fall 
of 1898, but it was so late and the road so 
muddy Mr. Billings drove but twice, then 
shipped home. The next season Bumps, 
Franker, Minerva, and Emma &., 2:36, also 
Jimmy Hague, came east, and here that 
season Mr. Billings purchased of George 
H. Huber the fast bay mare Arrigal, 2:20%, 
to mate Emma 8S. The horses attracted 
marked attention and were kept here a 
month or so, then returned to Chicago. Mr. 
Billings there drove Bumps to a heavy 
wagon in 2:07, -Franker in 2:13, and the team 
in 2:20. In the fall they returned, and Battle- 
ton, 2:090%, was along. That fall, in the 
west, Lucille, 2:09%, had been purchased 
for $7,500, and the high price era of the 
Billings stable interests then starfed. Lu- 
cille was an instant speedway success and 
few here could reach her head. Only a 
few light boots did she wear and there was 

no finer appearing trotter. 

The stable “attracted thousands to the 
speedway, and Dr. Kane having purchased 
Dariel, 2:07%, at Lexington, the contest for 
road honors between Bumps and the mare 
was a feature of the fail driving season. 
One day little Dariel defeated Bumps, who 
finished behind Jack, 2:12%%, driven by Dr. 
Gill, and Robert J., 2:01%, with Ed Bowne 
driving Bumps, having made a standstill 
break. Later Bumps paced some electric 
brushes and defeated all comers handily. On 
one occasion Mr. Billings, timing as he drove, 
stepped him a quarter in 284 seconds. Bumps 
surely was the fastest pacer retired to the 
road. He died suddenly at Memphis, where 
the horses had been shipped. 


Takes Curry’s Advice. 


Jack Curry recommended the Cleveland 

cer, Hontas Crooke, 2:09, unseen, Mr. Bill- 
ings \irew a check for $3,500 and secured the 
now tamous chestnut.« From the first Sun- 
day he showed his shapely head and elegant 
manners to the speedwayites, the little fel- 
low has been every one’s favorite. He has 
defeated a!l of our local celebrities and won 
the ‘“‘oat race” at Andy Welch’s meeting, 
defeating Quadriga and pacing in 2:10. That 
season with Lucille Mr. Billings defeated 
Cobweb, 2:12, in that never-to-be-forgotten 
heads-apart half-mile brush, over the speed- 


way. 
ir. Billings allowed the trainer, Amos 
Rathbun, to take Lucille to fit for a wagon 
record, and at Lexington Rathbun drove 
her in 2:07, the world’s. wagon record— 
amateur—at the time. Some timed it 2:06, 


-2:06%, and 2:06%. Today John A. McKer. 


2:06%, at Hartford stepped a half to wago 
one afternoon in 1:00%, driven by his trainer. 
and Mr. Billings, after jogging him to the 
clubhouse, said: “I'll take him,” and at the 
reported price of $5,500 secured the great 
son of Simon. Toward the end of that week 
he started for a record and drove Free Bond 
in 2:04%, almost every timer having it 2:04. 
It created a sensation and it was predicted 
that Free Bond must cut it to 2:01 or 2:02, 
but he never again accomplished much. 


Story of Sunland Belle. ; 
Sunland Belle, 2:08% to harness, 2:0714 at 


the matinées, was purchased by Mr. Billin 
for $3,225, and with <e

at various moments regretted they were not 
on and acted badly, so never was popular.

Major Greer, 2:14, and Aggie Medium, 
2:12%, were bought here for $4,400 and $3,200 
respectively, and the down east pacer, Dan 
Westland, 2:08%, added at $925 as a mate for 
Hontas Crooke.

Builds Memphis Track. 


This now formidable stable was split up 
next winter, the stars going to Charles Tur- 
ner’s Cleveland stable, the others to Whea- 
ton, near Chicago. Last season Mr. Billings 
built the Memphis track att a cost of $200,000, 
and while it was building drove his horses at 
the matinées east and west. At Memphis 
in the fall Hontas Crooke lowered his 2:00 to 
2:07% to wagon. Mabel Onward had rounded 
to and Frank Jones marked her at 2:10% in 
a wagon race. With Little Boy, a hoppled 
pacer secured by Mr, Jones, at Chicago Mr. 
Billings placed the amateur driving record 
at the high water mark. First Mr. Jones 
drove Little Boy in 2:08% at Chicago. Then

At Memphis Mr. Billings purchased Little 
Boy and drove him first in 2:01%, later in 
2:01%. He never has required the hopples 
one moment since retiring to the Billings 
stable, and this season is to be specially 
fitted by Scott McCoy and driven against 
Star Pointer’s world’s record of 1:59%. Ma- 
zette, who had taken a record’ of 2:04%, 
equaling the pacing mares’ world’s record, 
was added at Memphis; Captor, 2:09, ‘for 
$6,000, after his Lexington victories, and 
Louise Jefferson, 2:17%, joined the stable 
at a cost of $7,500 at Detroit earlier. Dr. 
Monical, 2:00%, captivated the Billings party 
so Mr. Billings purchased the pony pacing 
wonder. 

This spring The Admiral, 2:07%, was pur- 
chased, and Joymaker, 2:16, a high acting 
trotter, is with the lot recently transferred 
from Memphis to the Empire City track. 

Think of one man owning so many of Amer- 
ica’s best trotters and pacers, shipping them 
from city to city at will for his and his 
friends’ pleasure driving, keeping a $5,000 
a year trainer, an assistant, and ten or twelve 
other assistants to care for them. There 
are sulkies, carts, and wagons of every 
make, each animal has its own harness and 
boots; there are required four palace cars 
to transport the outfit, and yet Mr. Billings 
doubtless will buy some of the grand circuit 
stars as the season develops sensations. He 
is America’s Robert Bonner of today—never 
starts a horse in other than an amateur 
race, and pays the top market price.

Thomps, Toronto, Ont.; D. B. Duffield, De- 
troit; W. D. McDowell, Chicago, met in 
Chicago and practically settled on Lake 
Comas, Kalamazoo, Mich., and the date was 
set for July 26 and 27. 

The citizens of Kalamazoo made an offer 
which was practically accepted and details 
were left in the hands of Charles McQuew- 
an, chairman of the regatta committee. The 
state fair was to have been on the days men- 
tioned, but in some way the fair fell through, 
consequently the committee was unable to 
fulfill their engagement.

SPRITH WINS HANDICAP. 


EVENT OF CHICAGO YACHT CLUB 
SAILED CLOSE HAULED. 


Five Boats Stari Out of Twenty Entries 
and the Race Develops Into a Con- 
test of Seamanship—Minota Gives Up 
Handicap of Eight Minutes—On the 
Home Tack Mawaja Loses Balloon 
Jib and Topmast, but Stays in the 
Race. 


The handicap race of the Chicago Yacht ) 


' club yesterday afternoon, opem to all craft 


over twenty-one feet, Was an exhibition of 
fine seamanship, almost the entire race be- 
ing sailed close hauled. The shifting of the 
breeze forced the boats to beat well up into 
the wind throughout the whole of the long 
course. The trim little sloop Sprite crossed 
the finish line first, followed one minute later 
by the big yacht Siren, and one minute after 
that by Minota, the two latter boats start~- 
ing from scratch. Out of the twenty en- 
tries five yachts started. 

With the wind blowing strongly from the 
south-southwest, the starting gun for Ma- 
waja, the limit boat, was fired at 1:30, but 
the yacht did not get over the line until 
1:40:10. With full sail it headed out to the 
east for the four mile crib, which was in- 
visible in the dense fog. At 2:06:50 It round- 
ed the crib and stood far out on a starboard 
tack, not being able to hold close to the wind 
on the southwesterly leg of the course. 

The next two boats out, Marguerite and 
Sprite, got away with the gun. The former 
crossed the line at 2:10:18 and the latter at 
2:10:40. Although they started together, be- 
fore they were half way to the crib Sprite 
began to pull away from the little boat, pass- 
ing the crib two minutes ahead at 2:37:10, 
Marguerite followed ‘at 2:39. Once around 
the turning mark, Sprite showed its sailing 
qualities by heading almost directly into the 
wind and pointing straight for the Hyde. 
park buoy. 

Minota Foregoes Handicap. 

Meanwhile the scratch boats, Siren and 
Minota, pulled out of the harbor at 2:25:10 
and 2:26:50, respectively. Minota was to 
have had eight minutes’ start on Siren, being 
scheduled to leave at 2:16, but its skipper 
gave up the handicap and started from 
scratch. This move, as afterward appeared, 
cost him the rave. Siren, carrying a main- 
sail, staysail, jib, and jib topsail, with a 
good breeze found it easy work to get the 
lead on Minota running before the wind, and 
gained a minute on the first leg. 


2:51. Shortly after passing the crib Siren 
ran up a topseil, but immediately took 
down again. 

In the run to windward on the outside leg 
of the course Siren walked right up on all 
the other boats. At 3:11 it passed to wind- 
ward of the little Marguerite and blanketed 
it for a short distance. By this time the 
yachts were almost to the buoy opposite the 
Chicago Beach hotel, where they turn for the 
run home, Mawaja had been blown pretty 
far out to leeward and now put about to 
round the stake. It could not make it, how- 
ever, and was forced to tack to starboard 
again in order to get around. Meanwhile 
Sprite, which had sailed close to the wind, 
had cut fn and put about close to the buoy 
at 3:19:25. 

Mawaja followed at 3:20:10, Siren at 
3:20:50, Marguerite at 3:28:35, and Minota at 
3:26:25. Once around the buoy, Siren passed 
Mawaja and now was led only by Sprite. 
From this point the race was between these 
two.

DIRECT HAL, THE BLACK PACER, 
A BEMARKABLE PERFORMER. 


Animal Which Captured the Chamber 
of Commerce Stakes at Detroit Last 
Monday and Tuesday the Center of 
Attraction in the Racing World— 
Geers Tells of His Mount’s Speed and 
Gameness and of How He Won the 
Big Event. ; 


{BY H. T. WHITE.) 

What Direct Hal accomplished in the 
Chamber of Commerce stake at Detroit last | 
Monday and Tuesday was in many respects 
go remarkable that the black horse—an ob- 
ject of interest ever since his mile in 2:06% 
last fall—is now the center of attraction in 
the rac world. 

To precy di observers of the race at Detroit 
it was not so much the time made by Direct 
Hal for the entire miles as it was the other 
features of the performance that stamped 
him as a racehorse pacer of the highest 
class. It is true that a mile in 2:06%, which 
was the time of the first heat in the race, 
made a new world’s record for green pacers | 
as well as a new mark for the event itself, 
but it wae well known that Direct Hal was 
capable of a mile in that time, possibly bet- 
ter. 

The points of the contest between the young 
stallion and the rest of the big field of fast 
pacers that fixed the attention of horsemen 
and convinced them that Direct Hal “ will 
do” were the two remarkable last quarters 
paced by him in the first and second heats, 
the perfect track manners displayed by the 
stallion as a result of the careful educatjon 
given by Geers, and the most important 
fact of all, that when tiring at the end of one 
of the fastest quarters ever paced Direct Hal 
hung on like a bulldog and was lion hearted 
In his efforts to increase the already dizzy 
speed at which he was going. 


Geers Describes the Race. 


After the day’s racing was over I had a 
talk with Mr. Geers about his horse. The 
sphinxlike Tennesseean, who has now been 
so long a resident of the north that he is 
considered a New Yorker, is proud of Direct 
Hal. “ That race today,” he said, “ wasa 
‘grand test for him, and you saw how he stood 
it. He was tested for speed, gameness, and 
manners in-the first heat he ever started 
against other horses for money, and as thé 
other horses were the best green pacers in 
the land and out for the biggest purse ever ' 
offered for their kind it is plain that the 
conditions were as hard as they make ’em. 
It is true that in the first heat Hiderone went 
faster and hung on longer that I had thought 
he would. You saw with what a burst of 
‘speed he came up to Junius and Direct Hal 
as they were entering the backstretch. From 
the way he went past me you may have 
thought Direct Hal was taking it easy, but 
he was not. That Elderone is an awfully 
‘fast pacer, one of the fastest that ever hit a 
track. I took after him right away, and yet 
could do to overhaul him right at . 


“What doT really think Direct Hall paced 


as you say, my horse was just about two 
lengths back of Elderone when we reached 
the three-quarter pole. Now, the official 
record from the time Bilderone’s nose hit 
the mark until Direct Hal was 
at the wire was :29%4, and as my horse gained 
two lengths in going that distance I think 
it is*fair to allow that he paced the quarter

Of course, I would 
not have moved for the heat, after making 
the break, had I not known that my horse 
was thoroughly prepared. He had been given 
a lot of work, as you know, but not once this 
year had I driven him as fast a mile as the |. 
one at Memphis last fall. Hé had gone once 
for me in 2:08%, and had really never been 
cinched right up, but I knew he was ready 
for a hard race.”’ 


Direct Hal Well Prepared. 
, What seems most remarkable to horse- 
men, in connection with the “fitting” of 
Direct Hal for his race on Monday, is the 
fact that with all the drilling the stallion re- 
ceived, Geers could have so managed mat- 


ful brush. That he did, was shown by the 
final quarter of the first heat. Where horses 
are wintered in the south, and begin getting 
more or less fast work as early as the lat- 
‘ter part of March, it.is ordinarily the case 
that, although they are in condition to go 
‘hard races right off the reel when the grand 
‘circuit begins, they have not the extreme 
speed for a quarter of a mile that their op- 
ponents trained farther north can display. 
In the case of Dormeath, his original 
nomination for the M. and M., Geers found 
that the speed the brown horse had early 
in the season was not on tap the latter part 


and a brave one at Providence. 


his career was one of uninterrupted victories 
there were times when he had to display a 
lot of native courage to win his races. To 
my notion he showed himself a great horse 
Dan was 
sick the night before the race there, and for 
a time it was a serious question whether or 
not we would start him. His temperature 
was high, he was coughing, and one way 
and another he got little rest the night before 
the race. But the next afternoon when he 
came on the track and saw the other horses 
that pacer just seemed to forget that h 

was sick. 

“ The first heat he took in 2:04%, the second 
fastest mile he ever paced in a race, and&it 
took something out of him, I thought. The 
next mile I had to rouse and shake Dan all 
the last eighth to make him beat Maj. Mus- 
covite in 2:07%, and he seemed as if he was 
doing his best at the finish. In these two 
heats Mazette, the real hope of the fielders, 
had not made a move, but now ghe was tobe 
turned loose. From Dan's finish in the sec- 
ond heat it looked as though a good drive 
would beat him, but when the mare went 
after him he took hold like a bulldog that 
was looking for a fight. Long before we got 
to the wire he had Mazette beaten, and the 
heat was done in 2:06, which showed that he 
was doing it on his courage alone.”’ 

Then hoppled pacers were touched on, ref- 
erence being made to Prince Alert and his 
wonderful mile in 2:00% at Memphis last fall 
in the second heatofarace. ‘‘ I think Prince 
Alert would surely have beaten two minutes 
that day if prepared simply for one fast mile 
against the watch,’ said McHenry, but of 
all the pacers in the worid to make a hobbled 
champion of give me Bonnie Direct.’’ 

This is the Californla pacer with which Mc- 
Henry won the Chamber of Commerce stake 
at Detroit several years ago, making the 
most spectacular drive on record in the 
fourth heat with a horse that fell far behind 
owing to a break and then had to go five- 
eighths of the mile on “ tiptoes,”’ as horse- 
men say, ready to break at every stride and 
still compelled to keep up the clip if the race 
was to be won, as the horse in front already 
had two heats to his credit. McHenry sent

ord of 2:05%4, but he would like to see him 
out again with the hopples as part of his 


Bonnie Direct a Great Racer. 

“ He is a remarkable horse,” continued the 
driver. “I could take him to the track 
alone and drive him as fast as ever a pacer 
went. In fact, I stepped him half a mile in 
a minute at Providence one day, and it 
seemed as if he could have gone every step 
of it faster than he did. He would take just 
the hold of you that a horse ought to, when 
he was being worked like that, but when it 
came to a race you would swear it was a 
different horse you were driving ess you 
saw what was in’ the harness. In pany 
Bonnie Direct would pull far too much, and 
that made him change his gait for the worse. 
You had. to take hold all the time to keep 
him from tipping over, and we all know 


that no horse is at his best when the driver 


has to balance him with the bit. I tried 


shoelng to my heart's content in an effort 


to remedy the trouble, but it was of no use. 
Now a set of light hopples on Bonnie Direct 


would correct all that. When he felt like 


getting off his ‘gait the hopples would be 
there to put him right again, and in the 
meantime the driver could let the horse have 
his head. I would just like to see the pacer 
that could beat Bonnie Direct in hopples, 
that’s all,” 

“T see Searchlight is going to start again 
this season,”’ said one of the party. “ He 


was a good horse for you, Mc.” 


“One of the greatest I ever sat behind,” 
replied McHenry, “ and I fairly begged Tom 
Keating not to sell him. Only a man who 
has been behind Search when he was at his 
best can realize what a pacer he was, and I 
tell you right now that if he gets into his old 
form he will be the one that Dan Patch will 
have to beat in the 2:04 class. 


How Searchlight Beat Chehalis. 
“T will never forget how I beat Chehalis 
with Searchlight the season Chehalis was a 


star. Search had gone one race that week, 


but two heats of the three were easy ones, 
and it was really a nice workout for another 


race in whicli he was engaged two days later. 


So, after we were back in the barn with first 
money won, I said to Keating that I supposed 
Search would start again that week. 

“*T guess not,’ said Keating. 

Why not? 

Well,"between you and me, I don’t want 
him beaten, and I am afraid Chehalis will 
be too much for him. They say he can go 
in 2:04.’ 

“*T think he can, myself, with everything 
favorable, and that means that he goes just 
as he likes and has his own way about how 
the mile shall be rated, but if you’ll give me 
the contract to beat him with Searchlight in 
2:06 I will bring the first money home.’ 

“Keating thought a while, and then he 
sald: * Well, Mc, since you've set your heart® 
on it, you can race the horse again; but don’t 
come back with any excuses after the race 
is over.’ 

“ Now, I had figured*that the way to beat 
Chehalis or any other hoppled pacer was to 
go right after them as soon as the word was 
given and try to make them tiptoe until they 
felt for the straps. So the minute we got the 
word for the first heat I began driving a fin- 
ish right from the wire. About the time we 
got to the three-eighth pole I saw Chehalis 
make a dive for the hopples, and the driver 
had to take him back. I tookright back with 
him, and then I repeated the operation, but 
the second time Chehalis did not go quite so 
far before he was a little out of balance.

HAW THORNE NEXT TO OPEN 


CHICAGO JOCKEY CLUB TO RACE 
AT HARLEM TRACK. 


Racing to Shift from Washington Park 

‘This Week—Many of the Good Sta- 
bles Which Had Intended to Desert 
Chicago After South Side Meeting 
to Remain Here—New Grand Stand 
to Seat 5,000 People Being Built at 
Oicero Course. ‘ 


The Chicago Jockey club will take up the 
running on Monday, using the Harlem track 
pending the construction of its new grand 
stand at Hawthorne, work on which Is now 
fairly under way. There ig noreason to fear 
that the Hawthorne people will not have the 
benefit of as good a class of horses as par- 
ticipated in.the south side meeting just 
closed. Many of the good stables whose 
owners had intended to desert the field at 
the close of the Washington park meeting 
will remain through the season. 

The program for the o ng week of the 
Hawthorne summer mee s contains three 
stakes, the competition stakes for 2 year 
olds with $1,500 added, to be run on Monday, 
the Olympia stakes for 3 year olds to be run 
on Thursday, and the Monadnock handicap 
with $4,000 added, one mile and one furlong, 
to be contested on Saturday... On ys for 
which no stake ts set a $700 handicap will 
be given, bringing the purses Offered for off 
days up-to $2,900. The total added money 
for the week is $23,800, the daily average 
nearly $4,000. As these conditions will pre- 
vail until the end-of the season the good 
horses should be kept in this vicinity. 

Notwithstanding al) the rain that hae fall- 
en, the Harlem track seldom has been in 
such a condition as to prevent the working 
of horses over it, so much for its excellent 
system of drainage. The Harlem Jockey 
club has put its plant in fine condition. 

The new grand stand now being erected 
at the Cicero course will be a single deck 
structure, 400 feet long by 115 feet deep, 
with a seating capacity of 5,000. The old 
stand with its two stories could seat only 
3,000. 

“Our intention was to build the stand 


and other buildings entirely of steel,”’ said: 


Presidént Fitzgerald yesterday, ‘“‘but we 
found we would have to wait at least a year 
for. the material. John W. Gates used all 
his:influence with the mills to help us out, 
but to no purpose. However, we will make 
the place as nearly fireproof as possible con- 
sidering the amount of wood we shall have 
to use. There will. be 190 tons of steel in 
the grand stand and most of it is already 
on the ground. The arrangement of the 
space under. the grand stand will follow 
pretty closely the lines of the Worth plant. 
The new paddock will be similar to the old 
one, 200x80 feet and will be 100 feet from 
the east end of the grand stand.” 


$3 ADMISSION AT SARATOGA. 


Whitney and His Associates Will Try to 
Make Racing There Expensive as 
‘Well 
as 


Saratoga, N. Y., July 19.—[Special. ]—Turf- 
men..in Chicago and elsewhere will watch 
with exceeding interest the experiment to 
be made by ex-Secretary of the Navy Will- 
iam C. Whitney, the president, and those as- 
sociated with ‘him in the management of the 
Saratoga Racing association. Giltedged 
tickets, good for one day only, to the assocl- 
ation’s running park during the coming Au- 
gust meeting, will cost $3-each. Heretofore 
they have been $2. The advance has been 
ordered so as to increase the revenue of the 
track, upon which, says President Whitney, 
$250,000 -has recently been expended in 
changes and improvements, thus adding to 
the general expenses incident to maintaining 
the racing in proper form. 

Mr, Whitney says the advance is made 
purely in the interest of high class racing, 
and that it is the intentiomof the men associ- 
ated with him in the management 4o elevate 
the Saratoga track to the highest possible 
racing standard; but, he adds, this cannot be 
done in the long run without increasing the 
income, 

He further says: “The maintenanc 
high class racing, with good stakes and par 
money, such as horse owners ought to have in, 
order to support their stables, in a communi. 
ty like Saratoga Springs, is always a serious 


*problem. This track hes passed through a

We are trying a new experiment. pleas- 
ant to know that we have the codperation 
and support, as we seem to have, of those who 
are fond of horses and racing as a sport.”

LONDON, July 19.—Apart from the first 
speech of the new prime minister outside of 
parliament this afternoon there is little to 
record on this the least eventful of recent 
Saturdays. There are garden parties at Hat- 


general emptying of the west end into the 
country over Sunday, one of the most im- 
portant parties being Henry White's at Wil- 
ton for Lord Kitchener. 

While the colonial ministers and premiers 
are still in imminent danger of being killed 
by hospitality, and while Lord Kitchener 
is still a fresh target for after dinner oratory 
there is a general cessation of social gayety. 
All attempts to impart animation to the wan- 
ing season have proved futile. There will 
be a dull transition period before the coro- 
nation and shooting season, with restaurant 
suppers and music hall parties as mild dis- 
tractions, and some jaded talk about the 
shortened ceremoninal at the abbey and the 
belated appearance of the peeresses in their 
robes and jewels. 


Political Affairs Stagnant. 

So stagnant Is the condition of political and 
social life after the poignant disappointment 
of the first coronation week that the retire- 
ment of Lord Salisbury has hardly made a 
ripple on the surface, the change of prime 
ministers being effected as easily as a trans- 
fer of court officials from one post to an- 
other, and apparently has been based upon 
direct exercise of royal authority and dis- 
cretion. Although followed by the announce- 
ment of the impending retirement of the 
chancellor of the exchequer, this change in 
the direction of the destinies of the empire 
did not cause the smallest flurry on the stock 
exchange nor affect the prices of consols in 
the slightest degrez. 

Thoughtful Englishmen are impressed with 
the conservatism and stability of their polit- 
ical institutions and are enabled to find some 
compensations for the lack of flexibility and 
progressive enterprise with which the na- 
tion is reproached. The new prime min‘ster 
has been tn office only a week, yet everything 
is settled except the reconstruction of the 
cabinet, and there has been neither a con- 
stitutional crisis: nor political _excitement. 
There is curiosity respecting Balfour’s se. 
lections; and the succession to the treasury . 
is an affair of real interest to men in the 
street, but the talk of the clubs and drawing 
rooms is languid, and there is no evidence 
on ‘change that any disturbance has been 
caused by the retirement of two veterans 
from politics. 


Balfour Keeps Leadership.

European critics continue to praise Miss 
Mary Garden, the Chicago girl who has 
bounded into fame as an operatic star and 
for whom the greatest successes are pre- 
dicted. Miss Garden has just appeared in 
London in “‘ La Princess Ossa,” a new opera 
by Herbert Banning, founded on Anthony 
Hope’s story, and while some fault is found 
with the composer’s work the critics are 
unanimous in their opinions of Miss Gard- 
en’s work as a vocalist and actress. 

The young singer took Paris by storm as 
Manon and Melisande. Her performances 
in the latter rdle the critic of a leading Lon- 
don weekly describes with much enthusiasm. 

**On my way south,” he says, “‘ I had seen 
her play Louise, and I was charmed. At 
Monte Carlo I heard her in Massenet’s 
** Manon,’ and wondered at the versatility 
of her talent—gesture, looks, everything was

yet Melisande. She reminds you of Sarah 
Bernhardt as a young girl. Sardou himself 
made the remark when he was working with 
her at his “ Fille de Tabarin.’’ She made no 
official début. Her ,contract with the Opera 
Comique was to begin in October and we 
were in March. One night in that month 
she found herself one of the audience when 
they were playing Louise. The artist who 
was playing the title part had a cold and her 
hoarseness increased so much that after the 
first act she could. sing nolonger. There was 
no understudy at hand and the management 
would have had to return the money. The 
manager knew that Miss Garden had worked 
hard on the part and that she was in the 
house. He sent for her, and there and then, 
feeling it to be the chance of her life, she 
went on in her own clothes as she stood, 
never having sung on the stage before with 
an orchestra.

The postponement of the coronation pro- 


duced a paralyzing effect on all classes. 
Balfour’s succession has been a little affair 
of no importance. .The effect of the restora- 
tion of the premiership frém the house of 
lords to the house of commons is so advan- 
tageous that there fs little probability that 
Balfour will relinquish the leadership of the 
lower house. His followers are urgink him 
to become chancellor of the exchequer, in 
imitation of Gladstone’s practice, and in this 
way protect himself against the expansion 
of Chamberlain's influence in the cabinet. 
The fact that Balfour already holds two 
offices would not interfere with this amal- 
gamation of the two great financial posts, 
and the privy seal was taken for the sake 
of giving the prime minister a place of honor 
at the coronation and could be abandoned 
after the ceremony. . 

Balfour is not a financier, nor is he fond 
of official drudgery. The leadership of the

Pessimistic reports respecting the sullen 
conduct of the Boers and the resentful dis- 
position of the surrendered warriors to boy- 
cott the scouts who fought on the British 
side are clearly exaggerated. There are 
some symptoms of dissatisfaction over the 
slowness with which the Boers are being re- 
leased and provided with money for making 
a fresh start in their old homes, but the dis- 
affection is not serious and is only caused 
by inevitable delay and messes of red tape. 


Emmanuel’s Visit to Russia. 

The visit of the king of Italy to Russia has 
involved the necessity for subsequent dynas- 
tic courtesies at Berlin, where the govern- 
ment, unlike the Austrian court, is not em- 
barrassed by special relations with the vati- 
can, and also for an elaborate explanation 
from Lord Lansdowne respecting the rela- 
tions between England and Italy and the 
maintenance of peace on the Mediterranean 
seaboard. The forces of the several Euro- 
pean coalitions are well balanced when one 
sovereign cannot visit another without a se- 
ries of diplomatic readjustments at other 
capitals. What is evident is the fact that the 
dua! alliance is more compact and homogene- 
ous than the triple alliance, and that the re- 
lations between Russia and France are more 
cordial: than those between Germany and 
Austria. The German emperor knows his 
ground when he insist® upon cultivating the 
friendliest possible relations with England 
and America, while retaining a firm grip upon 
Austria and Italy. 

The interest excited by the Italian king’s 
European visit is real because the personal 
effect of royalty is increasing in continental 
affairs, and the authority of parliamentary 
institutions is declining. 


Czar’s Anti-Trust Conference. 
The czar’s anti-trust conference attracts 
less attention because it is obviously a minis- 
terial device for counteracting the decisions 
of the Brussels conference. The feeling in 
England on the subject of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s shipping combination is still suspi- 
cious and intense as ever. It is evident from 
the eagerness with which Whitelaw Reid's 
reassuring remarks on the subject were 
listened, to by his Liverpool audience and 
commented on by the local press that the 
transfer of the control of transatlantic ship- 
ping interests from England to America ‘s 
dreaded even when there is no likelihood of 
a change of flags over the merchant fleets 
and the supply of cotton, foodstuffs, and 
meat, which is already imperiled by corners 
and speculative pools, is regarded as ex- 
posed to additional danger from liability of 
a general rise in freights. 

The complete success of Mo ‘s plans 
for London underground railways, however, 
is looked upon with apathy and indifference.

RBOENT DU GAST RULING. 


PARISIANS DECLARE DECISION IS 
AN UNJUST ONE. 


Opinion Expressed That Advocates 
Are Made a Privileged Class Who 
Can Libel Citizens with Impunity— 
Woman in Case Is a Popular Per- 
son—Two Serious Automobile Acci- 
dents During the Week—Many Ar- 
rivals at Homburg.

PARIS, July 19.—The judgment rendered 
yesterday in the Ninth Correctional court 
nonsuiting Mme. du Gast in her libel suit 
against Maitre Barboux, establishes the 
principle that French advocates @an libel or 
slander private individuals with impunity in 
the course of their pleadings and arguments 
in court, and has aroused a vigorous out- 
burst of public indignation. 

Mme. du Gast herself and her fascinating 
personality excite less sympathy or interest 
than the principle involved. The public feel- 
ing is that it was most unfortunate that the 
Prince de Sagan should have upset matters 
by his personal aggression upon Maitre Bar- 
boux, who physically is so vastly inferior to 
Sagan, who is an amateur athlete. 


Voices General Sentiment. 


The Eclair dn a leading article gives the 
trend of public sentiment, saying: ‘‘ This 
judgment teaches the masses to despise the 
law, for,:in this case the calumny was abso- 
lutely certain and was demonstrated in its 
most repulsive form. The judgment, more- 
over, shows that equality among French- 
men does not exist, for if Mme. du Gast li- 
beled Mitre Barboux she would have been 
liable to a severe legal penalty, but Maitre 
Barboux, being barrister, has legal immuni- 
ty to slander right and left. The judgment 
discloses a class privilege that is amounting 
to a national abuse and that must forthwith 
be abolished.”’ 


Americans Few in Paris. 


Among the few well known Americans still

been much quoted, and yesterday the gal- 
lant general commenced publishing the first 
instal!ment of his memoirs in the Journal 
Des Oebats, the remuneration for which is to 
go,to the poor of Paris. Gen. de Gallifet 
deals with the commune and says: ‘* The 
present time appears to me the opportunity 
to show the young generation how low a gov- 
ernment can descend when it is reduced to 
negotiate with the party_of disorder. At its 
origin the commune was a mere bubble and 
the breath of the government would have 
destroyed it.”” Gen. de Gallifet so far only 
deals with the preliminary movement of the 
Versaitles government and personal remi- 
niscences of Thiers and Jules Favre, but 
when he comes to the actual repression of 
the commune and the military executions 
old feuds are likely to be revived and the 
socialists are aiready pricking up their ears 
in expectation of lively times.

CABIN? TALK INLONDON 


PRESENT MINISTRY NOT STRONG 
WITH THE PEOPLE. 


and Liberal Unionists 
Dissatisfied with the Present Politi- 
cal Outlook—General Feeling That 
the Interests of the Empire Need 
the Leadership of a Man Like Cham- 
berlain—He Could Haye Been Pre- 
mier but for Support of Present One 


LONDON, July 10.—Cabinetmaking is the 
absorbing topic of discussion here. During 
the week the pubiie was regaled with more 
or less shrewd prophecies, but no intimations 
were given out by the.inner circle of the in- 
tentions of Premier Balfour regarding the 
successors of the ministers who have already 
resigned or as to how far the changes in the 
ministry may be expected to extend. 

It is undeniable that a large section of the 
conservatives and liberal-unionists are 
strong¥y dissatisfied with the ministry as at 
present constituted, and it is increasingly 
apparent that in spite of all the parliament- 
ary eulogies of Mr. Balfour many unionists 
believe that a government of greater 
strength and capacity could have been es- 
tablished with Joseph Chamberlain, the colo- 
nial secretary, as leader. 

The opinion is freely expressed on a:l sides 
by unionists as well as the liberals that the 
interests of the empife nowadays are so vast 
and compiex that they are sorely in need of 
the oversight of a man of broader and more 
forceful powers. 


Chamberlain Is Stronger. 

The appointment of Chamberlain to the 
premiership would have been received with 
cold disfavor by the opposition, and would 
have been a red rag to the Anglophobes, but, 
nevertheless, there is a multitude of govern- 
ment supporters who would be glad to have 
him as chief, and it may be stated, from 
sources of undoubted authenticity, that Mr. 
Chamberlain’s claims to the premiership 
would have been recognized as being better 
than Balfour’s had he not, whenever occa- 
sion presented itself, urged Balfour's success- 
sion against his own. 

One important and strong point of the late 
administration which has not yet become 
generally known and appreciated, and which 
it is feared Mr. Balfour will not fully inherit, 
was Lord Salisbury’s persistent resistance 
to Emperor William’s efforts to entangle 
Great Britain in an alliance with Germany. 
These efforts have been made at intervals 
since 1895, and are likely to be renewed now 
that Lord Salisbury has retired. 

Cabinet Is Too Large. 

The chief, immediate cause of apprehen- 
sion, however, is that Balfour will be un- 
willing either radically to reduce the size 
of the unwieldy cabinet, now numbering 
nineteen, or make sweeping changes in it. 
Nowhere is its complete reconstruction more 
earnestly asked than among the conserva- 
tives themselves, some of whom profess to 
fear that unless the ministry is strengthened 
its support in the house of commons will 
rapidly dwindle. The conservatives are 
doubtful whether Balfour is sufficiently res- 
olute to recreate the ministry against the 
wishes of most of his official associates. 

The consensus of best informed con- 
servative opinion points toa list of appoint- 
ments something like the following as being 
the most likely: Mr. Hanbury, the president 
of the board of agriculture, to succeed Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, the chancellor of the 
exchequer. 

It - now considered probable that Early 
Halsbury ‘will be succeeded as lord chan- 
cellor by Sir R. B. Finlay, at present attor- 
ney general. The manner in which Lord 
Halsbury exercised his prerogative in the 
appointment of judges has caused consider- 
able dissatisfaction. 

Place for Marlborough. 

Earl Cadogan, the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, will probably be succeeded by the duke 
of Marlborough, the earl of Pembroke and 
Montgomery, or the earl of Dudley. If the 
duke. of Marlborough is appointed it will 
be due to his wife’s popularity as much as 
to the duke’s merits. The duke’s name is 
also mentioned as the possible successor 
of the earl of Hopetoun as governor general 
of Australia. 

Should C. T. Ritchie resign the home sec- 
retaryship George Wyndham, now chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, is considered a promising 
candidate. 

Lord Ashbourne’s position as lord chan- 
cellor of Ireland is acceptably filled. 

The resignation of Lord George Hamilton 
as secretary of state for India is considered 
probable. 

Austen Chamberlain, eldest son of Joseph 
Chamberlain and financial secretary to the 
treasury, will doubtless become a cabinet 
minister in some secondary position.

Sir Michael has 
notoriously been all along the principal op- 
ponént within the cabinet of the secretary 
of state for the colonies.

It is not the first time in English history 
that the most dominant figure of a party in 
power has been passed over in connection 
with the premiership precisely on account 
of his masterful personality. Lord Palmers- 
ton, for instance, was at least on two occa- 
sions forced to give way on this ground to 
statesmen who possessed nothing like his 
prestige or his popularity, and to consent to 
hold office under premiers of inferior polit- 
ical caliber—sometimes colorless mediocrities 
—whose position, however, at the head of 
the administration served to reassure for- 
eign governments, and likewise those at 
home who preferred a passive and even a 
negative policy to one that was vigorous and 
aggressive. Neveitheless Lord Palmerston 
remained the predominating influence in the 
administration of Lord John Russell, and 
while Arthur Balfour is an immeasurably 
superior man to the latter, it will be much 
the same with Chamberlain; and although 
the reconstructed British cabinet wili be 
nominally a Balfour ministry, it will in real- 
ity be a Chamberlain administration.

In most Ccon- 
tinental countries the pre- 
miership is a thoroughly de- 
fined position, recognized by 
statute and possessing a le- 
gal status. In England, 
however, the prime minister 
has no legal standing as 
such. From a statutory 
point of view there is no such 
office, and no mention there- 
of can be found in the of- 
ficial Tables of Precedence. 
Indeed, if Arthur Balfour 
chooses to remain first lord 
of the treasury he will be 
forced to yield the pas”’ 
on official occasions not only to Mr. Cham- 
berlain but likewise to all the other secre- 
taries of state. In fact, whatever precedence 
he enjoys will be by reason of the office 
which he holds in addition to premiership, 
without any regard whatsoever to the latter. 
The fact of the matter is that the cabinet 
itself is merely a committee of the privy 
council, and has, legally speaking, no cor- 
porate existence of its own, save as a com- 
mittee of this kind. The premier is the chair- 
man of this committee, which is recruited 
from the members of the political party 
which possesses a sufficiently large majority 
in the house of commons to be able to secure 
the enactment of the necessary legislation. 
The chairman of the committee is invariably 
intrusted by the sovereign with its com- 
position, and if he happens to select men 
who do not already belong to the privy coun- 
cil they are created members of the latter in 
order to enable them to serve on the commit- 
tee known as the cabinet. In the natural 
order of things the lord president of the privy 
council, who happens to be the duke of Dev- 
onshire, ought to be the presiding officer of 
the committee tn question. But the crown 
retains the prerogative of appointing whom- 
soever it pleases as chairman of the commit- 
tee, under whom the president of the council 
is then compelled to serve on the committee, 
and so jealous is the sovereign of this right 
that an outgoing premier is not permitted 
to offer one word of recommendation or ad-+ 
vice about his successor unless specially 
asked by the monarch. 


The premiership is usually held in England’ 


in conjunction with the office known as that 
of first lord of the treasury, which has for 
some time past been occupied by Arthur Bal- 
four, his uncle and predecessor, Lord Salis- 
bury, having combined the office of prime 
minister, first with the secretaryship of state 
for foreign affairs, and more recently with 
the post of lord privy seal. Lord Rosebery 
when premier was first lord of the treasury, 
and so, too, was W. E. Gladstone. It may 
therefore be as well to explain that the lords 
of the treasury are a commission of five per- 
sons, who for the last 200 years have been 
appointed by the crown on every change of 
cabinet to administer the ancient office of 
lord high treasurer. Only two of the lords 
of the treasury occupy seats in the cabinet. 
The senior of the two is known as the “ first 
lord,’’ while the second bears the title of 
“chancellor of the exchequer.”

At Berlin the 
two premierships are usual- 
ly, though not necéssarily, 
held by one and the same per- 
son, and Count Btilow is not 
only prime minister of the 
kingdom of Prussia but like- 
wise the head of the imperial 
administration, bearing as 
such the title of chancellor 
of the empire. His double office is no easy 
one. ‘For he is obliged to maneuver in such 
a manner as to secure the enactment by the 
imperial reichstag and by the Prussian land- 
tag of the measures which the emperor orig- 
inates. Then, too, as chancellor of the em- 
pire, he is obliged to propitiate all the other 
sovereigns of the technically speaking in- 
dependent states comprised in the confedera- 
tion known as the German empire, and if he 
fails in any one of these particulars—that is 
to say, if he finds it impracticable to secure 
frdm the reichstag or the landtag the legisia- 
tion demanded by the emperor, if he involves 
the latter in quarrels with the other federal 
sovereigns, or if the kaiser himeelf becomes 
tired of him—he is quickly ousted and called 
upon to make way for anew man, Let me 
add that itis the emperor himself who s@ects 
the ministerial colleagues of his chancellor 
and premier, sometimes without much regard 
to the wishes of the latter, and their term of 
office depends not upon pariiamentary sanc- 
tion nor upon their cotperation with the 
prime minister but solely upon their useful- 
ness to the monarch and upon the duration 
of his favor and good will. 

. The czar has no premier, and since the 
death of old Prince Gortchakoff there has 
been no chancellor of the empire in Russia. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has two premiers, 
one for Austria and one for Hungary. Over 
and above the premiers and their respective 
cabinets are, however, three ministers, one 
for war, one for finance, and one of foreign 
affairs, for the entire dua] empire. The min- 
istry of foreign affairs is usually held in con- 
junction with the post of minister of the im- 
perial house, who likewise fulfills the duties 
of chancellor of the dual empire. 

Italy’s premier is selected by the sovereign 
from the party that has the majority in par- 
liament, and when defeated in the latter he 
resigns. In Spain until now the crown has 
been in the habit of selecting a premier first 
and then leaving him to create a ministeria] 
majority afterwards by means of electoral 
methods peculiar to the Iberian peninsula 
The premier is usually the chief of one or the 
other of the two great political parties, the 
office being now held by Spain’s Gladstone 
namely, old Sefior Sagasta. In France the 
Premier can only hold office if he enjoys the

ROMBE, July 4.—The holy see is busily en- 
gaged in rejuvenating the catechism. In 
Italy several bishops are at. work editing a 
catechism that shall do for the whole coun- 
try. In France a like workis goingon. The 
pope has greeted favorably the new Bourges 
catechism printed by order of Mgr. Sermon- 
net. 

The “exciter of souls,”’ Mgr. Dupanloup— 
the epithet is Renan‘s—in a work im four vol~ 
umes collected the experiments of the age 
cialist from the Doctrina Christiana ”’ 
St. Augustine to his own catechism. gt 
loup, Ketteler, Bossuet, Gerson, St. Augus- 
tine have all played on that keyboard from 
which resound the notes of: heaven and 
earth. Of all the catechisms only two, one 
French, the other German, seem to suffice for 
the ideal catechist. I leave aside the cate- 
chism of the council of Trent, that master- 
piece of faultiess doctrine, and Bossuet’s,;. 
that marvel of definition. 


Lacks the Popular Accent. 


The latter has no longer for us a strict 
logical order, although it brought into being 
precise phrasing. It lacks the popular ac- 
cent, the sensible and visible intention, the 
happy imagery, the synthetic, and catching 
form. Clean, simple, concrete, living, pre- 
cise, exact, such are the characteristics of 
the catechism. As a rule, however, they 
are obscure, complex, . abstract, feless, 
vague, inadequate. It is inexpressible for- 
tune, then, for the mind'to grasp the mean- 
ing of these manuals, conceived and exe- 
cuted apart from all psychological laws. 

The holy see and its hunters of souls have 
opened up the prospect. of one single cate- , 
chism. As a direction for the catechist it 
would be a good thing, but deliver us from 
it as a catechism to be put into the hands 
of children! The catechism is something 
applied to unequal powers of recep- 
tion. A bright minded Italian, a logical 
and intuitive Frenchman, needs a kind of in- 
struction which a native of Appenzell or a 
Dutchman would follow with difficulty.

Priests Neglect Their Duties: 


The next sacerdotal congress should pro- 
vide us with exact data regarding the district 
where the catechism isitaught. Asa general 
rule people are irreligious not because they 
hate religion, but because they know nothing 
about it. Now in certain places,.which 1 
shall not name, ignorance in religious mat- 
ters surpasses belief. Around Paris itself, 
that corrupt and corrupting China, hundreds 
of thousands of persons ean neither go to the 
priest no learn the catechism, 

The new Bourges catechism preserves the 
old framework because tradition forcéd on it 
this painful reverence, It fs a pity. - But the 
new edition marks a great advance. It is 
clear, orderly, sensible, concrete, and popy- 
lar. For its doctrine it hastakén St. Thomas 
and the catechism of Trent as its models; for 
its literary form Bossuet. The editor at the 
start had a happy idega—be made.same use. 
of the historic methods. Why-did he not keep 
on that track? Religion is a historical fact. 
To know, to explain this prolonged event 
in which all tfuths meet, that js the true 
order, the real ideal, adaptability. The great- 
er part of our catechisms are modeled on 
manuais and theologies. That is not enough. 

Alban Stolz, the Bossuet of popular liter- 
ature who gave the touch of sensibility to the 
Freyburg in Breisgau catechism, first felt 
the need ofa renovation. Public manners, he 
used to say, no longer convey faith: It is 
teaching that must preserve it. That is the 
work that has not yet been done, hence the 
gap we see today. 2 


ST. VINCENT AGAIN SHAKEN. 


British Island in the’ West Indies Re- 
ports Severe Shock from 
Earthquakes. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, July 18.— 
[Delayed.]—Several shocks of earthquake 
were experienced here yesterday. There was: 
a terrific one at 9:45 in the morning. It was 
accompanied by a loud, rumbling, explosive 
sound like thunder. Furniture was set in 
motion -everywhere, bottles and crockery 
were thrown from shelves in shops, and sev- 
eral buildings were damaged. 

There was no loss of life, but a great panic. 
prevailed. The most severe shock lasted 
only ten seconds. These shocks were prob- 
ably caused by subterranean gas or steam 
explosions. 

A few days ago it was reported that the 
saddle between the two craters of the Souf- 
friere volcano had collapsed, resulting in the 
fall of thousands of cubic feet of sand and 
ecoria rock into the funnel, thus blocking 
the throat of the crater, and it is now claimed 
that the gas and steam, failing to find an 


outlet by the throat, or funnel, caused in-: 


ternal explosions and intense concussions.

Ger Makes. Satisfactory Gains in 
Number of Vessels and Tonnage | 
Through Waterway. 


SIGN CQRRESPONDENCE OF 
FRANKFORT, July 6—The Frankfurter 
Zeitung of this date publishes data taken 
from the report of the board of directors of 
the Suez Canal company. Of the number of 
vessels and amount of tonnage of the ves- 
sels passing through the canal in 1901, 56. 1 
per cent and 57.8 per cent were British, 

against 56.2 and 57.6 in 1900 and 64.0 and 66.6 
in 1899. The number and tonnage of German 
vessels in 1901 was 13.8 and 16.3 per cent, 
against 13.4 afid 15.1 in 1900, and only 10.7 
and 10.8 in 1899. The increase of German 
shipping forms the most essential part of the 
report. The percentage of French and Dutch 
shipping shows a slight decrease; that of 
Russia remained stationery.

THE STORY OF JOHN W. GATES. 

John W. Gates occupies at present such 
a prominent position in the financial world 
that even a brief chapter from his auto- 
biography must be extremely interesting. 
The fact that heretofore Mr. Gates has 
taken the attitude of a sphinx only 
adds to the interest in “his present rev- 
elations. But a careful reading of the story 
as he tells it makes it clear that what it 
has in interest it lacks in value as a guide 
and inspiration to ambitious young men how 
to get rich. Leaving aside the question as to 
whether or not equal opportunitiés are open 
t» the rising generation, it is clearly ap- 
parent that Mr. Gates’ meteoric rise is 
chiefly due to the fact’ that he was born with 
the commercial foresight.to see the opp r- 
tunity and with the ability to make the 
most of it. It would be as idle, in pointing 
out the steps in Mr. Gates’ career, to ad- 
vise other young men to go and do likewise 
as it would be to give’ them a detailed ac- 
count of how Dickens wrote his books and 
then suggest that they follow his example. 
If' a young man have the special faculty 
necessary for success in a certain line he is 
not likely to need the advice. If he lack 
the ability no amount of advice will avail 


Probably not one in a hundred men sent 
to sell barbed wire in Texas at a hundred 
ddllars a month would have seen, as Mr. 
Gates did, that there was much more 
money in making than in selling the product. 
Certainly a much smaller percentage, once 
seeing the possibilities, would have been 
able, as Mr. Gates was, to establish a plant 
and become manufacturers. For the first 
year or two the profits were simply enormons 
—a fortunate circumstance for which fore- 

ght, ability, and good luck may have 

n almost equally responsible. Fora time 
these profits ran as high as 50 per cent a 
week. Finally the Gates manufacturing 
plant was destroyed by fire, and thereupon 
Mr. Gates began the career of consolidation 
out of which have come his millions. With 
little but a ruined plant on his hands, Mr. 
Gates was able in fifteen minutes to ar- 
range a consolidation with his leading com- 
petitor in the west. Here his demonstrated 
ability as salesman and manager cut a large 
figure. 

Then Mr. Gates invaded the east, building 
large mills largely on borrowed capital near 
Pittsburg and going to Europe for the need- 
ed steel. In this move Mr. Gates first came 


‘into contact with J. Pierpont Morgan, se- 


euring from the great banker a credit of 
$300,000—** more money,” as Mr. Gates 
says, “ than we were worth.” In this trans- 


action it may be taken for granted, again, | 
that the ability and enterprise of Mr. Gates, | 


as already shown, had their effect on the 
banker, who, in extending the desired credit, 
showed himself a shrewd judge of men. 

During these years of extension the Gates 
interests were involved in almost continuous 
patent litigation, and it was a charaéteristic 
stroke of business policy as well as a good 
proof of his special! faculty as a consolidator 
that Mr. Gates was able to settle all these 
difficulties by bringing together into one 
company all the warring interests—of which 
company Mr. Gates became the president. 

From that time on the story is one of in- 
creasing and frequent consolidations, until 
all the barbed wire companies in the country 
were owned and managed by the Consoli- 
Uated Wire and Steel company of which 
Mr. Gates was the controlling spirit. Ona 
capitalization of $4,000,000 the profits of 
this company -avéraged for several years 
more than a million dollars. 

This brings the narrative down to 1898, 
after: which, though Mr. Gates was engaged 
in constantly larger consolidations, he dis- 
creetly omits to state the figures of his 
profits. Most startling of all is his state- 
ment that he is the real father of the billion 
dollar steel trust, with the paternity of 
which Mr, Morgan has been generally cred- 
ited. 

Incidentally Mr. Gates takes occasion to 
say that he had no part whatsoever in the 


recent corn corner on the board of trade. | 


This is good news, because the country 
would be glad to believe that a man who has 
displayed such great financial talents is 
not taking part in gambling operations in 
foodstuffs. 

Finally, it should be said, as was said in 
the beginning, that, full of interest as is 
Mr. Gates’ story, it is not calculated to help 
other young men in the struggle for wealth. 
It is a story of special talents developed to 
the full extent under the stimulus of special- 
ly favorable circumstances. Mr, Gates’ ca- 
reer is not one the average youth of ordinary 
parts can hope to rival. 


THE MONEY VALUE, OF A SOUL. 
In the northern part of Illinois there is an 
erangelist going about from church to 
chureh on these terms: Forty dollars a week 


-and fifty conversions guaranteed or money 


refunded. 

One cannot help feeling that somehow 
nnd somewhere there is something wrong 
about an arrangement of this kind. We 
have all become accustomed to seeing in- 
tangible things expressed in terms of money. 
We have learned how much a shattered 
reputation is worth. We have learned how 
much a broken heart is worth. We have 
become accustomed to having ladies stand 
up in court and say that having been be- 
guiled of their affections they felt them- 
selves about $50,000 poorer. Solomon was 
mote cautious and less explicit. He was 
willing to admit that the price of the vir- 
tuous woman was “ far above rubies.” He 
never undertook, however, to estimate the 
exact number of shekels which she was 
worth to her possessor. In these modern 
days we are not so vague. Our judges have 
to estimate hearts just as they estimate in- 
ventions and corner lots. 

Such a method of dealing with human 
emotions may be queer. One may have but 
& mean opinion of the woman who casts up 
her affections in dollars and cents. The 
limit is not reached, however, until one be- 
gins to place a money value on souls. Tue 
Trareune has had occasion before this to 
notice the tactics of a certain levee mission 
which used to get ont cards headed: Do you 
know that souls are being saved at $2.16 
apiece? The figures used to change from 
time to time as souls went up or down, but 
the fluctuations did not interfere with the 
principle. The fact was that the mission 
got so many dollars every year and effected 
809 Many conversions. Who could deny then 
that each soul cost just so much? Logic is 
logic. The Illinois evangelist now saving 
souls at 80 cents per is of the same breed 


with the missionaries who have been men- 


tioned. except that he is apparently a cut

rate operator. Interesting questions arise. 
If more than fifty persons are saved is there 
apremium? If any of those who are saved 
backslide is there a rebate? rd 

Even more interesting than these, how- 
ever, is this one; Does the evangelist feel 
quite easy in his conscience, and do the 
uinisters who employ him think that they 
are doing God & service? 

There is room for casuistry here. One can 
say it makes no difference how people 
are converted or on what terms. main 
point is to get them converted, Being con- 
verted, they are safe. Again, logic is logic, 
It must be remembered also that sacrilege 
is sacrilege and rot is rot. The minister 
who is so anxious to get\conversions in his 
church that he enters into agreements which 
do such violence to ethics as well as to taste 


‘ean hardly be a proper religious guide, The 


determination to get conversions is in some 
vidces a mania. The minister wants to 
ecme in at the end of the year with his 
lands full of sheaves and hear himself 
called good and faithful servant. He is led 
on by that same passion for “ success ” and 
“results and “ statistics” which attacks 
many other kinds of people now in the world. 
For at least once, however, he has gone too 
far. That forty-dollar-and-fifty-conversions- 
a-week evangelist should be sent back to 
his true trade as drummer or promoter. 


THE VALUE OF “HOUSE PARTIES.” 

It is only of late years that the present 
form of social] entertainment known as 
“house parties” has become popular in 
America and ha& become possible in western 
communities. For, in former years, it was 
all people could do to entertain their own 
families and an occasional guest, and the 
American’s knowledge of house parties was 
gained from the reading of English novels, 
wherein the heroine was always going about 
from house to house, closely followed by the 
leisurely hero. Mr. Henry James, writing 
of modern English people, is fond of de- 
scribing establishments where “ they do fou 
very well,” and his favorite hero is a fas- 
tidious gentleman who, in his bedroom at 
a house party, “ always looked first at the 
books on the shelf and the prints on the 
wall,’ because he considered that these 
things gave the measure of the culture and 
the character of his hosts. 

Mr. Howells has never described a house 
party, and the joys of the American form of 
this entertainment remain unsung. © But 
it is acknowledged that there are country 
homes even about Chicago where “ they do 
you very well,” and where the social drama 
assumes some of its most interesting phases. 
Of course, some people vote the house party 
a bore, and they look upon the house that 
holds one as a place where the idle rich 
gather to indulge in idle chatter. Yet this 
need not be true. The house party may 


afford a needed opportunity for.the devel- 


opment. of the art of conversation in which 
Americans are said to be so sadly lacking, 
and it may be a center for the dissemination 
of ideas. When the real interpreter of mod- 
ern social life arises we shall know in what 
manner the members of these chosen gath- 
erings conduct themselves. ; 


JUDGE TULEY’S ANTI-STRIKE PLAN. 
Judge Tuley has his plan for the settle- 


iment .of industrial disputes. It is state 


legislation requiring all corporations to sub- 
mit to arbitration disputes with their em- 
ployés under penalty of a forfeiture of their 
charters in case of, refusal. The judge is 
a disbelieyer in compulsory arbitration be- 
tween ‘man and magn. He is a believer 
in an approach to compulsory arbitration 
between corporation and corporation, 
Labor organizations are not incorporated, 
but Judge Tuley suggests that they be com- 
pelled to incorporate and thus be punish- 
able by the forféiture of their charters in 
the event of a refusal to submit a disagrce- 
ment to arbitration. 

A corporation is the creature of thé state 
which grants it a charter. There is no 
question as to the power of Illinois to re- 
quire of all corporation hereafter organ- 
ized submission to the ». ‘ration of dis- 
putes with employés. Whether corpora- 
tions now in existence ean be required to do 


this is a question which is open to argument, 


Labor wars between corporations and their 
employés often affect the public seriously 
and should be banished if possible, buat 
whether the “ police power ’—that broad, 
ill defined power—can be utilized in order 
to make Judge Tuley’s plan practicable is 


pa matter for the courts of last resort to de- 


termine. They, too, will have to decide 
whether labor organizations can be forced to 
incorporate. “As yet they are reluctant to 
do so. They fear the responsibilities of a 
corporate existence. 

If the laws of this state were so amendd 
as to require corporations hereafter or- 
ganized to submit to arbitration all dif- 
ferences between them and the labor or- 
ganizations they had dealings with many 
men would consider it unsafe to attempt 


to carry on business under such conditions. | 


They will be of the opinion that the hazards 
of business would be increased too much 
if they had to sub:nit to arbitration all de- 
mands made upon them by employés. 
The demands would not always be reagou- 
able and the arbitrators would not always 
be just. ‘ 

Judge Tuley’s plan presents difficulties. 
which may make its adoption impossible. 
It is indeed a question whether it is possible 
to do away with labor wars by legislation. 
There are some matters which must settle 
themselves and which do gradually settle 
themselves as men become more intelligent 
and more regardful of the rights of others. 
Labor and capital probably cannot be forced 
by law to live in peace, but education and 
experience will lead to more friendly rela- 
tions and to fewer and more peaceful con- 


flicts. 
THE MINERS’ CONVENTION ACTS. 

The miners’ convention has agreéd to 
President Mitchell’s recommendation that 
a tax be levied on all members of the or- 
ganizatiow for the support of the striking 
anthracite miners. Only a few of the dele- 
gates favored a general strike. The pre- 
vailing feeling was that it would be a fatal 
error to order\a violation of agreements. 
The miners have set an admirable example 
to other labor organizations. 

It is estimated that to take care of the 
men who are out in the anthracite districts 
and some bituminous districts will require 
$500,000 a week, This is a large sum for 
the working miners to give, but they hope to 
receive contributions from other labor 
bodies. They will no doubt, but the miners 
themselves will have to carry the greater 
part of the load. 

It is for the mineowners to take the next 
move. They have been hoping that the 
pressure of distress would drive the miners 
back to work. Their distress is to be re- 
lieved, and the strike to continue. The mine- 
owners cannot adhere to their policy of non- 


‘action indefinitely. Work must be resumed 


so that the consumers of anthracite may be 
no longer unable to obtain it at reasonable 
prices. If an attempt is made to re- 
open the mines with nonunion men 
there will be rioting. The mineown- 
ers have not made the attempt, for they, 


know what the consequences will be. They 
are still unwilling to treat with their men. 
The last word from them is that “there 
is nothing to arbitrate.’ The popular belief 
is that arbitration would be proper, but the 
mineowners cannot be forced to resort 
to it. 
Unless the mineowners take some ac- 
tion there will be a trial of endurance. ‘The 
question will be whether the mifiers will be- 
come weary of taxing themselves heavily 
or the employers of seeing the mines un- 
productive. In the meanwhile in communi- 
ties where anthracite coal is a necessity it 
will become a luxury. The voice of popular 


“discontent will become Jouder. Bnergetiec 
| demands will be heard for the enforcement 
of anti-trust laws against a genuine mo-— 


‘nopoly, for the confederated mineowners 
control the entire supply of anthracite coal. 


THE REFORMING CAMERA. 

In national politics Boston is sometimes 
productive of queer ideas. In local admin- 
iytration it often has happy thoughts, One 
of the happiest of happy thoughts is the one 


‘just reported from the street department. 


Deputy: Superintendent Sullivan keeps a 
photographer at work snap-shotting the de- 
partment's employés as they are taking their 
midmorning loaf or chatting with their fa- 
vorite barkeep. If Chicago is capable of 
assimilating foreign improvements here is 
its opportunity. Whatrinstructive things 
the official Chicago photographer would dis- 
«cover! Suppose he should go out with one 
of the minions of the law from Mr. Kiol- 
bassa’s office and work up a panoramic 
moving picture of the’ operations of that 
minion during the day? The result wouldn’t 
look much like Mr. Roosevelt rounding up 
the New York police force. It would have 


a little more repose. It would also indicate , 


a smaller expenditure of foot tons of energy, 
But Mr. Kiolbassa’s office would not be 


the only one that would be benefited. There 


are others to which the photograph would 
be in the nature of a tonic. One need not 
tell them all over. One could wish, how- 
ever, that it were possible for the photog- 
rupher to get certain pictures which unfor- 
tunately would never come within the range 
of his camera. One cquid wish that he 
could find the state pure food commission 


-coiperating with the city health department 


in the inspection of milk. One could wish 
that he could find the state tenement in- 
spectors codperating with the building de- 
partment in keeping the river wards in a 
sanitary condition. One could wish many 
other wishes of the same kind. Altogether, 


| therefore, both for what he would find and 


for what he would not find, a city photog- 
rapher would be a useful person. Boston is 


right. 


MORE CHILD LABORERS IN ILLINOIS. 

The last report of the I)lineis factory in- 
spectors is instructive rather than redssur- 
ing. It appears that the number of children 
at work in Illinois is now about 19,000, 
This means an increase of 100 per cent over 
the figurés of fire years ago, Cook county 
is, of course, more to blame than the rest of 
the state. We have 15,000 children at work 
within the county boundaries. By a 
“ child ” is understood’any person under 16 
years of age. The law protects the child 
until he is 14. The factory inspectors’ fig- 
ures are concerned, therefore, with children 
between 14 and 16. The number of such 
children who go to work instead of keeping 
at school is proved by the report to be grow- 
ing larger. That such a tendency is desir- 
able no one will now try to maintain. The 
boy or girl under 16 has not yet had either 
the mental or the physical development 
which the stresa of modern industrial con- 
ditions demands. Now and then it may be 
well for the boy to go to work early. in 
most cases, however, as Mrs. Florence Kel- 
ley and all other persons who have given 
the subject their attention are willing to 
testify, early work means reduced vitality 
and impaired efficiency. Child labor is 
waste, 

The report of the New York factory in- 
spectors may well be compared with that 
of the inspectors from Illinois, The num- 
ber of children at work in factories in New 
York is about 14,000. This is a large num- 
ber. The significant thing about it; though, 
is that it is no larger than the number which 
was submitted last «year, the year before, 
and the year before that. The number of 
working children in New York remains 
about the same. Why is it that Illinois can- 
not make a similar showing? Largely be- 
cause the New York law is much better than 
the one we have here. In Greater New 
York, which is, of course, the center of child 
labor in the state, Dr. Lederle of the health 
department enforces with enthusiasm and 
with severity the provisions of the law which 
governs the labor of children between 14 and 
16. There are three provisions in particu- 
dar which need to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the people of Lllingis. First, the 
mother’s affidavit to the effect that the 
child is 14 is not received. What is demand- 
ed is a birth certificate. Second, it is neces- 
‘sary that the child shall have had a ground- 
ing in certain studies. If he hus had all the 
studies except one he is stillineligible. The 
single omission spoils his chances. He must 
go back to school. Third, a record of the 
case must be sent to Albany, where the de- 
partment of labor takes a keen interest in 
the situation. These rigid requirements, 
rigidly enforced, explain why things are as 
they are. The law and Dr. Lederle have 
proved too much for child laborers, their 
parents, and their employers. 

One must remember, too, that New York 
has forty-two inspectors. Illinois has only 
twelve. Nor is it simply in numbers that the 
Illinois force is weak. The pay of the fac- 
tory inspectors is not such as to command 
the services of the best men. The chief in- 
spector gets $1,500. His assistants get $750 
and $1,000. In Massachusetts the chief in- 
spector gets $3,000. Besides, tenure of office 
in Massachusetts is quite different from 
what it is in Illinois. The present Massa- 
chusetts chief inspector has been in office 
twenty-six years. | 

These reasons, and many others, can be 
given for the conditions revealed by our fac- 
tory inspectors’ report. Are the people of 
Illinois satisfied or do they want to see 
change? |

do so with the commendable stealthiness 
that rubber tires make possible. 


POLICY IN NEW YORK AND IN CHICAGO 

Of all ways of getting rid of one’s money 
policy is perhaps the most immediately ef- 
ficacious. It is gratifying, therefdre, to 
notice the success which has attended the 
efforts made in New York to. drive the 


game into its remotest and most secluded cor- 


ners. Five years ago the number of policy 
shops in New York was about 1,200 and the 
money spent yearly in trying to guess what 
the drawings would be amounted to abeut 
$7,500,000. Today the number of shops 
has been reduced to and the losses of 
the public have suffered a more than pro- 
portionate decrease. The operation of the 
game has been forced more and more into 
a secrecy which bodes ill for its profits. New 
York may, therefore, congratulate itself 
on an advance in morals and in economy. 
Chicago, however, is still far from the point 


which congratulations are appropriate. 


We have today as much policy as ever be- 
fore. There are four or five big books and 
many smaller ones. A prominent city hal] 
official said not jomg ago that policy -cost 
Chicago about $1,000,000 every year. 
Whether this estimate is too high or not, 
the general statement is true that Chicago 
is too much addicted to a game in which 
outgo is outrageously larger than income. 
What makes the thing worse is that the 
people who play policy are, in the main, 
those who can least afford to throw their 
money away. It is the poor man who is 
supporting the policy firms. Even if one 
supposes that the drawings are made honest- 
ly, the chances agdinst the public are so 
great that honesty ceases to be a virtue. 
Besides, it is not always certain that honesty 
rules. The fact is that policy is what is 
commonly called a “ suckers’ game.” It is 
demoralizing and pauperizihg.

FOR CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP. 

Last October there began in this city a 
movement which has since béen absarbed 
into the propaganda of an international 
body and now seems likely to obtain recog- 
nition in many ways which its originators 
did not anticipate. The First Presbyterian 
church of Austin had been much moved by 
the death of President McKinley. The 
pastor of the church, Dr. 8. M. Johnson, 
in thinking the matter over, came to the 
conclusion that the children of the Sunday 
school ought to be more thoroughly instruct- 
ed in the duties of Christian citizenship. 
Accordingly, he set aside a certain Sun- 
day for exercises of a patriotic character. 
The idea was adopted almost immediately 
by the Cook County Sunday School asso- 
ciation. Last month it received. similar 
treatment at the hands of the international 
Sunday school convention at. Denver. 
“Standing for Christ and country,” the 
convention recommended that “ the teach- 
ing of Christian citizenship be combined 
with that 6f temperance on the Sunday 
kaown as the ‘ World’s Temperance Sun- 
day.’” 

The results aimed at are diverse. First, 


-th is respect for law and hatred for 
atiarchy. Second, there is the discharge of | 


the duties which citizenship implies. Third, 
there is love of country. The promoters of 
the movement put all these into the phrase 
“ Christian citizenship,” but from what they 
say it is evident that their idea is triple,

blue field, with a red cross on a white union. 
With reference to the fidg, Dr. Johnson 
has said: “ The church should have a flag 
that will stand for religion as the national 
flag stands for patriotism, and this flag 
should be to the church what the stars and 
stripes is to the country. The use of the 
flag in conjunction with the national flag 
would say to the eye that Christianity is 
in favor of government as against anarchy 
and in favor of good government as agaiust 
bad. government.”

That is to sa¥, how 
does the child discover a lie and habitually make 
use_of it? 

We can admit that at the iesiaciie there is ab- 
solute sincerity. ‘The child through all its first 
years neither lies nor dissimulates. Its sentiments, 
its desires translate themselves into words and inta 
acts. Every idea, every desire becomes an act. The 
idea is the commencement of the act. The act is 
merely an idea following its normal course. 

This is readily seen among individuals without 
will power, the impulsive, those. hypnotized. It 
suffices that an idea come to them in order that 
they translate it into words or action. Now, with 
every young child this primitive condition is to be 

found. All its sentiments prolong themselves into attitudes, movements, 

cries, words. Its body is the constant and perfect expression of its inmost 
being. Such is the starting point: sincerity, absolute transparency. 

How then does a child become a liar? : ae 

In this passage from primitive transparency to deceit a certain number 
of stages may be distinguished. The child discerns the lie little by little; 
then he perceives that lying is practiced by those about him, then he de- 
cides that the lie is useful, then he-habituates himself thereto. 

The first moment is the discovery of the lie. The chijd is conducted 
to the threshold of lying, and his conductor is play.

he finds real facts disagreeable, he can substitute for oom a pleasant 


fiction. 
The second stage is learning to lie by example, the revelhtion of the lie 


. not only as possible but as real, as practiced by the persons surrounding 


him, above all by his parents themselves, I do not here refer to families 
where the parents are liars. Even in the most honest families, where sin- 
cerity is loved, it often happens that the child catches its parents in flagrant 
abuse of the truth. 


There are a multitude of little lies tolerated which we treat as pardon- 


able. We tell the domestic to say we are not at home when we are; we 


we say we are happy to see some one, and directly after speak of having

Let me quote, as bearing upon this, what Théophile Gautier, one of the 


greatest possible authorities on the ways of cats (and dogs) says, among 


other dicta, concerning the relations between cat and man: 
“To gain the friendship of a cat is no easy task. It is a philosophical 
creature, settled in its ways, tenacious of habit, devoted fo order and clean- 


been annoyed, No more is necessary. The example has been given. 

We lie to the child himself; we are pressed by his many embarrassing 
questions, and, in order to free ourselves from the embarrassment, reply 
with what is frequently a falsehood. Some fine day he discovers the truth, 
and the evil is done. The gravest case is when the child is taken as an 


accomplice in a lie or when his mother tells him, “ Above all, do not tell 


this to your papa.” This is the ruin of all morality. 

The third stage is the first encounter of the child with society—the first 
shock with social life. The child who tells all he knows, sees, and hears, 
all that he would better have left unsaid, is called the “ enfant terrible.” 
His parents do not tell him to lie, but they tell him it is not necessary to 
tell all that he thinks. This is extremely serious, as it teaches the child 
that he cannot show himself as he is. This is the revelation of the lie ob- 


- ligatory. Above all among his comrades he quickly learns to dissimulate, 


because if he is nalve—expresses all his joys, pains, desires—they make 
sport of him, nay, worse, they ‘abuse his confidences; the hopes, projects 
which he has cenfided to them he some day sees used against him. 

Thus the impossibiity of living without lying is revealed to him. So- 
ciety excuses certain forms of lying which are inspired by a feeling of pd- 
liteness, modesty, shame, 

The child becomes a liar, because all the world\ about him lies. The 
distinetion between the liar and the man of sincerity is only relative. There 
are in reality only two categories—those who content themselves with the 
lies exacted by social life and those who have habituated themselves to 
lying more than society wishes—to lie because of some persona! interest. 

An important cause in the development of lying children is the employ- 
ment of excessive and ill advised punishments. The child‘ who becomes a 
liar is the one who lives in perpetual terror of reproaches, humiliations, or 
strokes. The lie for him is a supreme resource. Often a child lies to its 
particular persecutors and to no others. “It is only to mamma I lie,” said

Sometimes he will sit looking at'you with eyes so deep, so 
expressive of affection, so human, that it becomes startling, because 
it is impossible to suppose that there is no definite thought behind them,” 

That cats do think and reason no one who has studied them closely can 
well doubt, and the inimitable Théo has a story to illustrate this fact.

This is no less true among adults. Observe the men and women about 
you who lie, and you nearly always see that they commenced with trregé 
ularity of conduct. When they go to places they ought not go to, see things 


they ought not see, associate with people with whom they ought not asso 


ciate, they almost inevitably lie. 

The first or second time they perhaps declare the truth courageously, 
but as soon as they find the confession painful, perhaps to spare the feel¥ 
ings of those dear to them or to prevent a coolness, they take to habituah 
falsification in order to conceal théir conduct. 

The old saying has it that lying is the parent of all vices, This 
doubt is true, but the inverse would be still more true. Habitual immorald 
ity leads to habitual lying. We lie to‘preserve the appearance of virtud 
after we haye lost the reality. . 

Such, I believe, is the common ‘endatien of the liar, There are, how 
ever, certain predisposing causes to be noted. 

One is vivacity of imagination. If I have a lively 
imagination I will be fertile with ‘ingenious and 
plausible fictions, People who do not lie are fre 
quently those who simply have sv mediocre an im- 
agination that they cannot invent an acceptable 
story. 

Another predisposing cause is perhaps a certain 
aridity of the heart. If I remain coid and indifferent 
under circumstances when I feel that I am expected 
to be affected I am strongly tempted to simulate 
violent feeling. 

Great sincerity is surely and quickly recognized 
by two principal characteristics—thé courage to pro- 
duce pain and the conrage to confess.

In America farm colonies are comparatively of re 
cent origin. The largest farm colony in this coun-

for work. Results show the rewards of their efforts. Crops of sugar beets, 
cantaloupe, beans, corn,*cabbage, hay, alfalfa, and other fodder crops have 
been successfully raised and have supplied numerous mining camps. 

The colonists are also progressive in improving themselves both -intel- 
leetually and materially. Already they have established two schoolhouses, 
with some 120 pupils, a farmers’ institute, a debating society, a weekly 
newspaper, and they also have a stone quarry, a beet sugar dump, hay 
pressing machines, a dairy, a lumber yard, and a coal yard, general stores, 
a hotel, a new stone railroad depot, erected partly by the colonists and the 
Santa Fé railway, on which the colony is situated; a postoffice which trans- 
acted a business of over $6,000 during the last year, and a large orphanage 
—Cherry Tree home—erected at a cost of $20,000, and which is built en- 
tirely by the colonists themselves—a splendid monument to their thrift, 
skill, workmanship, and industry. Looking over this little community to- 
ward the south, the visitor is impressed with the realism of it all—a thriv- 
ing farming community; men working in the fields, others driving huge, 
heavily laden wagons drawn by double teams of horses, are making their 
way to the beet sugar dump at the railroad; groups of women and young 
girls are clustered around the exterior of the postoffice awaiting the after- 


noon mail, and further in the background looms up the red roofed Cherry 
Tree home, with its large verandas and scores of happy little orphans, 
gathered from many cities in the union, are scampering and shouting and 
playing games in the yard below. To see these bright eyed, red cheeked, 
happy yet unfortunate, children playing about, some riding bronchos and 
others recreating themselves in the freedom of their childhood, is indeed a 
sight to make one enthusiastic over the great good work that is here being 
accomplished. Not only are men and women and families being made in- 
dependent land owners but the wee unfortunate orphans of the slums, re 
moved from their bad environment in the cities, educated and made strong 
men and women, themselves become happy and prosperous farmers. 

Place the “landless man on the manless land,” or, in other words, 
** place the waste labor upon the waste land by means of the waste capi- 
tal, and thereby convert this trinity of waste into a unity of production.” 
Thus has that great, good, cultured man, Frederick Booth-Tucker, epi- 
grammatically worded a great proposition, To the man of affairs this is apt 
to sound like a mere well expressed theory. The work that the Salvation 
army has done on its colony is, however, fairly conclusive proof of the 
practicableness of the project. Moreover, some of the most influential men 
in the country have indorsed and are warmly in sympathy with the plan. 

The farm colony of the Salvation army is a plain business proposition. 
Through the colony a great work is being accomplished, and only those who 
are willitg to work are aided. To buy the land, some 2,200 acres, to make 
improvements, and to equip the colonists, the Salvation army created «a 
bond issue of $150,000, which sum is secured by the land and improvements 
on the colony, and is further guaranteed by the army. To pay for the land 
and to equip a farm for a single family cost from $500 to $750, 'on which 
sum the colonist is required to pay merely interest at 5 per cent, or from 
$25 to $37.50 per annum. And of the forty families on the colony, during

He is a man of good executive ability and is extremely popue 
lar, so much so that he hds made friends of all the colonists and also of the 
cowboys and settlers for many miles around. The attitude of the sure 
rounding settlers is friendly toward the colonists; all seem to feel in a de 
gree that this community, in harmony with all other

The same system which he adopted with 
regard to the distribution of the medal for 
the battle of Dunbar—that is to say, the 
granting it to all those of his troops who 
had taken’ partin the conflict—isin operation 
today, and the south African war medal 
which haa been distributed by the British 
government bears no relation whatsoever 
' to the United States so-called meda! of honor, 
which, like the Victoria cross, is given only 
for feats of heroism, but is allotted to every 
person, no matter whether combatant or 
noncombatant, who has‘ figured-in the Boer 
war on the British side. . 7 


Medals such as these and which are today 
known under the generic: name of war 
medals,’’ invariably attached to the breast 
by a duly specified colored strip of ribbon, 
are what the French call mere “ jettons de 
presence *’—that is to say, bits of metal des- 
tined to show that one has figured in some 
capacity or another in the field during the 
war. Thusthe new south African war medal 
ig granted even to the Kaffir drivers of the 
commissariat mules and ox.teams. It has 
this merit, however, that the name. of the 
recipient is engraved on the edge, which 
renders it, after a fashion, a personal ma 
of distinction. 


almost every: war, both great and small, that 
has taken place during the last fifty or sixty 
years in Europe, or in which any European 
power has been involved. Thus, for instance, 
England has given a medal to those who 
took part in suppressing the Indian mutiny 
in 1857, to*those who figured Crimean 
War, to those who participated in the Abys- 
sinian ‘expedition under Lord Napier of Mag- 
dala, for the various different wars that 
have taken place’ in Egypt during the last 
twenty years, for the dozen wars that have 
taken place during the last quarter of a 
century. in India, and likewise for conflicts 
that have occurredin West Africa, Zululand, 
and China. 

France, in the same way, has.granted med- 
als to the participants in each of her wars 
during the last sixty years, with the solitary 
exception of that of 1870, in which she was 
so disastrously defeated by Germany. But 
there is now a movement on foot to secure 
from the goverfiment some kind of recog- 
nition for those who, during the period still 
known as the “ annee terrible,’’ took part in 
the defense of their country. | 

Emperor ,Francis Joseph, however, has 
taken the ground that defeat, when it is pre- 
ceded by a gallant defense, does not consti- 
tute a ground for depriving. of an imperial 
recognition of their services those who have 
fought in vain, and the so called “‘ Kriegs 
medailie,’’ or war medal, founded some 
-thirty-years ago, figures on the breasts of-all 
the survivors of the Austrian wars of 1859 
against France and Italy, of 1864 against 
Denmark, and of 1866 against Prussia and 
Italy. Yet in the last nanied conflict Em- 
peror Francis Joseph's troops sustained a 
crushing defeat at the hands of Prussia and 
met with similar disaster in-the struggle of 
1859, which deprived the dual empire of its 
Lombardian provinces. 

Needless to add, every Russian soldier 
who. figured in the war with Turkey'in 1877 
and every German who fought in the Fran- 
co-German war of 1870 wears a medal on 
his’ breast to comrmemorate the fact. 


The so-called ‘‘ Medaille Militaire” in 
France and the “ Medal for Distinguished 
Conduct ” in England, have little in common 
with the ordinary war medals. to which 1] 
jhave just referred. . They are, like the 
‘United States Medal of Honor,” granted 
by Congress and only conferred for acts of 


origin of medals of this kind dates back to 
the time of Christ, when it is on record that 
the Chinese struck gold medals in order to 
reward those whom it was desired to honor 
as national heroes. The old Roman empire 
followed suit about 200 years later. 

Then the practice went out of fashion and 
the next time that we hear of the grant of 
medals for feats of heroism in war was 
after the Spanish Armada, when Queen 
Elizabeth conferred a number upon some of 
her best known and most celebrated admirals 
and captains, Sir Francis Drake, Lord Ef- 
fingham, Bir Walter Raleigh, etc. 


cial silver badge or medal for soldiers and 
officers distinguishing. themselves “ in: for- 
lorn hopes,’’ and gave orders that the names 
of such soldiers be signified in writing to the 
sovereign by the commander-in-chief in or- 
der that “‘ care may be taken to reward their 
deservings.’’ This royal warrant, which 
King Charles dated from Oxford, is gen- 
erally regarded as the origin of the distinc- 
tion known as ‘“‘mentioned in the dispatches.”’ 

Curiously enough, no medals were granted 
for any of the splendid victories obtained on 
land by the first duke of Marlborough and 
other celebrated generals during the wars 


Anne, and of George I., although some 
medals were granted by William and Mary 
to distingiushed naval commanders to com- 
_memorate victories at sea. After the battle 
‘of Culloden King George II. distributed a 
few gold medals among the senior officers, 
and, while medals were granted during the 
reign of George III. to the rank and fi.e who 
took part in the victories of the Nile and of 
Trafalgar, the money needed for the purpose 
was provided by private generosity and not

ONDON, July 10.—The most curious 
theatrical performance I have 
ever seen was that of the old 
morality play, ‘‘ Everyman,” pro- 
duced at the Imperial theater by 
Mr. Ben Greet and the Eliza- 
bethan Stage society. The play 
was written and first produced in the early 
part of the fifteenth century. I give the story 
of the play as written out by the manage- 
ment; 

our English morality, after a brief 
p e spoken by a messenger,.the action 
opens with a scenefin heaven,. where God, 
looking down upon the sinful earth, perceives 
how Everyman ‘liveth after his own pleas- 
ure,’ as if ignoring utter uncertainty of 
the tenure of human life. He théreéfore calls 
upon death, his ‘mighty méssénger,’ to 
proceed to Everyman, and summon him to 
undertake a pilgrimage which he in nowise 
may escape, and bid him bring with him 
without delay a sure reckoning. Death de- 
livers his message to Everyman, who at 
once appears upon the scene, and who tries in 
vain by pleas and bribes to turn the sum- 
moner away. Then, having received a hint 
that he should ‘ prove his friends if he can,’ 
to see whether any of them is so hardy as to 
accompany him on the journey which he must 
take, Hveryithan, left alone in his terror, be- 
thinke him of appealing to his old friend, 
‘Fellowship,’ his comrade in many a day of 
sport and play, to go with him, Fellowship, 
accosted as he passes over the stage, is full 
of assurances, for which he will pot be 
thanked.

From the upper landing a broad stairway will 
lead to the main apartments above.

—Shorts in July Onts Make Fancy 
Prices in Their Attempts to Cover— 
“Deferred Deliveries Strong — Not 
Much Doing in Corn. 


e wheat market yesterday was hardly as 
oircen as the news of the day. the latter be- 
ing of a decidedly bullish character. Prices 
however, were at times better, but the close 
dié not show any substantial advance, except 
possibly. in the July delivery, which at one 
time was up to 79c, reacting to TOC, and 
again’ getting to closing at It 
took bat small lots either way to move the 
current delivery and trade.in it was not as 
large as the widé range of prices would indi- 
cate. 

The weather map was decidedly unfavor- 
able, rains being repofted everywhere east 
of the Mississippi river and more or less 
Precipitation west. Commission houses ap- 
pearéd to be well supplied with buying orders 
at the opening which, with the weather, ac- 
counted for the higher prices current at that 
time. ‘The Harris-Gates people were about 
the most prominent in the July trade. They 
were on both sides of the market, but not in 
a big way. In the September, which opened 
a fraction over 73c, sold up to 73\c, and then 
of to T2%-\%c, closing at 72%-%c, the Nash- 
Wright people were prominent sellers, as 
Were aleo Logan-Bryan. The buying was 
done by Rankin, Wrenn, Richardson, and 
Nedfus. There was a better showing of 
wheat at primary poifits, where the total was 
1,153,300 bu, against 942,200 bu a year ago.

DEATH Trapt 


UNDREDS of Chicago families are 
living in flat buildings which com- 
petent architects declare are nothing 
more than death traps. Speculative 
building, it is charged, has resulted 

in the erection of scores of heavily tenanted 
structures which are not capable of with- 


standing a fire of small and ordinarily in-- 


consequential proportions. The ordinances 
of the city governing the erection of three 
and four story flat buildings, according to 
evidence presented within the last few days, 
have been flagrantly violated in order that 
pretentious fire traps might be dishonestly 
erected and used for purely speculative pur- 
“ Skin” buildings are held to be 
common to all parts ofthecity. There are 
more of them on the south side than in any 
other part of Chicago, yet many are to be 
found in recently developed sections lying 
about the terminus of the Northwestern 
elevated road. 
‘architects who have been investigating 
conditions for the purpose of collecting evi- 
dence against the building department of the 
city have discovered that speculative build- 
ing along “‘ skin " lines is a profitable indus- 


try in Chicago. They have found out that’ 


honesty and regard for the lives of unsus- 
pecting persons who tenant these structures 
are not taken into account by the builders. 
They lean toward gaudy display and cheap- 
ness. Most of the money spent for erection 
goes on the outside. Entrances are attract- 
ively finished, fronts are veneered with de- 
ceptive stone and artistically arranged brick, 
while the interiors are sadly neglected so far 
as protection against fire or the safety of 
eccupants is concerned, 


J 
Net Handsome Profits. 

“ Skin " buildings, it is charged, net a hand- 
some profit to the builders, frequently yield- 
ing as much as 100 per cent on the invest- 
ment, and the methods pursued by this class 
of builders are as deceptive as the structures 
erected by their hands. At the outset of his 
project the “skin” builder shows a superfi- 
cially honest intention. He usually employs 
some young and struggling architect to draw 
up a hastily conceived set of plans, the de- 
tails of which come within the scope of limi- 
tatione laid down by city ordinances. On 
their face the specifications are all right, and 
when taken to the office of the commissioner 
of buildings easily pass inspection and are 
given the stamp of approval. 

This is all the dishonest contractor wants. 
He is adequately equipped to do the rest. 
As soon as the plansare epproved the bullder 
dismisses his architect, whom he has paid a 
small sum, and starts in to erect the struc- 
ture according to his own ideas of economy. 


It is here, architects charge, that the laxity 


of the building department is shown, for 
instead of maintaining a rigid inspection, em- 
ployés of the city allow the contractor to pro- 
ceed as he sees fit, and the result is that 
when the building is completed it is in reality 
unsafe for occupancy because of extreme 
danger from fire. But it serves the purpose 
of the speculative builder. He hastily filisit 
with tenants, many of whom, it has been 
pointed out, are given two or three months’ 


floor. 


$60,000 for a building that did not cost to ex- 
ceed $25,000. Itis only when confronted with 
fast accumulating bills for repairs that the 
purchaser discovers that he has bought a 
gold brick. 

But this is held to be the least serious fea- 
ture in connection with the erection and sale 
of “skin” buildings, for beneath this is a 
grievance which borders upon criminal neg- 
ligence and the willful endangerment of 
human lives. It is not claimed that any 
three or four story flat building is absolute- 
ly fireproof. This has been shown in many 
instances where such structures have been 
wiped out by flames. Yet a clearly defined 
line of distinction is pointed out between flat 
buildings erected in strict compliance with 
city ordinances and those built along skimp 
and cheat lines. Wallis that cannot with- 
stand a mild poke with an umbrella or a stiff 
punch with a rule are not calculated to resist

Even experts cannot 
determine the thickness of the walls or ascer- 
tain the material that has been used in con- 

struction. Everything that is not what it 
should be is concealed from view, while the 
external material is all that could be wished. 
The investor is thus tempted, and in scores

I pre- 
dicted that with cold weather coming on we 
would have evidence to this effect before 
the winter was over, and the record of fires 
during the last six or seven months bears out 
my statement. The erection of these 
“skin ’’ buildings is an exceedingly serious 
matter and many human lives are involved.”’

Dangerous “‘Skinning.”’ 

The deception of the unscrupulous builder 
usually begins on the exterior walls, after 
the superstructure has been inclosed, so that 
the work going on within is hidden from 
public view, ‘Instead of making the bearing 
walls 12, 16, or 20 inches thick, as is called 
for by lew for three and four story buildings 
of this character, the “‘ skin’’ builder lays 
but eight inches of brick and fills in the 
remaining space with framework, so that 
to all appearances the wall complies with 
the requirements of the building ordinances. 
But it is in the dividing walls separating the 
different apartments that the most danger- 
ous “skinning” is done. No pretense ts 
made of constructing these out of fireproof 
material. The supports are 2x4 inch stud- 
ding, and wooden lath are used, making 
the wall an aid rather than a hindrance 
to flames. Frequently the walls are packed 
with mineral wool. 

“ But this might as well be sawdust as far

be affording protection against fire is con- 
cerned,” says Mr. Gay. 

Flimsy walls of similar construction in- 
close the staircases and line the corridors, 
making it absolutely impossible for firemen 
to confine a blaze to any particular apart- 
ment or section of the building. In addition 
the supports of the building, instead of being 
brick walls or steel girders surrounded by 
tile, are nothing more substantial than wood- 
en studding inadequately placed, and afford- 
ing little support to the building. So, when 
one of these supports is burned off or weak- 
ened until it gives way, the underpinning of 
the whole building is damaged so that the 
unsound walls topple and fall. This would 
not be possible if the building ordinances 
were lived up to, for it contemplates a firm 
superstructure, each section of which is 
strong enough to support itself, whereas in 
the skin” buflding each part is dependent 
upon the whole, and the combination is so 
faulty that it collapses on the slightest prov- 
ocation. 


| 
ood Instead of Iron. 


‘skin’ flat buildings are even 
the temporary structures put 
the world’s fair,’’ says Mr. Gay. 
“The world’s fair buildings were not in- 
tended for speculative purposes and every 
one knew how they were constructed. But 

in’ flat buildings are different. In the 

place, they are erected under dishonest 
methods. They are built to deceive. They 
look inviting from the outside, and so far as 
appearances go are model structures, yet 
danger lurks in every room. They area 
positive menace to human life. The walls 
are flimsy and unesubstantial. Wooden beams 
and supports are used where the building 
ordinances call for iron and noncombustible

material. The bearing walls are skinned 


as much as the contractor dares:and care- . 


lessness is shown in heating and plumbing 
apparatus. Why, I haveactually seen bulld- 
ings where gas flues werd through these 
combustible partitioning le with only a 
thin collar of sheet iron for protection. If 
this isn’t extending an invitation to. fire I 
am badly mistaken. 

“All staircases constructed within the 


meaning of the city building ordinances are 


supposed to be surrounded by fireproof walis, 
yet this vital precaution is. completely.ig- 
nore@ by unscrupulous contractors. What 


4s the result? When a fire breaks out these 


hollow, inflammable walls act as flues, and 
before the occupants of the building have 
time to turn around they’ are confronted 
with fire everywhere. A support or two is 
burne . off and the walls tumble in; endan- 

gering the lives of firemen and making the 
escape of those imprisoned in the burning 
building impossible. There are scores of 
ways for speculative builders to ‘ skin’ such 
structures, but not one of them is visible on 


the surface. Externally a building of this 
Character looks as good as one built in strict 


compliance with the ordinances, and that is 
why they are so dangerous. The only time 


to detect them and compel the contractors .

mences after the contractor has begun work. 
He builds without any regard for city ordi- 
nanhees or the lives of persons who are to 
occupy the building, and is not molested by 
city inspectors. Consequently when he has 
finished, his building is a pest and a menace 
to human Mfe. Its walls are flimsy and com- 
posed of combustible material. They are 
weak, and when once placed before fire 
melt away like so much snow. That is why 
so many lives are lost In Chicago flat build- 
ing fires.”

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DANGER OF STOYES. 


Those engaged in this work of curbing the 
questionable operations of speculative build 
ers of “ death traps *’ point to the large num- 
ber of apartment house fires that have oo 
curred in Chicago within the last few months 
They contend that these calamities were bul 
an indication of conditions that exist of 
every side of the city, and which need only 
& smal! blaze to make them conspicuous. 

Chief Musham of the fire meagre 
shares the opinion of architects that “ 
buildings, are dangerous and that. the live 
of their occupants are unsafe when 
fire breaks out.

However, I have observed in sew 
eral instances that wa!ls fell before we wert 
looking for them to tumble over and flremeys 
were compelled to flee for their lives, leaw 
ing hose and ladders behind them. Like

ASSETT ROLOOGER—puzzle in crim- 
inology—now in the county jail, is 
awaiting his trial for life. 

Few cases have presented such a 
study in crime. A man probably 
never committed cold blooded murder for 
whom so many extenuating circumstances 
could be found. Certainly few cases have 
been before the criminal courts in which the 
commission of the crime could be an admitted 
fact and yet the defense be so strong, 
Rolooger is deaf. He is dumb. It will be 
the defense of his attorney that he is insane. 
He has been without power of speech or 
hearing since he was5 years old. He never 
was taught a sign alphabet. He cannot re- 
member ever having talked intelligently to 
any one. He never received instruction in 
anything except gambling. He learned just 
enough of figures—how no one knows, but he 
learned—to use in games of chancé 
What moral tendencies he has are purely 
hereditary. No one ever told him that cer- 
tain things were wrong and certain things 
were right. If he knows any distinotions, 
the knowledge must have been an internal 
wth. 
wie may be insane. He cannot talk, and if 
insane that cannot be proven from his ut- 
terances. His actions are rational—for an 


animal. é 
Can’t Prove His Insanity. 


‘ How to prove his insanity is the puzzle. 
The court has appointed attorneys for him 
ané they have had him examined by special- 
ists. The specialists undertake to solve the 
mystery and they fall back on the assertion 
that the unprofessional are as capable as the 
professional of judging thie man’s sanity. 

Dr. Neely, medical director at the Dunning 

institutions, examined Rolooger and said: 
- “The attorneys conducting the case are as 
capable of judging in thie matter as I con be. 
There is no use of wasting fees for special- 
ists. The man being deaf and dumb, his san- 
ity or insanity must remain a matter of con- 
jecture. How a man who has been without 
these faculties ever since he can possibly re- 
member can have received any moral instruc- 
tion is the thing to be considered. » 

“ How can Rolooger ever have understood 
the difference between right and wrong? No 
one ever took the trouble to teach him a sign 
alphabet even. There is no way of com- 
municating with him except by the simplest 
sighs, and these serve to indicate the sim- 
plest things. His moral qualities must be in- 
ward growths.” 

In describing Rolooger’s traits it is said 
that he is like a watch dog. If anything

Story of Disappearance. 


On the afternoon of June 17 Harry W.

4; Russell, aged 2%; and a 
baby drove from their handsome home at 
26 Broadway, this city, to Chebacco lake to 
enjoy an afternoon on ‘its wooded shores. 
The lake is a charming sheet of water, two 
miles in length, and lies partly in the town 
of Hamilton and partly in Essex, with sum- 
mer homes of scores of wealthy men from 
sll over the country. It is seven m es from 
Beverly, and lies, roughly ng, east 
and west, paralleling the trolley line from 
Beverly to Gloucester, and about 400 yards 
from ft. At the western end of the lake 
Stands a handsome hotel, which is a favor- 
ite resort of many from nearby towns, and 
all about the shores are scattered cottages 
of Beverly and Gloucester folk. On the 
trolley side is Centennial park, where pic- 
nics rendezvous from far and near, and en-

To the south of the lake is Chebacco swamp. 
Three thousand acres of unbroken woodland 
stretch clear from Manchester. Fully 1,000 
acres of this is a tangle of underbrush full 
of treacherous quagmires. Scarce visible 
tralls, one time wood roads, lead to three 
old logging camps, which were built in the 
days when the high ground of this treacher- 
ous forest yielded pine to the lumberman, 
But those days are long past and the old 
camps are nothing but heaps of logs.

were intrusted to his care he would guard 
it as faithfully as a bull terrier. He is a 
character which Jules Verne might have 
taken and developed into a wonderful crea- 
tion. In the hands of Bdgar Allen Poe, 
Rolooger might have been the basis of an- 
other story like the “ Murders of the Rue 
Morgue.”’ 

His Hfe has been almost as wonderful as 
Helen Keller's. They represent the two ex- 
tremes. Skil!ful and loving friends devel- 
oped the girl, with her much greater limita- 
tions, into full and mature growth. Rolooger 
has sprung up like a weed. His imperfec- 
tions have served only to make him a victim 
in his struggle with the world. Finally they 
carried him to the extreme and he murdered 
two men. 

One of these men was his employer. The 
only man who is abie to understand the 
criminal at all thoroughly declares that the 
deaf mute believed his employer was en- 
deavoring to swindle him. Being imperfect 
his one thoroughly human quality is his 
sensitiveness. Thinking that his employer 
was trying to impose on him he shot him 
and another man. Both were dead within a 
week and Rolooger now awaits his trial. 

His crime was commonplace enough except 
for the fact that it Ulustrates his idea of 
retribution. He had been employed in a bar- 
ber shop in Polk street andsome wages were 
due him. With the signs he uses he demand- 
ed the money. His employer, Lee Robinson, 


refused him.

The deaf and dumb man left the shop 
@nd secured a revolver. He came back to 
the entrance to the shop, and, pointing the 
weapon at Robinson, made the signs he 
used in demand of the money.. Robinson, 
then alarmed, dropped h’3 razor and turned 

towards the cash box to get the money. 
Rolooger mistook the action. He thought 
his employer was reaching for his own 
weapon. The man who was being shaved, 
James H. Jefferson, looked up to see what 
the trouble was, and found Rolooger stand- 


ing in the doorway with a reVolver pointed . 


towards the chair. With a yell he jumped 
up, face lathered and towels about his neck, 
and made for the door. 

Rolooger shot him instantly ‘and he fell 
in a heap. He then shot Robinson, who 
had his hand in the money drawer, and the 
employer dropped fatally wounded. There 
was an immediate hubbub in the shop and 
the patrons made a wild scamper for win- 
dows and other exits, Rolooger shooting at 
all of them as they went. 
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His revolver emptied, the deaf and dumb 
man turned away, and was walking delib- 
erately from the shop when he fell Into the 
arms of a policeman who had heard the 
shooting and was hurrying towards the 
scene. He was arrested without resistance. 
Robinson died that night and Jefferson died 
a week later in the county hospital. 

To judge Rolooger’s responsibility fitting- 
ly it must be understood that his life had 
been spent among people who would have 
destroyed the moral attributes of a man who 
had some idea of right and wrong instilled in 
him by education. 

The question the specialists ask now is: 
What can be the condition of a man who 
never could receive any idea which did not 
develop of itself within him? Persons. who

It is not nearly so well developed as the sign 
language traders used to employ in dealing 
with Indians.

Trainloads of Searchers. 

The chief of police and the state detective 
bureau sent officers to work out the mystery.

PEAK to an old Californian cf the great 
Joaquin Carrillo, the most elegant. the 
bravest, and the most fearless of the 
Spanish banditti of*the early fifties, 
just mention ‘‘ Three Fingered Jack,” 

or the valiant Tiburcio Vasqu<«z, the quick 
light in the eyes at the revival cf cld memo- 
ries will flash at you and you will heay tales 
of their exploits that s@em incredible to you, 
two generations away from them. “* Wild 
Bill,”” Kit Carson, Apache Kid,” Bat”’ 
Masterson—you can conjure with these names 
in the middle west. Sam Bass of Texas, Tom 
Wagner of Montana—here and there, up and 
down the eastern slope of the Rockies, you 
hear the old names. ‘* Cherokee Bi'l ’’ cf the 
Indian Territory, Ned Christie, Bill Cook, 
Jim Ffench, Bob Rogers—the procession that 
passed before old Judge Parker of Fort Smith 
on to eternity at the end of a rope all are 
memories now. 

Quite on a par with the performances of 
these worthies, however, and marked by the 
same brand of desperate courage, are the 
truly marvelous escapes of the convict, 
Tracy, who for two weeks successfully elud- 
ed the attempts of the authorities of two 
States to capture him. While in no sense 
a “bad man ” in the old time acceptance of 
the term the convict has shown the posses- 
sion of the same perfect coolness when driven 
to cover which so many times saved the out- 
laws of the early west. 


West Becoming Peaceful. 

The reign of the bad ‘man is nearly over, 
and the west is coming to its heritage of 
peace and plenty. Jim Wilkerson, one of the 
most tireless’ and effective of the old Fort: 
Smith deputies, is a portly, smiling office 
marshal at Vinita now, issuing writs for 
petty thieves and bootleggers, for all the 
world lke the clerk in a city magistrate’s 
court. “ Bud’’ Letbetter, a big, clear-eyed, 
quiet man with a record of eighteen notches 
on his gun barrel, is hobbling around Vinita 
on crutches. He is town marsWMal, and while 
chasing a boisterous youth through analley, 
slipped on a loose stone, fell, and fractured 
his leg!

Men will. talk. of 
Sam Bass of Texas, forget the petty, con- 
temptible crimes that. preceded: his “final 
glorification, and sing only of his great 
fight with the rangers. A street -fight in 
Dodge city—manh matched fairly to man— 
made the name of Wild Bill heroic. Ned 
Christie, fighting with two boys as his only 
companions, a dozen deputies from his log 
fort tn the Cherokee nation, and - yielding 


Milo Creekmore made two attempts, only to 
be routed. Dave Rusk and Charite Copeland, 
with a small army of friendly Indians, failed 
to dislodge the desperate man. Christie was 

‘@bsolutely desperate, as cool as a dancing 
master, and the beslegers knew that it meant 
death to crogs the clearing between the woods 
and the fort. So the logs of the house were 
punctured in thousands of places and the 
bark chipped from every tree within easy 
rifle range of the beleaguered man. From 

these various fights. Isbell, Bouden, Fields, 


_ Creekmore, and half a dozen others emerged 


badly wounded. 

In October, 1892, it was decided to make 
one more effort to capture Christie, and the 
details were left to Deputies Paden Tolbert, 
Heck Bruner, and Capt. G. 8. White. Bruner 
and Tolbert got from Coffeyville, Kas., a 
three-pounder cannon, and Capt. White en- 
listed the ald of eight men, most of whom had 
fought Christie before. 

In regular order, and quietly, the attacking 
posse moved on the familiar fort at daybreak 


of Nov. 2. Archie Wolf and a boy were with 


Christie, and it was Wolf who fired the first 
shot in the battle that lasted all of Nov. 2, 
through the entire njght, and for a greater 
part of the following day. Over 2,000 shots 
were fired by the attacking men without 
making any apparent impression on , the 
bandit’s stronghold, and thirty shots from 
the cannon were hurled ineffectively against 


_ the heavy logs.

that it is forgotten that he was a common 
thief and whisky seller. 

Christie’s story has been summarized by 
a local writer in these words: ‘“‘ From the 
Senate to a Felon’s Grave!’ He was a full- 
bldod Cherokee, educated and progressive; 
he had. been a member of the tribal legis- 
lature, in both the council and the senate; 
he was a big,” handsome, smooth featured 
Indian; his trade was gunsmithy, and he 
could shoot with the experts. In _ spirit 
Christie was absolutely unafraid. 

In 1885 he quarreled with Dan Maples, a 
popular United States deputy marshal, 
of Bentonville, Ark: He killed Maples, then, 
gathering three or four companions, he.set 
out to follow the old road of crime. Horse 
stealing, robbing country stores, and whis- 
ky peddling employed his talents until the 
deputies crowded him too close, when he 
retreated to the Grand river hills, and. 
fortified a large log house for use as a 
headquarters. 


- Attempts to Capture Christie. 

‘Heck Thomas, in 1889, organized a posse 
to capture Christie, but, after fighting him 
for hours, with the result of one man severely 
shot and a bullet in the outlaw’s cheek, that 
merely disfigured, withdrew. . Barney Con- 
nelly and Heck Bruner tried a number of 
times to take him. William Bouden and 


At last, late in the afternoon of the second 
day, Bill Smith and Charlie Copeland stole 
to the shelter of a wagon, twenty yards from 
the fort. Here they fortified themselves 
with rails piled against the wheels. They 
were then joined by William Ellis, Tolbert, 
and Capt. White. A plan was made to dyna- 
mite Christie, and six six-inch sticks of the 
explosive were prepared. 


How Christie Met His Death. 


- Thesignal given, Tolbert and Smith stepped 
away from the little breastworks to the right, 
while Ellis and White went to the left; all 
opened a rapid, smoke-clouding fire, under 
cover of which Copeland crept to the fort and 
placed the dynamite. The-attackers thenre- 


treated to- their shelter until the explosion 


came and wrecked the building. Chriétie 
crawled from his retreat under the floor and 
was mistaken by the charging deputies for 
one of their own number until a shot from 
his gun gave warning. The powder smoke 
singed a deputy’s fdce, a volley was turned 
on the fleeing man, and he went down, the 
victim of no one man. In theconfusion Wolf. 
escaped, and, after sticking to the fort until 
he was badly burned, the boy came out and 
surrendered. So well had the officers pro- 
tected themselves thaf none of the party was 
hurt. 

Catoosa, in the Cherokee country, near the 
border of the Creek nation, has been in its 


day a formidable rival of Dodge City and the 
lurid Colorado cow towns. It. was in the 
neighborhood of Catoosa that the notorio 
Cook gang and Jim French operated... - 
It is a pretty little town, built out on a 
prairie hill, with the dense woods of Spunky 
creek to the south, and the great pastures 
of the Creek country stretching away, ap- 
parently boundless, to the west. North to 
Round mountain and Bird creek the country 
is rich and level. Im the days when the big 
prairies were dotted with long horned cattle 
from Texas, when the southern cowboy, with 
his reckless abandon of conduct, ‘stirred the 
native Indian to extravagant Jawlessress. 
Catoosa was queen of bad towns. Tulsa, its 
western neighbor, was bad; Claremore, to the 
east, was worse, but the head and center of 
all of the devil's business seemed to be at 
Catoosa. The MUMttle railroad depot was 
fairly riddled with bullets, sportively fired, 


and the signboards wére peppered with un-: 


expected and misplaced punctuation. 
Jim French’s Escapade. 


Jim French rode into Catoosa one evening 


in the fall of 1895, and, with two companions, . 


forced a couple of idle citizens to break open 
a large general store. There was a back 
office to the store. Fréench saw it, posted one 
of his companions at the partition door and 
himself went round to an outside window. 
Looking in at the window, the robber dis- 
covered the manager of the store sitting in- 
side. He raised his Winchester to shoot 
when he saw the muzzle of a shotgun in the 


hands of a night watchman, Who was sitting 


quietly in a rocking chair. French's com- 
panion had grown restless and he . fired 
through the door. The bullet just missed the 
manager, who, on the instant, sprang to the 
door, pulled it open, himself. behind.it; and 
the watchman blew the top of the bandit’s 
head off. There was a crash at the window 


as French pushed in the pane with his gun; ° 
the watchman swung round and fired, but. 


the buckshot shattered the window frame 
at the outlaw’s side. French fired; the man- 
ager fell, shot through the hips, and, with a 
yell of defiance, the murderer sprang through 
the window. The watchman retreated be- 
hind a Gresser, but French made him come 
out. 

“You killed my partner, you cheap hire- 
ling,”’ broke out French; “ now: help me put 
Irwin (the manager) on the bed; I don’t want 
to hurt him any more.’’ The watchman 

* Now* help me.bring in my partner, and 
I'll attend to you!’ The young man’s body 
was brought, the head almost shot’ away. 
French looked at it a minute, then turned 
quietly to the watchman and said: 

** Now, you coyote, I'm going to kill you!”’ 
The watchman pleaded for his life, explain- 
ing that he was now unarmed; but French, 
laying down his Winchester, drew his big 
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‘passed to murder.

.45 pistol. As he was raising the gun to aim, 
in a deliberate, tantalizing way, the wounded 
manager raised himself with one arm, pulled 
a. big revolver from under the pilow, and 
fired twice in rapid succession. Both bullets 
went through French's neck, just below the 
ears. The desperado staggered, but did not 
fall. He dropped his gun, and, running from 
the store, bolted madly for the shelter of 
Spunky creek woods. A pursuing posse round 
him,. dying, in an Indian cabin, and the 
watchman’ was allowed to hasten his death 
with a charge from the murderous shotgun. 


* Spoiled by Spared Rod. 

In following the histories of the bad men, 
among the various causes that led them 
into a life af crime—the love of whisky, jeal- 
ousy, @ weak will—stares out startlingly 
plain -the maxim: -‘‘ Spare the rod and spoil 
the child.’’> Parental overindulgence, a 
father’s careless oversight of a quick.tem- 
pered, impervious boy,’ the half criminal 
pride of some in the precocious wickedness 
of their sons—these start the youngsters to 
hell at the double quick. The case of Johnnie 
Pointer illustrates: . 

While he was still a boy, Johnnie Pointer 
was credited with writing these verses: 


** While ,boldiy I rove and wander, — 
What's the old man’s money to me? 
He'll give me ail I can squander 
And still I'm his Johnnie, you see. 


**It may be I'll sometime be arrested, 
But we're all of us working for fame: 
What care I how that is accomplished?

_At the age of 12 he attempted to burn a 
little boy, a companion at play with him in 
the woods; for this, like the boy in the sar- 
castic Englishman's verses, he was roundly 
reprimanded. A little later he stabbed a boy 
with a pocketknife, and a Missouri judge 
fined him $50. His father paid the firle, and 
Johnnie, on going home, proudly boasted: 


“TI knew the old man would pay before he’d 


let me go to jail!’’ 

From horse stealing, to escape the conse- 
quences of which he fled to Texas on money 
furnished by his father, Johnnie Pointer 
He was captured, tried 
before Judge Parker of Fort Smith, and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. It was a chance to re- 


deem his brave pledge early made in the 


verses quoted. He was given the privilege 
of naming the hour of his execution; he said 
half-past 3 in the afternoon. When the min- 
ute came he weakened and begged for half

Mr. Marks makes frequent trips to Boston,

‘and so Mr. Marks told the builder that he 
_ wanted a combined stable and house. 
So there stands today on Trapelo road a 
‘neat building, half stable and half house, 
where Mr. Marks intends to pass fis time 
“when in the Bay state. Here he will Stable 
_his fine roadsters, for he has joined the Gen- 
tlemen’s Driving club of Boston and will be 
seen ih active competition in its matinées. 


Combined Siable and House of C.W. Marks. 


At a cost of about $3,500, Mr. Marks has 
had built a house and stable whose comforts 
are excelled by none. He and his friends and 
his horses, will sleep in apartments heated 
by!’ hot water, lighted by gas or electricity, 
and with street cars jangling past the door. 

The building stands about fifty feet from 
Trape'o road. There are two entrances— 
one to the stable, through a large sliding 
door, and the other to the house, by a stair- 
way. . The first story is clapboarded and 
painted a pinkish shade. 

The entire front of the stable is given over 
to the carriages and road wagons, with a 
washing platform of cement. Behind are the 
two box stalls and two single stalls, and so 
neat are they that. on his last visit Mr. Marks 
set up a cot bed in one of the box stalls and 
slept there comfortably.

FEAR ONLY THE 
FEAR OF DEATH. 


French Scientist Says That to Be 
Afraid of Death Itself-Only 
Shortens Life. 


EN should be afraid of the fear of 
death—not of death itself. If men 
follow this rule, there is no reason 
why they should not all become cen- 
tenarians—so it is asserted in the 
ad’Economie Politique by M. Jean 


Revue 
Finot. 

This author begins an article on:the limita- 
tions.of life by: mentioning some traditional 
long lives. Among these cases are ‘those 
of a resident of ‘Goa, who is‘said to have 
reached his 400th year in the.enjoyment of 
all his intellectual faculties, a Scotchman 
who lived to be over 200 years old, and vari- 
ous monks of Mont Athos who have reaehed 
150 years. He asserts that Servian statistics 
for 1897 show three persons between 135 
and 140 years old, eighteen from 136 to 135, 
123 from 115 to 125, and 290 fron 106°to 115. 
In 1890 there were, he says, in the United 
States, 3,981 persons over 100 years old and 
twenty-one in London. M. Finot cites a 
mathematical formula, which he credits to 
Dr. Richardson, by which any one may get 
an idea of his. probable length of life. It is 
only necessary to add the ages of. one’s 
father and mother to those Of one’s two 
grandfathers and two grandmothers, and 
the total divided by six indicates the exact 
number of years one should live. 


Length of Life Increasing. 


M. Finot does not believe that the average 
length of human life has been reduced. On 
the contrary, he believes that itis constantly 
increasing, owing t6 the progress of hy- 
giene. Why do we grow o!d at all? The 
writer answers: | 
_“* For three reasons: want of physical ex- 
ercise in the open air; poisoning by microbes 
which the phagocytes have not succeeded in 
destroying; fear of death. It is hard to 


If a man fears death, it will carry him 
away. And yet it is quite pleasant to die; 
no sensation could be compared to it.’’ 

To prove this assertion, M. Finot quotes 
Heim, who related the sensations he expe- 
rienced while falling with his companions 


death which he miraculously escaped: 

“ At first a sense of beatitude, then com- 
plete insensibility to touch and pain; finally 
an extreme rapidity of thought and of imag- 
ination which in a few seconds enabled him 
to recollect the events of his whole life. 
Therefore it is not death we should fear, but 
the fear it inspires in us. We are wrong, 
Says Socrates, to fear death, as it fs our 
greatest possession on earth, and Seneca 
adds that it is the best of the inventions of 
life, while. Montesquieu concludes that we 
should shed tears for mén when they are 
born and not when they die.” 


Change in Life Expectation. 

‘M. Henry de Varigny examines the ques- 
tion of longevity in. L'I!ustration from an- 
other point of view. He asks: Has the 
man of:today a chance to live longer than 
the man of 2,000 years ago? He bases his 
conclusions upon charts and statistics pub- 


| lished .by Professor Karl Pearsén in Bio- 


metrika*and upon the résearches made by 
iW. Spiegelberg of Strassburg, on the age 
of Egyptian mummies. These conclusions 
are that an Egyptian who 2,000 years ago 
lived to be 68 years old was likely to live 
longer than a modérn Englishman of the 
Same age. M. de Varigny gives the follow- 
ng explanation: 

“* Evidently there was among the Egy 
tians a natural selection. resulting from en- 
‘wironment, that does not take place today, 
at least to the same degree, among civilized 
The Egyptians who reached the age 
of years had-robust constitutions, and 
therefore their chances of longevity were 
exceptional.”’

OLDEST ATHLETE IN WORLD; AGE, 106 YEARS

APT. DRUMMOND of San Francisco is 

106 years old and claims to be the 
world’s champion athiefe of his age. 

Capt. Diamond never used tobacco 

or any other stimulant and has not 

eaten a pound of meat. for mere than fifty 

years. He began to liveat anage when most 

men are getting ready to die and when past 

4100 teok a full course in physical culture and 

came out with strong muscles’ and limber 

joints. 

This hale old man was born in Plymouth, 
Mass., Muay 1, 1796. and tow is in better con- 
dition physically than most men of 60. For 
half a century Capt. Diamond lived an ordi- 
nary, uneventful life. Until he was 60 years 
of age the only unusual things about him 
were that he did not use coffee, tea, or stimu- 
lants, and never married. Half a century 
ago, however, he began to realize that there 
was a good deal in life aft@r all, so he set out 
to make the most of himself physically. 

“ You always get what you prepare for,’’ 
says the captain. ‘“‘ Most men expect to die 
et 70 or thereabouts. They educate them- 
selves for death, live up to i and it comes 
‘for that reason.”’ 

Exercise has been Capt. Diamond's elixir 
of life. He believes in using the muscles with- 


¢ 


‘‘In my own case,” he says, “‘ I found two 
years ago that ossification was beginning to 
tellon me. I was able to walk and work, but 
I could not raise etther of my feet a foot off 
the ground. My joints were stiffening so I 
could not raise my Hands to my collar. Rath- 
er against my will I was in@uced to take a 
course in physical culture. It seemed ridie- 
ulous to me, an old man of my age trying to 
rebuild myself, but I did ft. It was hard and 
painful exercise at first, but. gradually my 
muscles relaxed and my joints became limber 
until by the time the course ended I actually 
felt like a young man again.”’ 

Capt. Diamond rides a bicycle every day, 
and the only evidence of age showing on his 
body is an extreme emaciation of the tissues 
over the temples, which the physical culture 
exercise could not rebuild. The calves of his 
legs are as well developed as those of the 
ordinary bicycle rider many years younger. 
He left his home at an early age and went into 


the world without money or education. He 


worked at the building of the first canals and 
railroads, and between 1864 and 1867 was chief 
government agent at St. Louis, Mo., in charge 
of transportation of army supplies.

ON THEIR TRAVELS} 


Methods of Men Who Are Now 
- Trying to Cure Ills of People * 
in Country. 3 


YyNHIS is the time of year when if there 
is any sickness out in the couftry the 
great regiment of Chicago’s carriage 

ri doctors can not be blamed. For it is 

~ the season when the carriage doctors 
pre‘leaving <omeago to spread over the coun- 
tryside in Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, and 
jowa a carpet of pills, ointments and specif- 
jes equaled in number only by the number 
of gold watches and ten dollar bills these 
goctors are prepared to give away. 

It is an industry of which country 

knows more than does Chicago. Wfrue, some 
of the doctors whose offices are fn their open 
carriages do preach and sell their medicines 
in Chicago, but the competition here is too 
great to support many of the tribe in their 
effort to live during the summer in the city. 
Here the free dispensaries, the free clinics, 
the thousands of regular, licensed physicians 
and the great number of hospitals and chari- 
table Organizations combine to make med- 
x attention almost as easy to get asa glass 
water. The demand for the peripatetic 
physician therefore does not exist. People 
go to the doctors they know or who adver- 
tise while the unknown with nothing to rec- 
Smmend him except his voice, his eloquénce 
and his lighted carriages prefers out of town 
pastures to the hard grazing here. 


Make Their Own Medicines. 


There is no way in which the number of 
 Ghese folk who are now leaving for the rural 
districts to reap their harvest, can be esti- 
mated with any degree of accuracy. They 
have no medical association of their own. 
end they do not belong to either the Chicago 
medical society or any of the physicians’ 
clubs. If they bought their supplies from 
the wholesale druggists the druggists would 
Be able to tell, but the druggists say that 

ese perambulating doctors make their own 
medicines or buy them tn quantities from 
two houses in Wisconsin which make a spec- 
fealty of manufacturing nostrums for the 
traveiing trade.

Summer Rough on Children. 

Children are more susceptible to @isease at 
all times than grown Up persons. Particu- 
larly is this true @uring the summer, when 
the temptation to eat unsparingly and fre- 
quently unwisely of harmful food is unusual- 
ly great. A boy's sixteen feet of intestines 
are more likely to get him into serious trouble 
during the summMer months, even if he is 
conservative in consuming fruits and other 
like delicacies.

It is difficult to convince’ overheated per- 
sons, whether men or women, that the fan 
for which they gasp will render them the 
Warmer. Yet it is so. The omy sort of a 
fan of any real value in diminishing one’s 
temperature is the electric fan, which oper- 
ates without requiring exertion on the part 
of the person fanned. Fanning by the hand 
generates a current of air, it is true, but 
the muscular exertion necessary to the 
manipulation raises the temperature cor- 
respondingly, so that at the best the fanner 
is at thé same temperature at which he was 
before beginning to fan, and in most ‘in- 
stances increases it. Alas for the languorous 
summer damsels fair who ilove coyly to 
flourish their feathered instruments of wind- 
making! They are absurdly unscientific, 
generating furnaces of heat instead of the 
coveted icebox. Don't fan. 


Don’t Drink Ice Water. 


Perhaps next to a fan the warm weather 
people sigh for fountains of ice water trick- 
ling perpetually down the lengtits, the longer 
the more delectable, of their fervid throats. 
The coolest drink for the warm weather peo- 
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ple’s throats is hot lemonade, hot tea, or hot 
water pure and simple. Lemons are cooling 
and thinning, tea is cooling and thinning, 
while the hot water equalizes the tempera- 
ture of the body with that of the surround- 
ing atmosphere. Much of the discomfort of 
the warm day arises from the great contrast 
between the outside temperature and that 
within the body. The hot water tends to 
equalize the temperatures and brings relief. 
The same principle is at work when the boy 
who has half frozen his hands with snow- 
balling takes snow. to “ warm " them. 

Iee water accentuates the difference in the 
temperatures, and besides exerts a deleteri- 
ous Influence in the digestive apparatus

Bon. It ao chills the digestive machinery that 
the latter cannot operate properly until it 
has had time to assume the’temperature of 
the stomach.

ture. The mind pondering the miseries of ex- 
istence on a sultry, seething, glowing sum- 
mer afternoon when the atmosphere is at a 
scalding heat only makes each the greater. 
Their collars become more starchly distress- 
ing, with each thought expended upon the 
absurdity. of stiff neck apparel for warm 
weather, the feeling of heat rises with every 
glance at the thermometer, the air grows 
more motionlessly humid with every gaze 
through the windows between the unruffiea 
curtains.

It does oceasionally happen that one 
will accidentally buy an ingredient that does 
mot mix well with the others, or that may 
be harmful, and the druggist in every case 
will be a safe confidant in this matter. He 
will tell you if you have selected the right 
articles and if they will mix. 

The amateur druggist finds her first trouble 
in the mixing of the ingredients of her lo- 
tions. They do not always go together well 
and, like oil and water, refuse to combine. 
But if she will be careful to follow instruc- 
tions and will consult the druggist she will 
come out well in the end, and the result will 
be a nice shelf of toilet lotions inexpensively 
obtained.

As to the day for the celebration of the 
anniversary, Vapareau's “ Dictionary des 
Contemporains,”’ which gives the date as 
July 24, 1803, has been thrown aside and 
Paris itself will set the date as July 24, 1802. 
The records of Dumas’ birth as showr in hia 
memoirs sets this date, and already some 
eritic has voiced the plaint that only fon 
Vapareau’s mistake in the year the present 
July.magazines would have had a good 
many more articles on the subject than the 
action of France will leave possible next 


year. 
According to the memoirs ef the French 
novelist, he was born at Villers-Cotterets, 
tm the departmert of Aisne. July 24, 
902. Paris will not have his monument 
ready for the services by at least’a year, but 
that capital will lend its voice and presence 
io the honor of the literary fame of the man. 
This monument which Paris has had in 
process for years was the result of the en- 
fhusiasm of a Frenchman, a railway en~ 
gineer, w*tose occu>ation had kept him for 
years in foreign lands. M. Villaud, the en- 
gneer, had lived long in Italy, Spain, and 
Russia, and his gratitude was for the un 
known friend who tn lonely lands had made 
his nights of business exile short. In this 
connection two anecdotes will show how the 
literary Dumas endeared himself to the 


people.

“In a subsequent conversation I had with 
M. Dumas,” he says, “ he gave me some in- 
teresting details of his earlier life. He was 
born in Paris on the 27th of July, 1824, and 
while a youth was a pet of his generous 
hearted father, Alexander Dumas the elder, 
who at the time was managing what the 
son sardonically called a ‘ fabrique des ro- 
mans,’ or ‘factory of novels,’ employing 
several impecunious writers. at so much a 
week, furnishing each with a particular plot 
for a particular story and leaving the dia- 
logue and description to-be filled in by them. 
When the copy was finished the elder would 


He gave it life and the 


revise it and send it direct to the printer for 


publication under his own name. These 
scribes were supposed to be his secretaries, 
to whom he simply dictated the pages of his 
stories and the public, of course, believed 
that they were all the mental products of 
the great Dutras himself. A novel a month 
was issued from this factory, with the result 
that the elder himself, like one of ‘his char- 
acters, Monte Cristo, reveled in golden louis, 
but spent them @s freely as he won them. 

“ Owing to this sunny condition of things, 
Dumas the younger had not to work for a 
living in his callow youth. He accordingly 
became one of the fashionable young men of 
Paris, and sowed his wild oats in right royal 
style for some time till his literary ambition 
began to develop, when he abandoned the 
turf and the greenrooms of the theaters for 
the goose quill and the closet. Dumas 
the elder used to say that his son’s manu- 
scripts were like so many pages of music— 
‘stroked ali over with bars. but provided 
with very little text ’—this because of the 
many erasures in the writing.”’ 


Collaborators as’ Victims. 


So much for the collaborations that, fin the 
countless works turned out by the elder 
Dumas, seem to mean so much. As to how 
much is due to these collaborators, however, 
there have been several points of view. Mr. 
Lang has asked why none of them has 
written something of his own that has lived 
beyond its day without the stamp of the 
master having been set upon it. 

M. About has asked with no less point why 
there has been no protest from those who 
have been the inspiration of the novelist. 

‘‘ Mirecourt and others,”’ M. About says, 
“have wept crocodile tears for the collab- 


‘orators, the ‘ victims’ of Dumas’ gloty and 


his talents. But it is difficult to lament 
over the survivors (1884). The master neither 
took their money, for they are rich; their 
tame, for they are celebrated; hor their 
merit, for they still have plenty. And they 
never bewailed their fate—the reverse! The 
proudest congratulate themselves at having 
been at so great a school, and M. Auguste 
Maquet, the chief of them, speaks with real 
reverence and affection of his great friend.” 

The son, writing of the father’s work, has 
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convex at the rorge, the locket is placed under 
a steam drill which cuts the metal as though 
it were New York state cheese.

“ Tragedy, drama, history, romance, com- 
edy, travel, you cast all of them in the fur- 
nace and the mold of your brain; and you 
peopled the world of fiction with new crea- 
tions. The newspaper, the book, the the- 
ater burst asunder, too narrow for your 
puissant shoulders; you fed France, Eu- 
rope, America, with your works; you made 
the wealth of publishers, translators, pla- 
giarists; printers and copyists toiled after 
you in vain.* In the fever of production you 
did not try always to prove the metal which 
you employed, and sometimes you tossed 
into the furnace whatever came to your 
hand. The fire made the selection; what 
was your own Is bronge; what was not yours 
vanished in smoke.” 

It has been written of the man that he took 
his own, when and where he found it; like- 
wise he took a great deal of it. 

“In the gallery of an old country house 
ene wet day,’ writes Lang, “I came once 
on the memoirs of D’Artagnan, where they 
had lain since the family had bought them 
in Queen Anne’s time. There were our old 
friends, the musketeers, and there were 
many of their adventures told at great length 
and breadth. But how much more vivacious 
théy are in Dumas.”’

No Adequate Biography. 

Nobody has attempted a biography of 
Dumas. The bits of gossipy biography that 
so often have existed of stich a man are 
plentiful. There are his memoires in many 
wolumes; there are the books he wrote on 
travel and adventure In Africa, Spain, Italy, 
Russia; the book he wrote on his beasts; the 
romance of Ange Pitou, partly autobigraphi- 
cal; and there are the innumerab:e little 
studies of the people who knew him more or 
less intimately. 
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As to the memoirs of the man, it has been | 
conceded that he wrote with a wide pen. 
Teliing a story, he loved’ to put a sword and 
cocked hat upon his manikin. Did he do all 
those astounding things of which he has 
written as his own’in both peace and war? 
There are doubters. Did his father perform 
ali those seeming mythical feats of strength 
which have been credited to him by the son? 
Did that father lift a horse between his knees 
while with his hands he clung to a rafter 
over his head? Did he throw his regiment 
over a’ wall before him, as Guy Heavistone 
threw the mare which refused the leap? 


Like His Hero Porthos. 
‘No doubt,”’ says one, “ Dumas believed 


what he heard about thisancestor, in whom, 
perhaps, one may see a hint of the giant 
Porthos. In the revolution and in the wars 
the father of Dumas the elder won the names 
of Monsieur de l’Humanite, because he made 
a@ bonfire of a gulllotine; and of Horatius 
Cocles, because he held a pass as bravely 
as the Roman in the brave days of old. 

This was a father to be proud of. Follow- 
ing him, pluck, generosity, and strength re- 
mained virtues of Dumas. These he preached 
and practiced. It has been said that he was 
generous before he was just. This has been 
accepted. A regiment of seedy people sponged 
off him at all times; he could hot listen to 
a tale of misery, but he gave what he had 
and often left himself without a dinner.. At 
his home, while it was anything but a pal- 
acé, nobody Was turned away. Not even a 
dog was thrown out. Thestory is told that 
one occasion twelve dogs came to Monte 
Cristo, which, with Dumas’ dog, made the 
unlueky thirteen for the superstitious butler.

Reverting to the man, before Sasa had 
come to him, he was a creole, son of the Mar- 
quis Davy de la Pailleterie and of Louise Du- 
mas, a black woman of Santo Domingo. His 
youth seems to have been spent in idleness; 
he could not settle to business, and as his 
mother had been left in poverty the boy set 
off to Paris to seek his fortune. Within five 
years he was famous. As clerk, as a pro- 
ducer of farces, as a student of the Shaks- 
pearean drama, and, finally, as the author of 
called 
“ Christine ’’—all were incidental to this rise. 


But a gteater than he had written a play 


called by the same name, ard his had to be 
withdrawn, On Feb. 11, 1829, he had written 
“Henri III.”’ It was staged with extraor- 
dinary success, and the author is said to have 
received $10,000 for it. 

Then came the revolution and the end of 
his literary work for a time. In the scenes 
that followed he has made himself conspic- 
uous, and to some extent a laughing stock 
for the men of the time. Incidentally he 
gained the ill will of the Orleans family and 
never regained their favor; King Louis Phil- 
lippe is said to have treated him always with 
a good natured contempt. 

Plagiarism was charged against him in 
violent manner on several occasions a duel 
was threatened, and he left Paris at the ad- 
vice of friends. He married an actress 
named Ida Ferrier, who had performed in 
his plays, but the union was not happy; she 
died a few years later in Florence. ‘‘ Monte 
Cristo’ appeared in 1844 and made a furore; 
then came the “ Three Musketeers,”’ and in 
that same twelvemonth forty-two mofe vol- 


umes were issued from his “ foundry.” 


Squandered His Vast Earnings. 


Earning money in vast sums, he became de-

more hours of a workman's time. Ten work- 
ing days of a man’s life spent on an orna- 
ment give it a value apart from that of the 
materials.

On this trip, 
too, he had neglected journals with which he 
had contracts for matter and heavy damages 
wére set against him. 

In 1860 he joined Garibaldi, and from this. 
time his downfall was steady. Aged, broken, 
and a victim of the finger of scorn in Paris, 
he lost most of his faculties and was fe- 
moved to Puys, near Dieppe, where, attended 
by his son and daughter, he died on Dec. 5, 
1870. Virtually he was penniless, and while 
he had received an income of more than $50,- 
000 a year only the care of his children kept 
from want. 

here are about 1,200 volumes bearing the

Then Harris needed a new dress coat to attend his 
sister’s wedding, and the treasury was again depleted, 
and finally I went on & vacation and evened up the 
score by appropriating enough money to keep me at a 
summer resort for an entire week. 

We were by turns fearful lest some one should die: 
cover the wonderful attractions of suite 22 and secure 
it. Every Sunday, we read the advertisements, and 
whooped with joy ‘when he found suite 22 unrented. 

Late that fall, after many financial disappoint- 
ments, we purchased furniture on the installment plan, 


- and took up our abode in suite 22.

The cradle boards for Indian pa- 
pooses are most curious and inter- 
esting with the bed of soft moss 
and handsome bead ornaments...

The Alaskan mother fastens a rope 
to her child’s cradle, runs it up over 
her head, through a pulley, and 
then attaches it to her great toe, so 
that wherever she happens 'to be she 
ean gently jog the cradle.

’ The Polish cradle has solid wood- 
en rockers with braces upon which 
the cradle rests. In some parts of 
Sweden the cradles have lengthwise 
rockers instead of across each end, 
as is usually the case.
